MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 14.— | 
Premier Lloyd George, returning to the | 
city of his birth and speaking to the |} 
Manchester Reform Club, made a vig- 
orous defense today of the Govern- 
ment’s Near East policy, declaring it | 
allowed the victorious Turks to cool off 
end thus averted war, saved the en- 
dangered minorities and protected th? } 
freedom of the Straits. | 

He turned savagely on his critics and 
ridiculed the attacks of former Premier 
Asquith and Lord Grey. He said he 
was not brought up to repeat each morn- 
ing the litany of the cynic: ‘‘ Am I my 
brother’s keeper?’’ He would not, he 
declared, have Britain ‘‘ face the world 
with the brand of Cain on her brow.” | 
He was particularly ‘bitter in resenting | 
the criticism of Lord Gladstone. *‘ There 
fis no more ridiculous spectacle, he de- | 
clared, ‘‘than a dwarf standing before 
the footlights in the garments inherited | 
from a giant.’’ 

The Premier’s speech disappointed ! 
many in that he failed to reveal his | 
plans for the future—whether he would 
bring on an election, resign or await | 
the result of the Conservative convention 
in Novemper. 

‘“I cast myself upon the people,’’ he} 
f@aid, ‘‘ because I have never betrayed | 
them.”’ 

Later in his speech the Premier said | 
that if there was to be a change, no one 
would welcome it more’ thin “he” fre ‘had | 
had a long spell in office, and a hard | 
one. Three years ago he had tried, he| 
declared, to get Bonar Law to take the | 
Premiership. 

“TI never wished to retain it,’’ he} 
said, ‘‘ but I will serve my country inj 
e@ny position.”’

Since 1 have come to the north of 
england I have not witnessed those 
Symptoms of universal indignation 
and execration with which the Gov- 
ernment and its policy are supposed 
to be regarded. The fact which you 
mentioned, or your chairman, that 
over twenty-five times as many 
people have sought admission to 
this room as it can contain, the fact 
that very great crowds have met me 
at every stage of my journey, might 
be taken to mean that I have aroused 
the interest which a notorious offend- 
er always creates, had it not been 
for the fact that, wherever the crowds 
were, they received me with cordial- 
ity, warmth and enthusiasm such as 
I have never before experienced. I 
thank them. 

The people of this country do not 
believe that the Government deliber- 
ately endeavored to rush this country 
into war. [Cheers.] On the contrary 
they regard that infamous charge as 
an outrage on British fair play. We 
insured peace. We have not been 
warmongers, we have been peace- 
makers. We took the only sure road 
to peace, and we have reached it. 

It has been largely due to the tact, 
judgment and resolution of our repre- 
sentative at Constantinople, Sir Charles 
Harington, and our sagacious ad- 
viser, Sir Horace Rumbold, and it 
has also been largely attributable to 
the patience and zeal of Lord Curzon. 
But, as Sir Charles Harington said, 
and it is no derogation to either of 
them to repeat, it would have been 
impossible for them to succeed had 
it not been for that resolution and 
firmness which the Government dis- 
played at home in sending help to Sir 
Charles Harington, which, as he has 
said, so much impressed the Oriental 
mind. 

The negotiations, delicate and diffi- 
cult and dangerous as they were, have 
conducted under circumstances 
which fortunately are without prece- 
*dent in this country. While we were 
engaged in a most difficult task we 
have been assailed with misrepresenta- 
tion, with abuse, with innuendo, such 
as no Government in conducting in- 
ternational affairs has ever been sub- 
jected to before, and the country re- 
sents it. [Hear! Hear!] 


Ready to Reply to His Critics. 


At the time we could not answer 
the charge. We had to He quiet while 
it was suggested that we were war- 
-mongers, that we were thirsting for 
blood, for the reason that you could 
not place the whole of the circum- 
stances before the country without 
interfering with the work of our rep- 
Gesentatives on the spot. 

But the time has come when I am

Third—Fix the value of the paper 
mark at a gold figure to be decided on 
by a mixed commission. 

Fourth—Reorganize the Reparation 
Commission by including American 
and neutral members and transferring 
it to Berlin. | 

Accompanying these proposals directly | 
relating to reparations is another im-} 
portant suggestion that ‘ before the end} 
of this period [referring to the two or} 
four years] the Allies should revise the 
reparation total to fit it to Germany's} 
capacity to pay, and that at the same, 
time should take place a final adjust-| 
ment of debts among the Allies. This is} 
taken in Paris to mean a wish on the} 
part of the British to postpone the pro- 
posed adjustment of interallied debts 
and perhaps to abandon the Brussels 
financial conference.

Plan to Stabilize the Mark. 
The statement issued explaining the 


Bradbury plan said: 

‘‘ Stabilizing the mark by the sale of 
gold at a fixed price is only feasible if 
the Reichsbank is relieved of the neces- 
sity of creating new credits through be- 
ing compelled to discount treasury bills 
for Government expenditure. 

“‘If further expansion of the floating 


debt could we stopped there would be 
ue serious difficulty in stabilizing the 
mark at level very much higher than 
the present exchange value without dan- 
ger to the gold reserve, seeing that the 
existing supply of currency is very much 
telow the requirements of the country.” 

It may be og ge that at its 
present quotation all the German paper 
n:oney in circulation could be bought up 
for about $115,000,000, whereas the | 
Reichsbank has now a gold reserve equal | 
to $250,000,000. 

The statement continues: 

“The complete collapse of the mark 
has, however, made immediate restora- 
tion of the budget equilibrium—of which 
» there was a fair prospect six months 
ago—quite impossible unless the budget 
can for the time being be relieved of 
the Peace Treaty charges, and without 
budget equilibrium the continued ex- 
pansion of the floating debt cannot be 
arrested. 

‘The mere suspension of payments in 
foreign currencies would not now be sutf- 
ficient to provide the necessary relief, 
since the rapid rise which has taken 
place in German internal prices is a 
daily increasing burden on the budget, 
@s measured in paper marks or deliveries 
in &kind.”’ 

The alternatives therefor, in Sir John’s 
Opinion, are either complete suspension 
of cash payments and almost complete 
suspension of deliveries in kind for a 
considerable period, or some arrange- 
ment under which the German Govern- 
ment shall be enabled to obtain re- 
sources for financing the -peace treaty

The arrangement proposed is that the 


should agree to guarantee German five 
year treasury bonds to the respective 
@mounts to be received. 

The powers entitled to receive cash 
ayrrents would accept those payments 
n the form of five-year bonds, which 
they would themselves negotiate under 
their own guarantee. Those, receiving 
deliveries in kind would give their guar. 
antee to the German bonds to an amount 
equal to the value ‘of the deliveries 
which the German Government itself 
would be entitled to negotiate. 


Bonds Payable in Currency. 


It is proposed that bonds should be 
payable in gold or in currency of the 
guaranteeing country at the rate of ex- 
change on the date of issue at the-op- 
tion of the holder, but that the guar- 
antee should be limited to the currency 


value. 

The Reparation Commission would re- 
serve the right to require part of the 
cost of deliveries in kind to be met 
from the German budget, in which case 
the powers receiving deliveries would be 
called upon to guarantee the bonds to 





powers receiving peace treaty me

an amount equal only to the percentage 
of the total value not so met. 

The arrangement would operate in the 
first instance for two years, but the 
Reparation Commission would have 
power to continue it so far as might 
e necessary for another two years. The 
allied Governments would be asked to 
undertake that before it was brought to 
an end they would consider the whole 
question of the aggregate Habilities of 
Germany under the ptace treaty with 
a view to their permanent adjustment 
to her capacity for payment and their 
liquidation by a series of foreign loans. 

The plan contemplates that final ad- 
justment of debts among the Allies 
should take place at the same time as 
this settlement and recommends that the 
allied Governments should consider the 
possibility of immediate arrangements 
to meet the difficulties which will arise 
in the interval between the present time 
and this general settlement. 

The underlying idea of the plan is to 
avoid suspension of peace-treaty pay- 
ments—a course which would create very 
serious embarrassment for the budgets 
of the allied countries—but at the same 
time to extend to Germany the credit 
facilities necessary to enable her to re- 
establish her own currency and budget. 

e expedient of a guarantee is in- 
tended, however, only as a temporary 
arrangement to tide over the interval 
until Germany can adjust her svstem 
of taxation to the new level of values 
and re-establish her own credit. 


Chances of the Plan. 


The plan is only lkely to be success- 
ful if: 


First—If the facilities given are ex- 
tensive enough to make the balancing 


of the German budget a possible propo- 
sition. 

Second—If they are used by Germany 
for the purpose for which they are 
granted. 

Sir John Bradbury thinks that these 
conditions can only be secured if the 
supervision and working arrangements 
are entrusted to a body which will not 
only enjoy the financial confidence of 
Germany and her creditors, but which 
can also act in closer co-operation with 
the German Government. 

Accordingly he regards reconstruction 
of the Reparation Commission and its 
transfer to Berlin as an integral part 
of his plan. 


WOULD ABOLISH THE PFENNIG. 


Many Germans Think Dealings in 
Infinitesimal Values Are Absurd.

BERLIN, Oct. 14.—In view of Ger- 
many’s depreciated mark, the absurdity 
of clinging to pfennigs in business and 
accounting has belatedly dawned on 
German brains. The smallest German 
monetary unit, 1 pfennig, is today 
worth just .00375 mills; yet bureaucrati- 
cally these microscopic fractions of 
what once was money are still encum- 
bering bookkeeping and accountancy. 

The Association for Safeguarding Eco- 
nomic Interests in the Rhineland and 
Westphalia has started a crusade against 
the pfennig, sending a memorandum to 
the National Economic Council, advo- 
cating the rounding out of any figure 
in pfennigs to the nearest mark. The 
National Economic Council at its last 
meeting urged the Government to drop 
pfennigs in all Govenrmental accounts 
and payments The business world will 
undoubtedly rapidly follow this prac- 
tice, 

This will be the first time any Ger- 
man money has been officially branded 
as worthless.

BRUSA, Oct. 14 (Associated Press).— 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Turkish Nationalist 
forces, today made a triumphal entry 
into this city, the ancient capital of 
Turkey. The entire city was a dazzling 
mass of color, with flags and flowers 
mingled to present a gorgeous array. 
Arches of flowers were constructed over 


the route along which the Turkish con- 
queror passed. 

The victor over the Greeks rode on 
horseback, and was received by the 
multitude with vociferous acclamations. 
Delegations of civillans and groups of 
hodjas and Mohammedan priests ex- 
tended to him formal felicitations. The 
priests represented the important Cler- 
ical Party. 

It was announced here that the An- 
gora Assembly had voted Kemal the 
title of * Yildirim Ghazi,’’ which may 
be translated as ‘‘ the lightning-like con- 
queror.’"’ The title is a revival of the 
ancient one formerry conferred upon vic- 
torious Sultans. The Nationalist leader 
will hereafter be addressed as Yildirim 
Ghazi Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 

Awaiting Kemal here was Ismet 
Pasha, who was the Turkish representa- 
tive at Mudania. Kemal Pasha em- 
braced and kissed him and then handed 
him a parchment, a copy of resolutions 
passed by the Angora Assembly, thank- 
ing him for his effective representation 
of the national interests at Mudania. 

At the request of the Turkish com- 
mander, Ismet Pasha will spend two 
weeks inspecting the various army units 
and explaining the Mudania peace ar- 
rangements to the officers and men. 

At midnight tonight the agreements 
reached by the Mudania conference will 
go into effect. The past three days 


have been spent in preparation for the } 


allied occupation of Eastern Thrace, 
and all reports received here indicate 
that the evacuation will proceed in a 
fairly orderly manner. 

The allied* Inspection missions, three 
of which were sent throughout Thrace 
a week ago, have completed their in- 
vestigations. Reports submitted by them 
show that there is no ground for charges 
of widespread atrocities and attacks 
upon Turkish residents by the Greek 
Army. Several isolated cases were 
found, but the reports state that these 
obviously were the work of individuals 
and were relatively unimportant. 

More significant, however, is their re- 
port that the Greek army is in a state 
of dissolution throughout Thrace, only a 
few of the better units remaining intact. 
The refusal of the Third Army Corps 
to obey orders to evacuate, told of in 
dispatches from Adrianople last night, 
is believed to be due in part to the gen- 
eral slackening of the morale of the 
Greek troops, which it will be the mis- 
sion of the allied detachments to restore 
and control as part of the effort for 
orderly evacuation. 

A second plan for evacuation was sub- 
mitted to allied headquarters here to- 
day. It was drawn up by General Nider, 
commander-in-chief of the Greek Army, 
and communicated to the allled repre- 
sentatives at Rodosto. This plan gives 
in detail the exact movements of each 
military unit in Eastern Thrace and 
apparently insures the last of the Greek 
troops being out by Oct. 29.

On Oct. 16, three days after the town 
had been fired, a Turkish bandit, a 
giant in stature who had been a hamel, 
or porter, on the customs quay before 
the war and who had acquired fame as 
a wrestler, had entered Smyrna at the 
head of a band of cutthroats and had 
set fire to any buildings that were not 
burning.

‘““They rushed into my store in the 
forenoon,” said the stowaway, “ bran- 
dishing long, broad-bladed knives, and 
attacked my father and mother and my 
brother Thomas, who were trying to 
keep the Turkish robbers from taking 
goods. My parents were killed. One

“T searched everywhere for her. At last 
I was told she had been carried off by

in the Spring of 1921. 

“After hiding all day, I went to the 
American Consulate, where I found some 
naval officers and sailors from the de- 
stroyers in the harbor which were tak- 
ing off the refugees to the steamships 
bound for Greece. 

‘I got to the waterfront with great 
difficulty, as the heat from the burning 
ruins was intense and the smoke from 
the tobacco warehouses was suffocating. 
Because the streets are very narrow !n 
Smyrna it was impossible to pass down 
them. The flames had spread across 
from side to side, and the roadway was 
piled with débris. 

“At the Custom House steps I met a 
boatman who knew my family. He told 
me that Katherina had been saved by 
sailors from the American destroyer, 
but could not inform me which steam- 
ship she had been taken to. There were 
fully 2,000 refugees, men, women end 
children, on the quay when I was there, 
five days after the fire started. The 
last news I had was that the American 
Consulate had been fired by the Turkish 
bandits, or irregulars, as they were 
styled.’’ 

The stowaway said the Turks had not 
attempted to interfere with the Armeni- 
ans, Greeks, Jews and other refugees 
when they had come under the protec- 
tion of the American sailors, but that 
many had been Killed in the streets be- 
fore they could reach the waterfront. 
Their bodies had been thrown into the 
flames in order to hide all traces of 
the crimes committed by the invaders. 

He said an Italian steamship had 
taken him to Brindisi. At Naples he 
had hidden away on the Guglielmo 
Peirce to get to America, where he says 
he has friends, although he does not 
know where they live. 

Another stowaway on board was Fran- 
cisco Collahi of Easton, Pa., who said 
he had taken out his first naturalization 
papers and had returned from Italy be- 
cause he could not find work. He had 
no money to pay his fare, but said he 
could go and live with his sister and 
brother-in-law in Easton until he got 
a job. Both the men were sent to Ellis 
Island with the 674 steerage passengers 
on board.

OVERTON, GIBRALTAR, Oct. 14.—The

A wounded Greek who} 
arrived today’ told me at the hospital: 


‘‘*Turkish irregulars are working 
havoc among all Greek civilians in the 
interior, ana the situation of the Chris- | 
tians who have remained behind is be- 
yond words. I saw a group of prisoners | 
tied together by a band of irregulars 
who poured ofl over them and set fire 
to them.’ 

‘“‘ American ships which have got in- 
shore to take off refugees have been | 
under rifle fire from irregulars concealed | 
in the cliffs} but the shots were fortu-/ 
nately wild. i 

‘The Governor General of Mitylene, | 
who has inspected our medical work, ex: | 
pressed his pleasure and gave an order| 
granting me powers of dictator in all 
hospital and sanitary matters. We have 
established a new maternity hospital 
and babies’ clinic in an Italian soap 
factory. 

‘The food situation In the northern 
part of the island has ben critical in the 
last three days, and our Director there 
said to me this morning: ‘If flour does 
not arrive tomorrow I am going to quit. 
I can’t face these people empty-handed 
another day.’ Fortunately the supplies 
arrived this afternoon.”’

Veterans’ Bureau Head, at New 
| Orleans Convention, Answers 
Charges by Deegan. 

































LATTER SEEKS COMMAND 





} Col. C. R. Forbes Objects to Him as 
Not Having Seen Over- 
seas Service. 





NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 14 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—Statements by William 
F. Deegan, State Commander of the 
American Legion in New York, that he 
regarded the presence at the Legion 
convention of Colonel C. R. Forbes, 
head of the United States Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, as an attempt by the Republican 
National Administration to influence 
the selection of a National Commander 
of the Legicn, were met by Colonel 
Forbes today with a flat denial that 
the Administration supported or op- 
posed the candidacy of any man for 
national head of the Legion. 

Commander Deegan, who is a candi- 
@ate for national commandership, said 
he was surprised by the announcement 
that Colonel Forbes planned to attend 
the Legion convention, and charged that 
he came here in fact to use his influ- 
ence to procure the selection of an 
American Legion head acceptable to the 
Republican Administration, Such a 
head, according to Commander Deegan 
and J. B. Noonan, State Adjutant of 
the Legion in Missouri, who has been 
Gesignated as campaign manager for the 
New York man, would be a man who 
would not continue an active fight in 
behalf of the soldier bonus. 

Colonel Forbes, who reached here to- 
day, was emphatic in his denial that 
any such motive actuated his coming. 

‘“*T was surprised at Mr. Deegan’s 
Statement,” the head of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau said in a statement to newspaper 
men. ‘‘I have come here as the invited 
guest of the American Legion and its 
present National Commander, Hanford 
MacNider, bringing with me a number 
of department heads of the Veterans’ 
Bureau. Our reason for coming was to 
take up at first hand with the Legion 
during the convention any eases of dis- 
abled men not receiving proper atten- 
tion, in order to facilitate their relief. I 
have forbidden all members of my party 
to take any part in working for or 
against any candidate for national com- 
mander. } 

** The administration in Washington 


has no candidate, it is not interested in 
the selection or the defeat of any man 
for head of the legion. 

‘‘ As a Legionnaire I had hoped to see 
some one selected to head the legion who 
had been overseas and a member of a 
combat unit. 


‘*I have never in my life had any 
quarrel with Deegan. I have discussed 
one or two cases of disabled men with 
him. I think he is_ unnecessarily 


alarmed, and that he has become over- 

zealous in his aspirations for the na- 

tional commandership of the legion.’’ 
Mr. Deegan did not see service over- 


seas. 

Delegates from seven European nations 
and the United States opened the con- 
vention of the Interallied Veterans’ Fed- 


eration here today.”

blocks along Coney Island Avenue. 
When the alleged burglar was taken, 
after he had threatened to shoot the 
policeman and had flouTished a pistol, 
causing wild excitement among the pas- 
sengers, more than $1,000 worth of 
liga and valuables were found on 

im. 

Some of the valuables were identified 
as the property of Blmer A. Sperry, 
pyranese manufacturer, whose house 
2ad been robbed several months ago dur- 
ing the absence of Mr. and Mrs. Sperry, 
now in the Orient. The prisoner was 
also identified by Lavonia Brown, a 
maid employed by Edward S. Green, as 
the burglar who. had entered her em- 
loyer’s house at 903 Ocean Avenue, 
3rooklyn, last Monday, stealing $7,000 
worth of jewelry and silverware. 

The burly prisoner madé a mistake 
when, yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock, 
he met Hannie Brooks, 47, a diminu- 
tive negro _ maid in the employ of Samuel 
Mandel, a cioak and suit manufacturer, 
1,104 East Seventeenth Street, Brook- 
lvn. The maid was alone when the 
negro appeared at the back door on the 
pretext of warning the maid that a 
psddier who had just visited the house 
had stolen up stairs. 

The maid became suspicious. When she 
started to question him further about 








the peddler, the negro whipped out a 
pistol and ordered her to march up 
stairs and reveal the Mandel valu- 
ebles. 


Hannie answered with a slap on the 
Jaw. 3efore the burglar had recovered 
from his surprise he was sprawled on 
the kitchen floor with the little mald on 
top. Finally the two rolled clear out on 
the kitchen porch. By that time the 
maid had so weakened ‘that the burglar 
found it child’s play to stop her strug- 

les with his left hand while he thrust 
xis pistol into her face and pulled the 
trigger twice. The gun only snapped. 

The maid's screams quickly. put him to 
flight. As he ran south on Seventeenth 
Street the maid called Edwin Mandel, 
the 14-year son of her employer, who, 
with a playmate, Kalma Eisenbert, 1,107 
Seventeenth Street, gave chase. The 
fugitive turned several times and threat- 
ened to shoot them. He ran on to Ave- 
nues J and K and on Coney Island Ave- 
nue boarded a Fifth Street trolley car, 
northbound. 

The boys, out of breath, were lagging 
in the race against the trolley car when 
they passed a registration booth at 
Avenue G, where their cries attracted 
Policeman McDonaid.

Democratic Committee. 

‘William N. Runyon, Republican, and 
ary candidate for Governor, is alleged 
to, have spoken at the same banquet 
on the need of more frankness and 
Openness, while the Rev. Warren P. 
Coon later delivered a long address in 
which he discoursed on the crying de- 
Tnand for more respect for law in the 
United States. 

Prosecutor Pierre P. Garven of Hud- 
@on County, a Republican, later issued 
@ statement flatly denying that the Con- 
stitution had been violated at the din- 
ner.

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DENIES RUM PLOT 
IN GINGER ALE DEAL 


Manufacturer Blames His Chem- 
ist for Sending In Fake Order 
for 200,000 Cases. 








SENT TO BUSH TERMINAL 





Consignee Pronounces Order Spu- 
rious——Chemist to Be Sent to 
a Sanitarium. 





Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—An explanation of 
how the Eastman Springs Corporation 
ef Benton Harbor, Mich, came to ship 
fifty-seven carloads of ginger ale to the 
Bush Terminal, New York City, on a 
bogus order, was given tonight by James 
A. Pugh, its President. The suspicion 
that the shipment was a cover for some 
conspiracy to violate the Volstead act 
by substituting liquor for ginger ale had 
interested the prohibiton agents and po- 
lice all the way from Benton Harbor to 
the Bush Terminal in Brooklyn. 

Mr. Rugh, wealthy Chicago pachtsman 
and formerly activé in Republican poli- 
tics, denied that there had been any 
bootlegging tinge to the transaction, and 


Aaced the blame upon the dreams of 

arl H. Cummins, chemist of the cor- 
poration, whom he described as ‘a 
Sreat chemist, but a durned poor busi- 
hess man.”’ 

Mr. Pugh has been actively engaged 
for about two years at his place near 
Benton Harbor in the manufacture of 
eoft drinks. He cast about for a chemist 
to assist him in the making of ginger 
ale. He found Earl H. Cummins, said 
to be a nephew of Senator Albert Bb. 
Cummins of lowa. Cummins soon dem- 
onstrated to Pugh that he knew food 
chemistry, for he produced satisfactory 
syrups and from them ales and other 
soft drinks. 

‘‘We started manufacturing nger 
ale with our little plant,”’ said h. 
‘“*Samples of it were sent to New York 
and ather places and it was pronounced 
good. Mr. Cummins wanted me to ex- 
pand the plant. I'll not expand until 
we have orders enough to keep a bigger 
plant going I told him, 

“Mr. Cummins worked hard. He was 
almost a recluse. Some time before I 
knew him he was badly injured in a 
chemical explosion. His voice was af- 
fected. He believed he had the greatest 
syrups in the world. I saw that he 
could sell some ginger ale in New York 
if he went after the business, So Cum- 
mins, on his plea, was sent to New 
York to see if he could not place some 
good orders. He returned with a 
whopping order, an order from the 
American Druggists’ Syndicate supply- 
ing 11,000 drug stores in the United 
States. 

**I did not question the order. Why 
should I? Friends of mine control the 
drug company. We set to work and 
got new machinery and we all worked 
like Trojans making that ginger ale. 
It was shipped finally, consigned to the 
Bush Terminal Warehouse. It lay there 
for some time. I wrote asking why it 
Was not taken up, why our $160,000 for 
the fifty-seven cars was not forthcom- 
ing. I went to New York for a personal 
investigation and discovered t the 
orus syndicate knew nothing of such an 
order. 

‘* Of course, it occurred to me it might 
be a liquor conspiracy. I laid the case 
before prohibition officers and worked 
with them quietly. Whisky rings have 
done this trick before—shipping a small 
still with a car of ginger e, filling 
the bottles with whisky. We ran down 
ei possible Hquor angles, but found no 
clues. 

“That liquor idea was exploded two 
weeks ago. I came back to Benton 
Harbor and accosted Mr. Cummins with 
the thing. He admitted faking the or- 
der. His explanation was a naive one. 
He told me that he really did not have 
such an order from the drug syndicate. 
but, he said, he was positive that if 
we made the ginger ale .he had con- 
cocted—made great quantities of it—and 
shipped it to New York, there would be 
no question about selling it, that other 
pyr wguid grab it. That’s all there 

to it. 

‘* Mr. Cummins and his wife and little 
girl have been living all year in a little 
house on the place here in Eastman 
Springs. He is to be sent to Ann Har- 
bor for observation at the Psychopathic 
Hospital. 

“The ginger ale—well, I’m not going 
to lose except for storage. IJ think I 
can sell it, all right I’ve just been 
made a monkey of again, I guess.” 


ORDER PRONOUNCED BOGUS. 


American Druggists’ Syndicate Say 
It Was a Forgery. 


Before word had reached this city of 
President Pugh’s explanation of the 
shipment of 50,000 cases of ginger ale to 
Bush Terminal, and while the suspi- 
cion existed that a bootlegging plot 
might have been at the bottom of it 
four prohibition enforcement agents took 


samples of the shipment at Bush Ter- 
minal and found the bottles to be filled 
with ginger ale. The shipment had been 
made in the belief that an order for the 
ginger ale had been made by the Ameri- 
City Druggists’ Syndicate of Long Island 


Dr. Peter Rothberg, production man- 
ager of the American Druggists’ Syndi- 
cate, said that the shipment was first 
brought to that company’s attention 
about two months ago by a telephone 
message from the Bush Terminal as to 
whether the syndicate awaiting a 
shipment of ginger ale. Dr. Rothberg 
replied that the syndicate had never 
handled ginger ale and was not expect- 
ing any shipment. 

The matter was then dropped and the 
next the syndicate hear of it, Dr. Roth- 
berg said, was when three man from 
Benton Harbor, who said they were 
officers of the Eastman §8prings Cor- 
poration, called on C. HL Goddard, 

resident of the American Druggists 
Syndicate, and told him that they were 
investigating a contract and order sup~ 
posed to have been made by his com- 
pany. 

Mr. Goddard denied making such an 
order, and the three men, who gave their 
mames as William FP. Carroll, H. M. 
Smith and E. A. Gruner, produced what 
purported to be a contract. This con- 
tract was signed with the name of Dr, 
Karl H. Cummings, chemist of the Hast- 
man Spee Corporation, and _ by 
‘* George 4 Bever ”’ as “ Pur- 
chasing agent ’ for the American Drug- 
gist’s Syndicate. Mr. Goddard said that 
Bever’s name was obviously fictitious, 
as the syndicate had never had an em- 
ploye of that name. 

The three visitors also produced a let- 
ter which purported to have been writ- 
ten by A. L. Bailey, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the syndicate, on Sept. 5, in 
wen to a letter written by Cummins 
asking why the syndicate had not ac- 
cepted the ginger ale. This letter gave 
an explanation for the delay in accept- 
ing the shipment, and promised that it 
would be taken care of later. Mr. 
Bailey is Secretary and Treasurer of 
the company, but has been absent since 
last May on a trip to California. The 
signature of the letter bore no resem- 
blance to the handwriting of Mr. Bailey, 
and the visitors at once admitted that it 
Was a forgery.

able to learn. Unable to arrange bail, 
he was still in jail in Savannah last 
night. 

Cassese was taken from his yacht 
Iris II., which had been moored at the 
Municipal Dock in Savannah for several 
days. On the way down the coast the 
yacht was wrecked, but was raised, re- 
paired and taken to Savannah. It was 
the wreck that first obtained publicity 
for the couple and led to the capture of 
Cassese. 

Officlals here wondered whether the 
woman with Cassese was Edith Stevens, 
who was tried in Federal court in 


Brooklyn last June on a charge of com- 
plicity In the alleged Fai rensing oper- 
ations of Cassese, and acquitted. She 
admitted going with Cassese on several 
trips, the F Soe Edith was named in her 
honor, and she said she had seen liquors 
loaded on board the boat, but had no 
part in the smuggling. 

It was on Oct. 3 that Cassese first 
came into the limelight in Savannah. 
Reporters sought him at the shipyard, 
ten miles from Savannah, to get his 
story of the wreck. 

The party on board the yacht, which 
is gasoline propelled, told a graphic 
Story of being shipwrecked near Ossa- 
baw Jsland and of their rescue by J. A. 
Harrison, a caretaker there, 

Government agents had been trailing 
Cassese since early in June, and in some 
way they learned that the man going 
under the name of Sousa was the one 
they were seeking. After communicat- 
ing with the. Government representa- 
tives in this city, Friday, the United 
States Marshal in Savanah arrested 
Cassese. 

United States District Attorney Greene 
of Brooklyn said last night that he 
would send an Assistant District Attor- 
ney and a Deputy Marshal to Savanah 
immediately with certified copies of the 
two indictments against Cassese. He 
will be brought here for trial. 

Cassese disappeared in May. On June 
5 he forfeited $5,000 bail in Federal 
Court in’ Brooklyn to appear to answer 
a charge of conspiracy in connection 
with the rum-running operations of the 
yacht Edith. Two days before, the 
trawler Ripple was seized at the Erie 
Basin in Brooklyn-and ten members of 
the crew were arrested. The Federal 
agents engaged in a pitched battle with 
bootleggers on the waterfront the morn- 
ing the Ripple was seized.

Liners Sail With Small Pas- 
senger Lists and Sealed 
Liquors. 





Before sailing yesterday for South 
America on the liner Pan-America, 
Frank C. Munson, President of the Mun- 
son Line, which operates a service to 
Brazil and Argentina, criticised the new 
ruling prohibiting liquor on American 
vessels, and commended President Hara- 
ing for his reported attitude favoring a 
modification of the Volstead act. 

The Pan-America had 120 passengers, 
and would have had many more, it was 
stated, if an order had not been received 
to sel up ll liquor on board. 

‘We have had twenty-five cancella- 
tions on thig ship alone, most of which 
were due to the dry ruling,” said Mr. 
Munson, 

‘Information regarding these cancel- 
lations has been forwarded to —the Ship- 
ping Board and te President . Harding. 
Many passengers who canceled definitely 
stated that they would go South by a 
British competing line to get wines when 
they wanted them. In this trade, up 
tc now, we have had better and faster 
ships. What is vitally needed is to de- 
cide to leave the matter to the United 
States Supreme Court before any rigid 
rules are enforced.”

The black mystery yacht Joy, said to 
be ideally equipped for bootlegging, 
which put in for repairs at West 
Brighton, Staten Island, nine weeks ago 
and escaped in the night without paying 
its bill was found Friday night aban- 
doned at anchor a short distance off 
Bay Shore, L. I. The craft, once worth 
about $125,000, was seized by State 
Troopers on a writ issued on complaint 
of the National Dry Dock and Repair 
Company, which put forth a claim 
against the unknown owners.

Ex-Governor Also Accuses Opponent 
of Returning Highway Depart- 
ment to Mire of Politics.

\ Haverstraw, N. Y., Oct. 14.—Instead of 

H solving the difficulties surrounding the 
port of New York, Governor Miller haa 
bequeathed a quarrel to the people of 
this State and has deadlocked a solu- 
tion of the port problems, declared for~ 
mer Governor Alfred E. Smith to « 
crowd of more than 1,000 persons in 
Waldron’s Opera House this evening. 

Former Governor Smith, in his first 
discussion of the Port Authority since 
beginning his campaign for re-election, 
attacked Govrnor Miller’s record on 
the Port Authority plan and replied to 
the attack made on him by Governor 
Miller in Syracuse Friday night. He 
declared he had always favored New 

y York city having a voice in the plan 
while Governor Miller had refused to 
recognize New York city in the matter. 

“By so doing, Governor Miller, in- 
stead of solving the port authority prob- 
iem, has given us a quarrel,” he con- 
dinued.. ‘‘ One of the sections of the law 
creating the port authority provides that 
no property in any city can be taken 
without the consent of the city. That 
means a deadlock so long as the Board 
of Estimate is against the plan.” 

He pointed out.:thet he had slways 
been for the plan’ of port development 
afid that the legislation to -bring-; the 
Port Authority into being was “begun 
under him and was ready in 1920 when 
it was halted by -the ‘veto of Governor 
Hdwards of New Jersey.

My task in explaining the action of 
the Government has been rendered 
very much easier by the speech 
which Mr. Chamberlain [cheers], 
speaking with hereditary point and 
force, delivered yesterday. But there 
are a few things that I feel bound to 
say, although they may be repetitions, 
because they must be brought home. 
Sir, what were our objects in the ac- 
tion we took? They were threefold. 
First, it was to secure the freedom of 
the Straits for the commerce of all na- 
tions. Second, it was to prevent the 
war from spreading into Europe, with 
all the inconceivable possibilities of 
conflagration. And third, it was to 
prevent, a repetition in Constantinople 
and in Greece of the scenes of Intoler- 
able horror which had been enacted in 
Asia Minor during the last six or 
seven years. 





Urges Importance of the Straits. 


I have not much to say about the 
Straits. It is not necessary to point 
out the importance of securing the 
Straits against a repetition of what 
happened in 1914, That prolonged the 
war for two years and it very nearly 
brought upon the cause of the Allies 
irreparable disaster, but apart from 
that it is the only road to the fairway 
of the Black Sea, where you have got 
raw materials and ‘food, surplus raw 
materials and food, in times of peace, 
in normal times, such as no other part 
of Europe could supply; and of the 
commerce of that part of the world 
one-third has always been in British 
ships. Vital to us, vital to humanity, 
we could not have those Straits barred 
without giving away the biggest and 
most important prize which we won 
by our victory over Turkey in the 
great war [cheers] and which cost us 
so much in life and in treasure. 

As to the spreading of the war into 
Europe, you have only got to think of 
what would have happened if the 
Turks, flushed with, victory, with no 
army to resist, had crossed the Bos- 
porus, passed into Thrace and occupied 
Constantinople. Do you think they 
would have stopped in Wastern 
Thrace? Do you think they would have 
come on-to Maritza? Who was to 
stop them? Who would have stopped 
them going into Western Thrace, pos- 
sibly passing into Salonica? You know 
what that means—war! And the war 
of 1914 practically began in the 
Balkans. 

It was a situation full of perll, and 
yet we had to act promptly and reso- 
lutely and firmly, and make it clear 
that we were not golng to allow the 
fires to sweep over the Bosporus. 
What would have happened in Con- 
stantinople? I dare not tell you. Sir 
Charles Harington warned us what 
might have happened, a terrible catas- 
trophe. The population of Constanti- 
nople is only half Turkish, barely half. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
Armenians and Greeks there. I could 
call the testimony of a gentleman who 
has been a military adviser and a pam- 
phleteer of Abingdon Street, General 
Maurice. He said that if we did not 
hold Chanak there would be scenes in 
Constantinople by the side of which 
the fires of Smyrna would pale. 


Insisted Only on Guarantees. 


I am not going into the question of 
who is responsible in Smyrna. I am 
not going to discuss whether the 
Greeks provoked the Turks or the 
Turks the Greeks, It is enough. for 
me to call attention to the fact that 
since 1914 the Turks, according to 
testimony, official testimony, we have 
received, have slaughtered in cold 
blood a million and a half of Armeni- 
ans, men; women and children, and 
five hundred thousand Greeks with- 
out any provocation at all. I-thought 
it was right that before that Turkish 
Army should be allowed to cross into 
Europe, in the flush of victory, with 


* the blood of Smyrna on their hands, 


it should have had time to cool, and 
that we should have guarantees that 
there would be protection for minori- 
ties in Europe. 

That is all we did. [Cheers.] We 
are pledged to shield these people. I 
am told it is not our business. I am 
sorry to say that Liberals have been 
pleading that it was none of our busi- 
ness to interfere between the. Turks 
and their victims. What business is 
it of Britain’s? If the Turk insists, 
leave him alone, let him cross the 
Straits, let him cross to Constanti- 
nople! Free road and fairway for 
shambles! 

That was not the old Liberal policy. 
[Prolonged cheering.] It'was not the 
policy I certainly was brought up in, 
it was not what I was taught in my 
youth—that English, Scotch and 
Welshmen should, every morning re- 
peat reverently the litany of the cynic, 
‘‘am I my brother’s keeper? ’’—that 
Britain should face the world with 
the brand of Cain upon her brow. 
That was not the old Liberal doctrine. 
[Cheers.] Neither ought it to be the 
new of the party that was led by 
Gladstone. . 


Assails Lord Gladstone, 


I am told, I think by Liberal papers, 
that I must not invoke the name of 
Gladstone. I can understand the re- 
luctance to call that great spirit from 
the vasty deep to witness the spectacle 
of Liberal leaders and Liberal news- 
papers attacking the Government be- 
cause they are doing their best to pre- 
vent the Turks from crossing into 
Europe and committing atrocities upon 
the Christian population. -{ maintain 
that the policy we adopted was a 
policy which is in accordahce with 
the highest interests and traditions of 
this land, and wé have reason to. be 
proud that it has succeeded. 

You had another little social func- 
tion here a few days ago. It was ad- 
dressed, I belleve, by Lord Gladstone. 








It was rather a shock to me.to see a _ 


Gladstone denouncing us because we 
were trying to protect great minorities 
against the Turk. It was rather a 
shock. A Gladstone! I would have 
taken it from almost any one else, but 
a Gladstone! He was peculiarly of- 
fensive [cheers], and I am sorry to 
say he was—I am sorry. No one has 


he bears. I know the difficulties of 
any man without adequate - gifts 
{laughter] who hag to carry through 
his life a very great name, but if he. 
only did it with becoming modesty 
[laughter] he would secure the com- 
passion, if not the respect, of every- 
one, 


I am sorry to say Lord Gladstone 
has ‘never played that part, and he 
has given himself airs such as his 
great father never in hs most exalted 
days ever took upon himself. He has 
actually excommunicated us from the 
Liberal Party. Well, the papacy is 
hot a hereditary office, and Mr. Glad- 
stone in his most powerful moments 
never excommunicated Liberals who 
dared to disagree, but invited them 
back with all his great powers of ap- 
peal and persuasion. But Lord Glad- 
stone excommunicates us. What ser- 
vice has he rendered Liberalism? --I 
know of no service except one. He is 
the best living embodiment of the Lib- 
eral doctrine that quality is not heredl- 
tary. [Loud laughter and cheers.] 


I am sorry, but I have stood it, I can- 
not tell you how long—speech after 
speech of intolerable abuse. I am told 
I ought to bear it like a, Christian. 
[laughter, and a voice, ‘‘ You are do- 
ing so,’’] but there are too many peo- 
ple about in the world now who think 
it isthe business of a Christian to al- 
low himself to be massacred by Turks 
and pro-Turks without ever striking a 
blow. JI am not that sort of Christian 
[cheers], and as long as I have a 
sword in my hand and God gives me 
strength to use it, I will, [Cheers.] 

Well, so much for him. There is no 
more ridiculous spectacle on the stage 
than a dwarf strutting before the foot- 
lights in garments he has inherited 
from a giant. [Laughter and cheers.] 


Asserts Force Was 


I am told that we were right in our 
object in keeping the Turks out of 
Europe, preventing massacre at Con- 
stantinople, insuring freedom of the 
Strailts—all that was right; but we 
ought. not to have used force; we 
ought to have argued with them; we 
ought to have persuaded them. He is 
a gentleman who is very amenable to 
persuasion. [Laughter.] Well, now, 
let us look at the facts. Sir Charles 
Harington, in the message which was 


Necessary. 


printed yesterday, attributed the fact 


that he succeeded largely to the rein- 
forcements we had sent him, and if 
you have any doubt about it just you 
hark back to the speech which he de- 
livered before the Turks. Sir Charles 
Harington was doubtful whether they 
were going to sign and this is his last 
appeal. He told the Turks that con- 
ciliation had been carried to the ut- 
most limit, and warned Ismet Pasha 
that Great Britain had on the spot 
a very large and powerful fleet, large 
numbers of airplanes and guns, and @ 
by no means negligible force of in- 
fantry—in fact, that Great Britain 
would be a very awkward enemy, but 
a very valuable friend. 


Well, now, that is the sort of 
thing the Turk understands, and I 
am not at all surprised at what fol- 
lowed in the statement that it made 
a very great impression. Just think 
for a moment what would have hap- 
pened! We were advised by both our 
naval and military authorities that 
we could not assure, the freedom of 
the Straits for peaceful commerce 
unless we held both sides. The 
Turks advanced upon us, the French 
retired and the Italians followed close 
at thelr heela. . We were told in 
speeches and in the press tha it was 
our business to do what o Allies 
were doing. Suppose we had followed 
meekly behind France? The Kemalist 
forces would have been at Chanak. The 
next thing that would have happened 
would have been the crossing of the 
Straits. Gallipoli was held by a very 
weak Senegalese battalion with orders 
that they were not to fire on the 
Turks. Both sides of the Straits 
would have been in Kemalist hands. 
Do you think you would have got 
them out? You would have gone to 
the Peace Conference and said: ‘‘ Will 
you please get away from Chanak and 
Gallipoli?’ And Kemal would Have 
said: ‘‘No, we will guarantee the 
Straits for you.’’ Would any one 
have gone to drive them out of the 
postion afterward, if they had not 
yielded before the conference?~ Of 
course not! You know what is cost 
before to attempt it. To hold it is a 
very different matter. Something 
would have happened in the Bos- 
porus; they might have been in Con- 
stantinople. Sir Charles Harington 
warned us that there were 15,000 to 
20,000 Turks, all of a most fanatical 
character, inside Constantinople— 
ready. You know what would have 
happened—think of it; it is too hor- 
rible!—if we had allowed them to 


pass. * 
Had Counted on the French. 


Then our critics say; ‘' Why did you 
not have an understanding with your 
Allies? ’’ We did. [Applause.] Only 
a few weeks ago we received a mes- 
sage from the French Government that 
{f Greeks or Turks invaded the neu- 
tral zone they would have to be re- 
sisted by force, by the Allies. We 
accepted that; we thought they meant 


it. How. were we to believe that it 
was only intended for one side? 
[Cheers.] Not only did we think so, 


but the Generals al thought so, and 
troops were sent by the jvarious allied 
Generals, but they had to be recalled. 

It is no use trying to bluff a first- 
rate fighting animal, and the Turk is 
that, whatever else he is. You can 
try a bluff with cowards. It is no use 
with really bravVe men; they know in- 
stinctively when you mean business 
and when you do not. What were we 
to do? Were we to send a message to 
Mustapha Kemal saying: ‘‘ You must 
not cross this neutral zone, otherwise 
we will resist you by force ’’—and the 
moment he uses force the’ British 
troops were to run away? Is that the 
policy? [Cries of No! Not No!] 

I remember visiting a chateau in 
France during the Peace Conference, I 
think it was the Chateau St. Jean, and 
I was very struck with the figure of a 
very fierce looking d?fagon, with 
flaming eyes, deterniined mien, and 
with fire snorting out of his nostrils, 
but with his tail firmly wedged be- 
tween his legs. [Laughter.] Was the 
British Government to present this 
spectacle of the British dragon to the 
world in that humillating attitude? 
{Cries of ‘*No!"] Well, we did not 
{Cheers.] You can, if you like, say we 
threatened. It is always a mistake to 
threaten unless you mean it, and it 
is because not merely that we threat- 
ened but that we meant it and the 
Turks knew that we meant it, that you 
have peace now. [Loud cheers.] 

Before I dismiss that part of the 
topic let me say how much we owe to 
the promptitude and the alacrity and

New Zealand supported us. [Cheers.]} 
The fact that they weré willing to 
say that there were thousands, nay, 
tens of thousands, of Australians and 
New Zealanders ready to come over 
s0 as to prevent the graves of Galli- 
poli from being desecrated, that con- 
tributed to this happy result. And 
even since I came into this room I 
have had a very interesting telegram 
from. Manchester—‘‘ Good luck and 
greetings from a lot of 1915 Galipoli 
boys.and medical officers of the Forty- 
second Division.’’ 


Says New Diplomacy Brought Peace. 


But I am told that we have departed 
from the methods of the old diplo- 
macy. That is very sad. [Laughter.] 
Mr. Asquith said, why did we not 
emulate the patient, forebearing policy 
which Lord Grey displayed in 1914 
toward the Germans, instead of in- 
dulging in the amateur tactics of the 
Downing Street of today?. Well, the 
old patience_and forebearing policy of 
1914 ended in the most disastrous war 
which this world has ever seen. The 
amateur diplomacy of 1922 has at 
any rate brought peace. I am not 
blaming any one for 1914, but I think 
Lord Grey and Mr. Asquith, knowing 
their own difficulties in the past, 
might have been, a little more for- 
bearing and patient, not merely with 
the Germans, but with their own coun- 
tryment. [Cheers.] 


They have been very critical, very 
critical indeed, but, believe me, I do 
not like entering into an altercation 
with old friends and colleagues, and 
I have honestly done my best to keep 
out of it. But when, in speech after 
speech which is delivered, I have seen 
them using the whole of their great ex- 
perience and their great intellects to 
emphasize the shortcomings of others, 
it is very difficult for me to refrain, 
for I am a fairly pugnacious animal. 
[Laughter.] No one knows better than 
Lord Grey that when you come. to 
the quarter of international affairs 
there are factors over which you have 
no control—none. You have no control 
over factors at home, but infinitely 
less over elements which make the 
position abroad, where national preju- 
dices, national traditions, national in- 
terests, national outlooks, all differ. It

is not easy in the realm of foreign | 


affairs to secure agreement and to se- 
cure results. Lord Grey knows that. 
Take 1914. His proposals were ad- 
mirable, his temper, I agree with Mr. 
Asquith, was of the very best, but he

had no influence over the German Gen- 
eral Staff. .They had their own ambi- 
tions, they had their éwn ideas. It 
is just possible that language more 
direct, language more emphatic, might 


have stopped it, but it is easy to be | 


wise after the event. 
Says Grey Should Be Charitable. 


But I am not criticising. I am only 
pointing out that it was the greatest, 
most calamitous diplomatic failure 
that the world has ever seen, and that 
it was due to conditions over which 


Lord Grey had no control. He there- 
fore’ ought to be charitable with 
others, 


Take the whole of the incidents of 
that period. Lord Grey sought to make 
peace in the Balkans. He made peace. 
That peace did not stand the jolting 
of the train that carried it from Lon- 
don to the. Balkans. It fell to pieces 
before it ever reached Sofia. That 
was not his fault. The plan was good, 
the intentions were excellent, but there 
were factors there which he could not 
control. He tried to prevent the Turks 
from entering the war against us, a 
most important matter. German di- 
plomacy was too strong for him. He 
tried to prevent Bulgaria from enter- 
ing the war against us. There again 
German diplomacy defeated us. Well, 
now, I have never taunted Lord Grey 
with that, I do not taunt him now, 
but what I say is that when you get 


into the realm of foreign affairs there 


are things that I will not say you can- 
not visualize, because you do, but 
there are factors you cannot influence. 
It is no use standing on a cairn of 
gigantic failures and throwing stones 
at people who have to work through 
difficulties which are just as great as 
his. You may succeed, or you may 
fail. The task is always a compli- 
cated one, the task is always a baf- 
fling one, and all you can do is to 
keep at it and use every means at 
your disposal. Criticism should be 
dispensed with great care, with great 
tolerance and even with great charity, 
when you are dealing with foreign af- 
fairs. I don’t want to use any bitter 
words, if I can avoid it, about old 
colleagues. 

I am told our Eastern policy has 
been a series of improvisations which 
I have flung out of what is supposed 
to be a rather fertile brain, just to suit 
the caprices of the moment. What 
has been that policy? The policy un- 
doubtedly was, first of all, to secure 
the freedom of the straits; second, it 
was to take away from Turkish rule 
non-QGhristian populations whom you 
could not entrust to Turkish charge. 


Whose policy was that? I did not 
improvise it. I came into it when I 
came into office in 1916. I found 2 


series of agreements with Russia, 
France, Italy, and even Greece, which 
completely partitioned Turkey. There 
was only a small strip of Anatolia 
left to the Turks. Who did that? 
Lord Grey, Mr. Asquith. I was a 
member of the Government and I ap- 
proved of it, and I make no complaint 
about it, but I want to say it was not 
my policy more than that that policy 
was approved by Liberals and Con- 
servatives, and J think -I may say 
Labor leaders. They were all mem- 
bers of the Cabinet that dealt with it— 
Barl Balfour, Bonar Law, Lord Lans- 
downe, Mr. Chamberlain, as well as 
Lord Grey, Mr. Asquith, Mr. Churchill 
and myself—we were all committed to 
it, but the direction was in the hands 
of Mr. Asquith and Lord Grey, and it 
was not a policy which,I initiated. I 
came into it. Turkey had been almost 
completely partitioned by agreements 
entered into with various powers be- 
fore I ever became Prime Minister. 
Why ‘did it fail? It failed owing to 
circumstances over which neither Lord 
Grey nor Mr. Asquith nor myself had 
the slightest control—Russia’s cci- 
lapse. 
_ Old Policy Was Short-sighted. 


Armenia had been given to Russia, 
Constantinople had been given to Rus- 
sia, the Straits had been given to Rus- 
sia. I do not mind at all, but it was 
a very short-sighted policy. I agreed 
to it, and therefore I have got no right 
to criticise either Mr. Asquith or Lord 
Grey.. But I am, however, bound to 
confess it was a very short-sighted 
policy, because, if the Russian revolu- 
tion had come off; you could have. had 
Bolsheviki at this moment in Constan-

take, but we were all in it. Don’t im- 
agine I am blaming anybody, that I 
am not taking part of the blame my~ 
self. What was the other thing that 
happened? The Italian Ministry that 
was responsible for the policy of tak- 
ing Southern Anatolia into the occu- 
pation of Italy fell, and a new Min- 
istry came in with other ideas. 

Neither Lord Grey, nor Mr. Asquith, 
nor myself was responsible for turning 
that Ministry out, 

What is next? The French defeat 
in Cilicia which made them recast 
their portion. What was next? Pres- 
ident Wilson was under the impres-, 
sion that he could have persuaded 
America to take a mandate for Ar- 
menia. Well, his health-broke down, 
we had no control over that, and then 
came one of the greatest disasters of 
all, the @all.of that great, wise and 
sagacious statesman, Venizelos, and, 
the substitution of the feeble, futile 
and foolish administration that fol- 
lowed it. 

Well, all of these are circumstances 
over which no Government in this 
country had any control. So we have 
had to recast our policy. We have 
made the best ef it, and we have suc- 
ceeded in securing the freedom of the 
Straits, which is not merely a prim- 
ary British interest, but a primary 
human interest. We have succeeded 
also in holding peace until you had 
established the freedom of that great 
and gifted people, the Arab race, and 
also. some sort of protection for mi- 
norities in Hastern Europe. 

So much for that part. I might 
just add one word, before I dispose 
of this part of the case, about what 
is said—that these treaties were mine 
and prepared by myself. I am fully 
responsible for them, but it is sup- 
posed I took it out of the hands of 
the Foreign Office—the treaty of Sav- 
res and all the others. I will read a 
short extract from a memorandum 
prepared by the Foreign Office, not 
for myself, but prepared for the Cab- 
inet. This is how the treaty of Sév- 
res was prepared: 


Sought Settlement in 1619. 


“A general basis of settlement was 
explored by M. Berthelot of the 
French Forelgn Office and Lord Cur- 
zon in December, 1919, at the Foreign 
Office ’—all this is supposed to have 
been done from Downing Street by 
my Secretariat. [Laughter]—“‘ but the 
Supreme Council did not assemble un- 
til February, 1920, in London, and 
after several meetings delegated the 
work of preparing the treaty to a 
committee of Foreign Ministers and 


Ambassadors, sitting at the Foreign 
Office.’’ 


That meeting was presided’ over by 
Lord Curzon. I never attended it. I 
approved of it. The conferences this 
year on this matter—the conferences at 
the beginning of the year, as well as 
the recent conference—have been at- 
tended exclusively by our Foreign Min- 
ister. I assented, I was consulted, but 
Lord Curzon, with great ability, great 
knowledge and great experience, con- 
ducted the proceédings. I think it 
necessary to say that because of the 
rubbishy statements which are made 
about these treaties having been pre- 
pared by the Cabinet Secretariat with- 
out the consent of the Foreign Office. 
They were: prepared at the Foreign 
Office by Foreign Office officials, un- 
der the Chairmanship of the Foreign 
Minister, and I think it is absolutely 
necessary that that should be sald at 
the present stage. 


As for amateurs, who are the am- 
teurs who have agreed to this policy? 
I will name them: Lord Grey, Mr. 
Asquith, Lord Curzon, Lord Balfour, 
Lord Lansdowne, Mr. Bonar Law and 
myself; in France, M. Clemenceau and 
M. Poincaré, who was President of the 
Republic at the time, and President 
Wilson—a fine array of amateurs! 
[Cheers.] 


There you are. I would not waste 
your time had it not been that that 
statement has been published ad 
nauseam by men who know nothing 
about it from beginning to end and 
has been doing mischief,* I dismiss 
this part of the case by saying that 
by the action that has been taken, by 
the skillful work of the representative 
of this country, you have secured not 
merely a bloodless peace, but a peace 
of which Great Britain, at any rate, 
need not be ashamed. [Cheérs.] 


Finds Die-Hards on Both Sides. 


Now, I am sorry to say, I have got 
to come to another topic, and I must 
say, if you will tolerate me, a few 
personal words. I am sorry to ob- 
trude my personality upon even an in- 
dulgent and kindly audience of my na- 
tive city, but, unfortunately, it is a 
subject of controversy, and I have got 
to deal with it as I would with any 
other controversy that affects the af- 
fairs of the Government. I see Sir 
Donald MacLean, a friend of mine—I 
mean it, a friend of mine, and a 
friend I like very much and for whom 
I have very great respect—I see that 
he has finally kicked us out of the 
Liberal Party. I think he might have 
left it to others. He has been free 
from personalities. He has done his 
best to keep out, but there is no 
greater tragedy in life than the weak- 
ness of a good man, and I am sorry 
he has succumbed. - [Laughter.]. But 
he is only one out of many—there are 
die-hards on both sides. There are 
Liberal diehards and there are Con- 
servative-die-hards, and they all would 
like to make me die hard, too [laugh- 
ter]—and soon. [Renewed laughter. ] 

* Says He Would Gladly Quit. 

I see in one newspaper that rather 
supports the movement against the 
Government and claims there should 
be a change that what the country 
wants is something a little more dull 
and ordinary. [{Laughter.]- There 
ought to be do difficulty in supplying 
from among my critics any number of 
suitable candidates that would fulfill 
that description. [Laughter.] If there 
is to be a change, believe me, there 
is no man who would welcome it 
more than I would. I have had a long 
spell and a pretty hard one; [Hear! 
Hear! and applause.}] I would wel- 
come, I would love freedom. There 
are lots of things I want to say, 
things Ihave seen, things I have no- 
ticed, things I would like to say, 
things I would love to tell you about. 
Office. is a great shackle. I never 
sought my present position, Mr. Bo- 
nar Law, Lord Balfour, Sir Edward 
Carson, can tell you that I was will- 
ing to serve under any man of ex- 
perience who was prepared to conduct 
the war efficiently, and I said so, in 
any office, however humble. I gave 
up one of the most powerful positions 
in the Government in 1915 to take up 
an absolutely new and what was then 
a very humble office, because I 
thought I could serve my country bet- 
ter, and. in 1916, if they had sald to 
me that !s your job, inside or outside, 








I would have done ft, because there 
were millions who were facing death 
for their country, and it was not for 
man to choose and pick his Job. 
[Loud cheers.] 

I never said! ‘Make me Prime Min- 
ister.” On the contrary, I begged 
Lord Balfour, Mr Bonar Law, or any- 
body,. to take that position. I begged 
Mr. Asquith to remain, so long as 
conditions were assured in his Pre- 
miership that I-thought necessary to 
efficiently conduct the war. Three 
years ago I was, anxious to go out. 
I felt that I could render better service 
to my country in a more independent 
position, and I begged Mr. Bonar Law 
to take charge. He. declined. At the 
beginning of this year I wrote to Mr. 
Chamberlain and suggested that it 
would be better that, as he was the 
leader of the party that commanded 
a majority in the House of Commons, 
he should take it up, and I promised 
every support so long. as the policy of 
the Government was the policy of 
pacification and. no reactionary legis- 
lation, and that the contract with Ire- 
land was carried out. [Cheers.] 

My colleagues, after consulting to- 
gether, unanimously thought otherwise. 
I never sought the position, I never 
wished to retain it, and I will serve 
my country in any capacity so long as 
God gives me strength. [Cheers.] 


Praises His Colleagues. 


No man has had more loyal col- 
leagues than I have. We have worked 
for no mean end in the comradeship 
of hard toil, always for common coun- 
try. I certainly would regret any sev- 
erance with men who have treated me 
personally with such honorable fidel- 
ity, who have helped me along in pol- 
icies that excited indignation even 
,among certain quarters of their own 
supporters, because they regarded it 
as in the interests of the country. 2 

But I would welcome freedom. It 
would be very interesting to watch 
others handling difficulties which they 
seem to think can be treated so 
easily. [Laughter.] . Have you ever 
been trying to disentangle a knot with 
somebody looking on? [Laughter.] 
You seem to fumble, you seem to take 
a long time, they get very impatient, 
and at last they say, ‘‘ Give it to me.” 
Then you look on [laughter] and the 
tangle gets a little worse, and the fum- 
bling gets a Httle more pronounced. 
There is a little satisfaction of a 
human kind in looking on. [Laughter.] 

I shall watch many things.* I shall 
watch, for instance, to see how we 
are to forgive Germany all the repa~ 
ration and make France love us more 
than ever. [(Laughter.] I shall 
watch how we are to pay the United 
States of America what we owe her 
and forgive every other’ country every- 
thing they owe us,-have a better army 
and navy and air force. have more 
houses for everybody, while at the 
same time rents are not being put up, 
strengthen your educational system, 
and give more to the unemplcyed, and 
yet make the taxation of this country 
lighter. [Laughter.] I shail watch 
the men who believe in denominational 
education working with those who 
say that a State chureh is essential to 
the recognition of religion. I shall 
watch the men who believe that tariff 
reform is. essential to national pros- 
perity and those who believe that free 
trade is the only remedy, working to- 


gether. It would be an interesting 
experiment to see others fight, that 


is one of the joys I have in store. 
Throws Himself on the People. 


A resolution to be moved at a politi- 
cal Unionist meeting. I think it would 
have been more honorable and cour- 
ageous if it had been moved in Novem- 
ber, 1918. [Loud cheers.] That is one 
party. On the other hand, there is an- 
other party, led by: Lord Gladstone 
and Sir Donald MacLean, who say 
they will have nothing to do with or 
be associated with me All the same, 
in spite of that, I have many friends 
there [cheers] outside. I saw that 
smiling welcome of faces last night 
greeting me, and I saw them on the 
roadside today. I have many friends, 


Conservatives, Liberals, yes, and a 
multitude of those who are of neither 
of those parties. I throw myself on 
the people, whose cause I have never 
betrayed during thirty-two years of 
strenuous public life. They are just, 
they are generous people, and for those 
who have done their best to render 
them service—and I claim to have ren- 
dered service—they will see fair play. 

I am not afraid of the future. Had 
I betrayed the people, a position which 
has been put forward in certain 
quarters would never have arisen. The 
world has not yet recovered from the 
deep hurt inflicted upon it by the 
war. That recovery will be slow, 
weary, tedious, and there will be 
many setbacks. The supreme task of 
statesmanship at° this hour is the 
pacification of nations so that the peo- 
ple shall have leisure to devote them- 
selves to the peaceful avocations of 
life, to fill up the depleted reservoirs 
from which we all draw. 

My course is a. clear one. I will sup- 
port with all my might any Govern- 
ment that devotes itself and lends its 
energy to that task, with single-mind- 
edness, with fearlessness, and with 
resolution, provided they do not em- 
bark upon measures which inflict per- 
manent injury upon the country, 
whether these measures be reactionary 
or revolutionary. That does not mean 
that I pledge myself to support in- 
efficiency, vacillation, the infirmities 
in any Government or any party; but 
any Government that has not pursued 
that course I will resist with all my 
might. That is my policy. 


Declares He Will Play No Party Game. 


The future isa perplexing one. The 
situation of our country, the situation 
of the world is too grave for any man 
to engage in any party or personal 
manoeuvres. One party—and I deplore 
it—has brought itself to tHe brink of 
destruction, in spite of every warning, 
by that kind of folly, and the men 
who are engaging in the same kind 
of folly in either party wil live to 
reap the harvest of disappointment 
and disillusionment. The nation will 


never forgive the parties ‘that have 
sacrificed national interests in great 
emergency to party gain [cheers} and 
whatever the temporary advantage of 
that manoeuvre may be, the time will 
come when even those who have 
listened to those counsels and who 
may recklessly and blindly follow 
them will rebuke them, because, in- 
stead of bringing national confidence, 
they have brought distrust to the 
party they love best. 

I shall play no personal or party 
game, I place the national security 
and prosperity above the-interests of 
anybody, and if in consequence of 
that position which I have taken, that 
position which I mean to abide by, 
if in consequence of that I am driven 
alone into the wilderness, I shall al- 
ways recall with pride that I have 
been enabled, with the assistance of 
loyal colleagues, in a dark hour of 
this nation’s history, to render it no 
mean service. {Cheers.] I shall be 
proud of the fact that I have at- 
tempted things which even yet have 
not reached maturity or complete suc- 
cess, and I shall be. prouder than ever 
of the fact—if this were the last day 
I held this high position, I should be 
prouder than ever of the fact—that it 
was given’ me in the last days and 
weeks of my premiership to invoke the 
might of this great émpire to’ protect 
from indescribable horror men, tromen 
and children by the hundred thou- 
sand, who were trusting to the plight- 
ed word of France, Italy and Britain 
as their shield and their defence, and 
that Britain, Great. Britain, has kept 
a in, Grea

Lieutenant 
Williams, in finishing third, came in 
for extra attention when it was learned 
that he had been made violently -ll b 
the fumes of_a fire extinguisher whic 
broke in his face while he was rounding 
the pylon on the second lap. 

The Navy “‘ mystery ”’ plane, on which 
the flying ‘“‘gobs’’ had banked ir 
hope to retain the trophy, caught fire 
on the fourth lap, after it had’ been 
averaging 186 miles an hour, and Liet- 
tenant L. H. Sanderson had to come 
down. The fire was trivia], but Lieu- 
tenant Sanderson had his hair singed. 


A Thrilling Exhibition. 


From the time Lieutenant Maughan 
and Lieutenant Maitland took to’ the alr 
as the eighth and ninth starters, the 
spectators witnessed an aeronautical 
sight which officials said had never been 
equalled. Both planes fairly leaped from 
the starting line and shot almost verti- 
cally upward on the encircling journey 
around the field before the pilots crossed 
by the judges’ box. This performance 
led to an expression by Curtiss offi- 
cials that they expected to exhibit a 
plane which could accomplish vertical 
flight. 

Maughan and Maitland, on their re 
turn from each lap, flew across Selfridges 


Field at a height of about 50 feet, af- 
fording spectators an opportunity of ap- 
preciating how fast they were traveling. 
Once Maitland descended to . with 
20 feet of the earth and the crowd 
gasped in the belief he was about to 
lan precipitately. But he merely 
“‘ nosed ’’ his tiny craft upward and waa 
soon lost in the sky, headed toward 
Lake St. Clair. 

About twenty minutes before the end 
of the race, when army and navy offi- 
cers were commenting on the fact that 
there had been no accidents, a Sperry 
pursuit plane piloted by Lieutenant St. 
Clair Street, winner of the Alaska flight, 
swerved from the course and came down 
between "two trees. The branches tore 
off one wing, but Street managed to 
negotiate a landing. He esca; injury 
and his only concern was e job of 
ridding himself of bramble briars which 
were collected on his clothes when he 
was thrown from the machine, 

The slowest speed made in the rage 
was 145 miles an hour, due to an over- 
heated motor which caused Captain F. 
P. Mulcahy, dubbed ‘“ booby prize ’”’ 
winner by his associates, to abandon the 
contest at the end of the first lap. It 
was recalled that two years ago the 
winner of the Pulitzer trophy ave 
only twelve miles more and at that time 
it was predicted that 175 miles an hour 
es would be the limit of airplane 
speed. 

Today after the race the aviators 
were discussing a proposed speed con- 
test over a straightaway course on 
Monday when they hoped to ‘do bet- 
ter than 220 miles an hour.” 

Tonight Lieut. Maughan, who is. at- 
tached to Mather Field, Cal., received 
word that while he was breakin 
records an embryo aviator had wvivel 
in his family. Maughan, on landing, 
said that throughoat.the flight his prin- 
cipal worry was about his wife the 
expected. child. 

Secretary Denby, who left the field 

oanx after the last pilot had 
said: 
“I have never seen such flying in my 
life. How do these youngsters accom- 
plish such feats? Today’s meet will go 
down in history as our greatest aero- 
nautical effort.’’ 

General Patrick was enthusiastic ug 4 
the performance of the army men. e 
was solicitous over the comfort of the 
contestants as they came down after 
their nerve-wracking experiences. 

“The Service was grateful for the 
opportunity of entering planes in this 
contest, because in no way can we de- 
termine as'readily and as just 
what we need and what we must have 
in order to play our part in the national 
defense,”’ he said. ‘ Speed is essential 
to military flight. But there is also a 
limit to speed. What is that limit? We. 
can only ascertain by holding tests.” |

fore operating, and continues: 

‘It is therefore apparent, and your 
petitioner avers, that if it is the de-

LAST RHINE UNIT 
MAY BE RECALLED 


Complete Evacuation of the Zone 
by American Force Is Again 
Under Consideration. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (Associated 

Press).—There were intimations today 

in Government Circles that a project 
| for complete withdrawal of American 
| troops from the Rhine was again under 
consideration, but that no decision was 
expected for several days. 

No authorized statement as to the rea- 
sons prompting renewed discussion of 
the subject at this time was available, 
| nor would any responsible official fore- 
| cast what course would be adopted. 

In this connection it was recalled that 
Ambassador Houghton at Berlin had 
asked American Ministers to the various 


Central European powers to meet in con- 
ference in Berlin next week and had 
jinvite@ Major Gen. Allen, commanding 
the American forces in Germany, to be 
present. The announced purpose of the 
conference is to permit William R. Cas- 
tle Jr., Chief of the Western European 
Division of the State Department, to get 
in touch with the Ministers and discuss 
questions of American relations, but it 
appears possible that tne question of 
withdrawal from the Rhine may also be 
considered. 

The United States now has about 1,000 
officers and men in the occupied area. 
The Washington Government planned to 
withdraw the entire force some, months 
ago, but deferred orders to the small de- 
itachment still remaining there on repre- 
isentations from Germany and_ from 
some allied quarters that retention of 
some units was desirable for the effect 
on the then pending difficulties between 
Germany and the Allies. It was said 
here at the time, however, that the or- 
lider bringing the troops home merely 
|was deferred temporarily.

TWO DROWN; SEEK IDENTITY 


“Bodies of Man and Woman Washed 
Ashore at North Beach. 


Police of the Astoria precinct together 
with the Bureau of Unidentified Persons 
at Police Headquarters are making an 
effort to discover the identity of a man 
and a woman whose bodies were washed 
ashore at North Beach shortly before 
noon yesterday. Both bodies are at 
Nast’s morgue in Astoria. 

Half a dozen men were on the Grand 
Pier at North Beach preparing to .go 
out fishing-when they noticed two ob- 
jects floating in the water. Hans 
Mathesan of 1,139 Sixty-eighth Street, 


Brooklyn, and Ralph Moheit of 115 
Boulevard, North Beach, went 
investigate, and, finding them 
human bodies, they brought them ashore 
and notified the police of the Astoria 
precinct. 

It was apparent that the body of the 
man had been in the water a much 
longer time than that of the woman. 
The man apparently was about 50 years 
old, weighed 160 pounds, had dark hair 
and mustache, and wore dark clothes, 
cotton urderwear and black lace shoes. 
He seemed to have been a longshore- 
man, 

The woman appeared to have been 
about 45 years, five feet four inches in 
height, and weighed 145 pounds, She 
wore a blue striped gingham dress and 
cotton underwear.

The Course of the Race. 


At 9 o’clock the judges’ boat, the U. 
6. Destroyer Talbot. which half an hour 
before had steamed out from behind the 
breakwater to establish the line off the 
eastern point whistling buoy, hoisted the 
atarting signals. As in the initial race 
ef the eliminaton matches Thursday, 
the first and last legs to be sailed by 


the fishermen were the _§ five-mile 
straightaway along the Cape Ann shore, 
with the outer mark bearing approxi- 
mately east by north off Milk Island. 

In respect to the thirty-mile triangle, 
however, -the judges ordered the revérse 
of the course sailed Thursday in order 
to give the skippers a ten-mile test on 
the wind. The second mark, which was 
off Manchester-by-the-Sea, bore exactly 
southwest. The bearing of the third, 
epproximately east-by south, gave the 
vessels a broad reach with booms to 
port, and the journey back to the first 
mark was another broad reach with 
booms to starboard. The five miles 
along the Cape Ann rocks were a run 
out with the wind just forward of the 
beam on the hémestretch. 


Gains Advantage at Start. 


Captain Brophy. of the Yankee. was 
ever the line tirst at one second past 10 
o’clock. In spinning: over the wheel of 
the Elizabeth Hioward and starting 
sheets, Captain Pine got a little the 
jump on the Henry Ford, crossing at 
10:00:03. But the Henry Ford was only 
twenty-two seconds in the Howard's 
wake. The Dunton, Captain Felix H>- 


gan, crossed at 10:01:45. In jockeying 
for the start the Howard had manoeu- 
vred herself into the windward position, 
much to the joy of the New Yorker’s 
many supporters. who expected her, 
with the double advantage over the Ford 
of position and start, to repeat her per- 
formance of Thursday when she walked 
away from the Gloucesterman until dis- 
abled by the carrying away of her main 
topmast. 

But their joy was to be short-lived. 
The Henry Ford, which had shaped her 
@ourse a little further in toward the 
land, picked up a slight!y better wind, 
and just before the outer mark was 
reached walked through the lee of both 
the Howard and the Yankee. This did 
not enable Clayton Morrissey to turn the 
mark ahead of Captain Pine, who had 
the advantage of being near the buoy, 
but it enabled him to turn before the 
Yankee, which did not again during the 
race rank as a serious contender. 

Gloucester experts attributec no little 
of the Ford's speed on this leg to the 
fact that soon after the start Captain 
Morrissey ‘‘ scandalized’’ his fisher- 
man’s staysail, which, translated out 
of the local vernacular, means that he 
set it upside down and parallel to the 
meck, so that the sali acted as a sort of 
¢pinnaker. All of the other skippers 
continued to use their staysails aloft 
in the conventional manner, although 
on the broad reach of the fourth leg 
later in the day other staysails were 
Seemitted to the humiliation of being 
™ seandalized.”’ i 

On rounding the Milk. Island marker 
the Ford’s lead was 30 seconds. It was 
conceded by Captain Pine that William 
W. Howard's New York schooner would 
be unable to lay so close to the wind 
as the Ford, but his supporters said: 
‘* Wait till she turns the weather buoy 
and she will walk away from the Ford.” 
Nevertheless, the Elizabeth Howard, as 
it proved later, not onity wag unable to 
‘walk away’’ from the Ford when 
again before the wind, but she actually 
lost a few more seconds, which she did 
not Fegain on either of the two subse-

quent legs. Hence the race was won 
and lost on the second bs that is, on 
the ten-mile windward rash toward 
the Manchester shore. 


Tack as Little as Possible. 


With the Ford having the advantage 
of holding closer to the wind, it was 
assumed that Pine would make more 
tacks, but shorter ones on the beat out 
to weather than would Morrissey. It is, 
however, a practice among fishing skip- 


pers to tack as little as possible. These 
men, who are used to open sea and long 
trips to and from the Banks, hold on 
one course as long as possible, and even 
Pine was true to tradition. He made 
but four tacks to the mark, which Mor- 
rissey elected to fetch in three hitches. 
Both schooners made their first hitch a 
long port tack in toward Gloucester, 
with the Ford holding it about twice as 
long as the Howard. Captain Brophy, 
in the Yankee, which had followed the 
Howard around the first turn only 
eleven seconds astern, stood on this 
board into Gloucester even longer than 
Captain’ Morrissey. And the judgment 
of the Boston skipper stood him in good 
stead, for, with his smaller craft, he 
was but thirty-five seconds astern of the 
New York fishing boat in wearing 
around the buoy tor the run,up to the 
third stake. 

The. Dunton'faded from the picture on 
the windward leg, being thirty-five min- 
utes behind the Ford in rounding the 
weather buoy. Captain Hogan’s entrant 
is the smallest of the quartet and prob- 
ably he never seriousty believed that he 
bad a chance of meeting the Bluenose. 
But as there is a purse to be divided 
among the contenders in the trials, it 
was a good gamble for any skipper to 
take a vacation sailing the Gloucester 
course. : 

The journey to the third buoy, which. 
the Ford rounded at 1:10:45, was a pro- 
cession, as was also the broad reach 
across to the fourth mark, namely, the 
first mark off -Milk Island. When tbe 
supporters of the Elizabeth Howard saw 
their favorite unable to outsail the 
Gloucester schooner before the wind they 
conceded the race and several dollars 
to the Henry Ford, together- with the 
right to meet the Bluenose, 

While the vessels were on the broad 
reach back toward Cape Ann the wind 
backed somewhat to the southward, so 
that the final five-mile leg became a 
close reach. The Ford, heeling down 
until the green underbody glittered in 
the sun, negotiated the distance in less | 
than half an hour, to cross the finish 
line to the salute of every whistle in 
the bay. Whistles on shore added to 
the din, for Gloucester already had 


| been informed by wireless that thd local 


contender had a lead which was not 
even threatened. 

The Bluenose was swinging at her 
anchor safely inside Gloucester break- 
water when the American schooners 
sailed or were towed out of the harbor 
this morning.

FACTIONAL FIGHTING | 
BREAKS OUT IN FIUME 


Conflict Starts Between d’ Annun- 
zio Legicnaires and Partisans . 


of President Zanella. 


LONDON, Oct. 14 (Associated Press)— 
Fighting has broken out between. the 
d’Annunzio legionaries and the Zanella 
forces In Fiume, says a Rome message 
to the Central News today. 


An Ancona message says that Italian 
destroyers have been dispatched to pre- 
vent the departure of Fascisti forces 
from Zara for Fiume. 

A Belgrade report that the Fascisti | 
under d’Annunzio’s leadership had occu- 
pied Susak, in the Fiume region, is 
declared to be utterly unfounded in a 
semi-official dispatch. from Rome. 

Marked hostility has existed between 


d’'Annunzio, the Italian soldier-poet,.and 
the foliowers of Professor Riccardo Zan- 
ella since the famous expedition of the | 
poet to Fiume on Sept. 12, 1919. Pro- 
fessor Zanella is at the head of the 
Fiume Autonomous Party, which stands 
for a free and independent city. The 
legionaries, on the other hand, have per- 
sistently fought for annexation of the 
town to Italy. 

Electidns were held in the city in 
April, 1921, and Zanella’s party was 
successful by a vote of more than two 
to one. The professor at that time was 
prevented from entering the city because 
of the hostility of the legionaries, but 
was allowed. later to return and take 
charge of the Government. 

During his régime several attempts 
were made upon his life by hostile polit- 
ical elements. In February, 1922, legion- 
aries, aided by Italian Fascisti and by 
an Italian destroyer which they had 
captured, bombarded the Government 
palace and forced Professor Zanella to 
sign a resignation from office. Italian 
soldiers then took charge of the policing 
of the city. In the meantime, Professor 
Zanella fled with his Cabinet to Jugo- 
slavia, where they are thought to have 
remained. Police forces, appointed by 
him, have ttied to enter the city at

Defendant Is Mrs. Anna Fox, 
Whose First Husband Sought 
$200,000 for Alienation. 





FEE DISPUTE REVIVES TALE 





Woman, Who Has Changed Counsel, 
Says Former Attorney Kept 
Action Allowance. 





Papers filed in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday in a suit of Hugh Corby Fox, 
Wealthy railway supply dealer, living 
at 130 West Fifty-seventh Street, for a 
divorce from Mrs. Anna Lovell Fox re- 
vealed that Mrs. Fox, who is the plaint- 
{ff’s second wife, was formerly the wife 


of Frederick Hipsch, who brought an ]’ 


action in 1909 in the Supreme Court 
@gainst the late Theodore P. Shonts for 
8200,000 damages for alienating the af- 
fections of Mrs. Hpisch. 

Mr. Shonts contended at the time that 
fe had nothing to do with the domestic 
quarrels of Mr. and Mrs. Hipsch, and 
that it was a case of mistaken identity 
because he was ill in bed on the day 
that a telegram, which Hipsch charged 
was from Mr. Shorts, making an ap- 


ointment to meet Mrs. Hipsch, fell 
nto the hands of Hipsch. The case 
Was not pressed, and Hipsch later per- 
mitted his wife to sue him for a di- 
vorce in Reno and get a decree. 

Mr. Fox, who was himself divorced 
fn Reno in 1911 by Mrs. Marguerite Hitt 
Fox, married the former Mrs. Hipsch 
at Granby, Conn., on Feb. 11, 1916. He 
gued for divorce last February, when 
they were living apart under a separa- 
tion agreement by which he was paying 
her $300 a month. He accused her of 
misconduct with R. W. Clarke at the 
Great Northern Hotel on Nov. 26 last. 
Mrs. Fox was living at the Hotel Buck- 
fingham at the time. Justice Erlanger 
appointed Benjamin Foster referee in 
the case in July,. and he is now taking 
testimony. 

The Fox case came before Supreme 
Court Justice Marsh on an application 
by Mrs. Fox to compel her former at- 
torney, ex-Municipal Court Justice John 
¥. Cowan, to deliver to her present atr 
torney, Edward J. Reilly, all of the 
counsel fee of $750 paid to Mr. Cowan 
by her husband, except a reasonable 
fee for such services as he had per- 
formed, because she is without funds to 
pay her present attorney. Justice Marsh 
denied the application, and said that

Hipsch consulted him about the 
serious charges made against her, but 
fYothing was done about the case be- 
gause Hipsch was induced to permit 
his wife to divorce him in Reno. Mr. 
Cowan said that he was consulted in 
1920 when Mrs. Fox made a complaint 
in the police court that her husband's 
butler has assaulted her, but the case 
was dismissed and Mr, Cowan did not 
appear in her behalf. —

From start to 
finish the battle see-sawed from one 
team's territory to the other and neither 
was ever able to advance nearer than 
thirty yards from the enemy goal. 

Syracuse possessed by far the more 
powerful attack, and Bowman, fullback, 
and McBride and Anderson, halfbacks, 
often found the Brown line easy to 
break through. This trio provided some 
of the best offensive play that has 
even been séen on the Brown field, and, 
but for occasional slips, they might have 
beén able to put across a touchdown or 
two.

Recently the findings of the Golf Ralls 
Subcommittee have been made known by 
the Rules of Golf Committee of the 
Royal and Ancient. This subcommittee, 
composed of Captain A. V. Hambro, 
Major ©. K, Hutchison, J. L. Low, J. 
Stuart Paton and A. C. M. Croome, with 
J. Gordon Simpson and R. H. Wetherea 
aS assessors, met last November and 
Cecided to carry out an experiment to 
test the suggestion that the standardi- 
zation of size only, leaving weight un- 
restricted, Would effect two fundamental 
objects: restoration of the balance be- 
tween the power of the ball and the 
length of the holes and the conservation 
of cértain essential features in the 
playing of golf.

Fumble and Penalty Figure In Each 
Team’s Touchdown—Roderlck 
and Kopplisch the Stars. 





There was glory aplenty for both Co- 
lumbia and Wesleyan in their annual 
foétball clash on South Field yesterday 
afternoon, which was won by the Co- 
lumbia eleven with the scant margin of 
10 to 6. From a football standpoint, it 
Was almost an even balance between the 
tWo teams. Strong as Columbia's back 
efield was on the offensive, the New Eng- 
Tanders offset any odds that it might 
have had by their skillful and accurate 
tackling, about the best that has been 
seen on Morningside Heights in many a 
moon. The Blue and White relied a 
great deal on the lengthy end runs that 
Roderick and Koppisch produced, but 
again the Methodists evened the play up 
by their forward pass attack, a haphaz- 
ard and reckless sort of tossing, but as 
effective as a team could have wished 
for. 

A fumble, one of those glaring errors 
of football players, paved the way for 
the touchdown that was sufficient for 
the Biue and White's triumph. It was 
near the middle of the first quarter and 
Wesleyan had worked its way down the 
field from the 22-yard Ine to Columbia’s 
44-yard line, wtih the chances of stopping 
her before reaching the goal line looking 
doubtful. Adams had hit the Blue and 
White line for the needed one yard to 
make a first down at the 44-yard point. 
On the next play Robison, the Red and 
Black quarterback, fumbled the ball on 
an attempt to go through the line, and 
Eddie Fischer, playing his first year of 
varsity football, threw his 200 pounds 
on the oval and gained it for Columbia.

Roderick and Koppisch Stars. 


Yesterday’s battle was the first real 
test of the Morningside Heights eleven 
this year.

Captain Koppisch probably outshone 
Roderick in the game, but the distinc- 
tion is a very fine one. Roderick's 
gains in the first half were noteworthy. 
His open field running, backed with

Wesleyan much to worry about. His | 
punting was another strong factor. 


Time after time with danger hovering | 
near he successfully booted the ball far 
into the territory of the enemy. ; 

Koppisch’s stellar performance was his 
forty-yard run for .Columbia’s_ lone 
touchdown. His running was always 
elusive and it was on few occasions that 
he failed to make gafris of five yards or 
more. Gehrig, the 210-pound halfback, 
showed more of his line ab a te ability 
and at times he practically bent the 
New Englanders’ line in two. 

Since football was revived at Colum- 
bia, seven years ago, it is not likely 
that so effective an aggregation of tack- 
lers has appeared on South Field as the 
team which represented Wesleyan yes- 
terday. Its line was much weaker than 
Columbia’s, but the ability to tackle, 
deadly and accurately, made up for all 
odds that the Blue and White might 
have had. King, the left end, was the 
star in this department. He broke 
through the line and speared Columbia 
backfield men with such skill that soon 
after the game started the whole left 
side of the Blue and White line was 
working to keep King from getting 
away.

Wesleyan changed its tactics again 
and did some line playing that took the 
ball to’ Columbia’s 30lyard_ line, when 
another forward on a@ fake punt netted 
five additional yards. Coach Buck 
O'Neill was afraid that the line might 
crumble again and sent Hinch in to re- 
lieve Blain at center. But it proved a 
costly stroke, for Hinch was caught 
speaking to Burtt, the quarterback, and 
Columbia was penalized about fourteen 
yards, putting Wesleyan on the one- 
vard line. Adams scored on a line 
plunge, but Robison failed to tie the 
score when Koppisch blocked his kick 
from placement. 

Wealeyan kicked off and Roderick 
eaught the ball on the 15-yard line, run- 
ning it back seven yards. Two end runs 
by Koppisch netted nearly thirty yards 
and with the ball in midfield Columbia 
began another battering attack at the 
line. But this time they were unable to 
get through and Roderick was forced 
to punt after he had been thrown for a 
six-yard loss on the third down. Wes- 
leyan tried bucking the line, but the 
attempts produced, nothing and before 
she could make.a first down Fricke 
punted just as the whistle blew for the 
end of the third quarter.

The 
first one, attained by consistent lunges 
at the Iowa line, carried the ball to the 
Yale 41-yard mark. The second took 
the ball across the middle of the field. 
The third penetrated to within thirty 
yards of the goal, and Wight promptly 
reeled off seven yards off right tackle. 

Neidlinger added two through the line, 
and Wight got three more, bringing the 
Blu¢-clad column to the Iowa 17-yard 
cross bar. There was not much more 
than a minute to play and the Yale 
stands were stirring uneasily.

Yale had neither a pass nor a defense 
against one. 

Moreover, the Elis played football of 
the vintage of the late '90s. They tried 
to match Iowa’s modern tactics with 
steady heads-down line-bucking that 
ylelded only a few yards at a time— 
slow progress on a modern football 
field. Undoubtedly, Yale is still crude 
and undeveloped, a good team in the 
making but not showing much in mid- 
October.

Football Coach Uses Science 
To Detect Loafers on Squad 


Athletic Director Borleske and 
Coach Cutting of the North Dakota 
Aggies are applying scientific meth- 
ods to detect loafers on the football 
squad. These methods, they believe, 
will show which candidates are do- 
ing hard work in practice and which 
are attemptiiig to “ goldbrick.”” Each 
candidate, according to one method, 
must weigh in before going out for 
practice and again after coming in, 
the results being tabulated for the 
critical review of the athletic direc- 
tor and coach. é 

“Every man is supposed to lose 
between three and seven pounds in 
every practice,’’ declares Athletic 
Director Boleske, ‘‘and he should 
lose from five to twelve pounds in a 
game. If he does not it means that 
he has been loafing. This is one of 
several methods we are using in 
selecting the right men for the 
eleven. Of course, before the next 
practice each player gains back most 
of his original weight and sometimes 
more,’’

But the preferenco 
is given to consistency. Williams was 
his usual brilliant but erratic self dur- 
ing the Summer. 


James Anderson and O'Hara Wood 
would undoubtedly have beaten any 
American players save those ranked 
above them. Anderson defeated, Wil- 
liams a@ year ago, but it is doubfful if 
he could have done it last Summer, 
especially considering the handicap 


which his fliness imposed upon him. 
Anderson played mediocre tennis in the

Gobert of France extended Patterson 
to five sets and gave Williams a titanic 
battle at Seabright. He lost to Wood, 
while his teammate, Henri Cochet, de- 
feated Wood. Yet few will question the 
opinion that Gobert is the greater of the 
two Frenchmen, at least for the time 
being. He haa the better strokes and is 
capable of ascending greater heights. 
Unfamillarity with conditions and a dis- 
like for playing on turf hurt the per- 
formances of the temperamental French- 
man. Cochet and Jean Borotra showed 
marked improvement during their stay 
in thts country, and if they could have 
berefit of a whole season's work 
American players they would 
easily rank among the most formidable 
of the world. 

There are five Americans and five 
fcreigners in the world's Ist and the 
fifth American and tenth in the stand- 
ing is Robert Kinsey of California. The 
choice lay between Kinsey and Zenzo 
Shimizu, and preference was given to 
the former because, in their three meet- 
ings, he won two matches to Shimizu’s 
one Among Kinsev’s other 
achievements in singles were victories 
over Hunter at Southampton and Law- 
rence Rice at Seabright. 


Shimizu Is Sixth. 


In the national standing the first five 
in the world’s Mst are naturally placed 
in the positions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Seventy- 
two disasters, in which 674 persons were | 
reported killed and 521 injured, called 
for emergency relief measures and the | 
expenditure of more than $1,441,000 by | 
the American Red Cross during the 
fiscal year ended June 30. According | 
to a statement based upon the forth- 
coming annual report of the Red Cross, |

rendered more than 145,000 persons |

homeless or otherwise in need of assist- | 
ance. In one section alone, the report | 
states, on the lLouisiana-Mississippi | 
border, the Red Cross fed daily for] 
weeks more than 35,000 flood refugees. 

The greatest toll of life was taken | 
by hurricane and tornado, while the | 
overflowing rivers, the breaking of 
dams and torrential rainstorms drove 
the greatest number of people from 
their homes. Fire also played an im- 
portant part in the chain of 
which made insistent demands for 
Cross reliet workers 

The year 8 disasters reported included | 
twenty-six flovus, nineteen tornadves or 
storms, fifteen fires, four epiacmics, | 
two theatre collapses, twc shipwrecks, | 
one of which wus the wreck of tne 
United Siates airship Roma, a bridge 
collapse, mine expivsion, railway cul- 
lision and a drought. 

Of the flovus, that at 
Texas, causeu the greatest property | 
loss, $6,000,000, and the heaviest taiaii- 
ties, 100. Among the unusual disasters | 
was that reported from China, wiiere, 
last May, tne American Ked Cross 
Chapter at Peking went to the relief. of 
non-combatants wounded during the | 
fighting at Chang Hsin-tien. 

** Most of them, the report dryly 
added,’*‘ were hit by bits of flying pot- 
tery shot up by the contending forces.”’ 

In Red Cross disaster records. there 
will probably remain as a chapter by 
itself the details of one calamity which | 
touched nearly every State with a sense 
of horror. This was the collapse cf the 
roof of the Knickerbocker Theatre in 
Washington, D. -C.. which resulted in | 
almost 100 deaths and 125 persons 
injured. Located in the section of the 
National Capital containing fine homes 
and great apartment ‘houses, this mo- 
tion picture theatre was patronized by 
many persons of prominence in the of-| 
ficial and civil life of the city, persons | 
whose connections radiated over the en- | 
tire country. The horror was intensified 
by a blizzard, which, though it retarded, | 
did not block the Red Cross relief ef- 
forts.

Mitshourin, Russian Burbank, 
Active in Experiments. —

hybrid wonders in fruits, melons, nuts 
and vegetables. 

Professor Mitshourin is well known in 
American hofticultural societies, and 
many orchards in the United States are 
planted with the Mitshourin cherry. One 
of his latest achievements is a new 
melon, a cross -between a watermelon 
and a canteloupe, which is oval in form 
and has a dark green striped rind, 
much harder than that of either of its 
parents. : : 

The experimental field is ful: of trees 
bearing plums as large as duck eggs, 
black currants the size of grapes, and 
an extraordinary almond said to have 
been produced by crossing bitter al- 
monds with some wild nut. 

Some of the trees bear three kinds 
of fruit—apples crossed with pears; ap- 
ples crossed with crab apples, and ap- 
ples crossed with both crab apples and 
pears, each species of fruit growing from 
one grafted branch properly pollenized.

PORT OF LONDON PALACE. 


Splendid New $10,000,000 Building 
for Harbor Authorities. 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—Nearing comple- 
tion on the crest of Tower Hill, its own 
tower rivaling in height the: dome of 
St. Paul’s, is the most impressive, the 
most palatial, the best lighted and prob- 
ably the most conveniently arranged 
group of business buildings ever erected 
in London. 

It is the new palace of the Port of 
London Authority, the future home of 
the Administration and staff that con- 
trol all the docks, the wherves and the 
commercial life of the Thames.

Girl ‘Air. Stunt’ Performer Meets Death 


On Last Trip of Her Apprentice Train 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 14.—Miss Eva 
Moss, a 20-year-old Chattanooga ste- 
nographer, was killed yesterday on the 
final airplane flight which was to have 
marked her transfer from the appren- 
tice to the professional class of stunt 
performers in the air. The, airplane, 
piloted by Aviator Peebles, soared 2,000 
feet, wh.n Miss Moss climbed out on a’ 
wing, descended a 25-foot rope lad- 
der and suspended herself by her teeth. 

Then came time for her to climb back 
into the plane for the return to earth, 
with her apprénticeship ended. But ex- 
haustion or fear, or perhaps both, had 
overtaken her, and she was unable to 
make her way back. 

Peebles, seeing her predicament, flew 
low over a lake and motioned for her to 
drop, but she feared to take the chance 
or else was entangled and could not, 
so the plane soared again into the 
clouds, 

The mechanician on the ground, sens- 


ing 


ing the tragedy, sent a hurry call for 
an ambulance and doctors. 

Still the plane circled about, giving the 
girl every chance to make her way 
back, but darkness was fast descending 


and a landing was necessary, 

Peebles finally headed for the landing | 
field and, holding the airplane twenty- 
five or thirty feet from the ground, mo- 
tioned the girl to let loose and drop, but 
still she held on. 

The plane dipped to the ground, its 
speed slackened to the minimum, but 
the girlish form at the end of the rope 
ladder hit with a terrific impact and 
was dragged nearly 100 feet. 

The doctors leaped to her side, but 
their efforts were futile and she died 
within twenty minutes, 

Peebles, broken-hearted, declared that 
he never would fly again. His wife was 
prostrated. 

Miss Moss had been training. thirty 
days, and was to have started her pro- 
fessional career today. One day she 
made a parachute leap of 2,000 feet ana 
had an ankle sprained. It was then that 
the crowds watchtng iearned for the 
first time that the daring performer was 
a woman.

These, he said, were the num- 
ber of existing franchises, approximately 
1,000 in number, the number of operat- 
ing companies approximately fifty, and 
the fact that the primary interest of the 
people of the city was in safe, comfort- 
able and convenient service, while the 
primary interest of the operating com- 
panies was in profit.

The danger to the national budget 
arising from the attempts of Cabinet 
officers to persuade Congress to increase 
the appropriations of their departments, 
after cuts by the Budget Director, of 
which General Charles G., Dawes gave 
warning in a speech at the Waldorf-As- 
toria on Friday night, was further ex- 
Plained yesterday in an article in The 
Budget by William F. Helm Jr. Mr. 
Helm predicts that Congress will be 
asked by Cabinet officers, termed ‘“ Co- 
manches’”’ by General Dawes, to pass

When General Herbert M. Lord, the 
present Director, asked members of the 
Cabinet and other officers to submit 
their estimates of expenses for the fiscal 
year 1924 President Harding, Mr. Helm 
Says, told these officers that if they did 
not keep their estimates inside the rev- 
enues they would be cut. When the pre- 
liminary estimates were examined ‘‘they 
disclosed a state of affairs which was 
absolutely amazing,’’ he Says. 


** Not only had the Cabinet officials 
and heads of independent offices failed 
te cut their estimates, but the estimates 
were actually higher “than appropria- 
tions. for the .current year, In. other 
words, the total was higher than 
$3,800,000,000, nearly $4,000,000,000,"" 

Then the estimates were cut by _Gen- 


eral Lord propcertionately so - 
duce them $600,000,000, and en eames 
one of those revolts. which . General 
Dawes referred to in his speech, which 
he said were unknown to the public and 
showed Cabinet officers to be natural 
enemies of central business control. 

* These circumstances were the mak- 
ings of the storm,” said Mr. Helm. “ It 
broke the day the first preliminary esti- 
mates were returned. The high digni- 
taries of the inner circles of government 
began at once to take more than a per- 
functorv interest in the remaking of the 
estimates. They were at first astounded 
and then dismayed. The writer does not 
know, of course, but he is willing to 
hazard a guess that with one exception 
ever member of the Cabinet communi- 
cated personally with General Lord 
within the following week. The one ex- 
ception is Secretary Denby, who was in 
the Far East. 

To each of these pleas, ‘General Lord 
demurred that he had not cut the esti- 
mates at all. Faced by the necessity 
of bringing the total of all estimates 
within a sum $600,000,000 less than the 
preliminary estimates, he had merely 
allocated, with the President's approval, 
certain sums. The heads of those de- 
partments were at liberty to spend their 
allocations in any way that they saw fit, 
so long as they were not exceéded. 

‘* Finding that the Director of the 
Budget stood by his guns, the various 
department heads changed their esti- 
mates—or rather, nearly all of them 
did—to conform to his figures. They 
also took occasion to submit formidable 
supplemental lists in the hope that some 
of the items covered by such Hsts will 
find favor with Congress and be author- 
ized by appropriations. 

“ It isnot hard to see where this leads. 
Congress will be presented in December 
with a set of estimates cut to the very. 
marrow, which represent the Govern- 
ment’s prime requirements. In addition, 
it is quite likely that Congress will also 
have passed on to it supplemental lists 
totaling claims for $600,000,000—perhaps 
it may be shaded somewhat—of money 
over and above all estimated revenues 
for the coming year, money that isn't 
even in sight and can’t be raised: except 
by a bond issue, by short term notes or 
certificates, or by increased taxation. 

“There fs a fight coming, and a big 
one, over the 1924 estimates.’’

Strauss, Judge Otto A. Rosalsky, Ben- 
jamin F. Feiner, Cyrus L.. Sulzberger, 
Colonel H. A. Guinzburg, Henry PF, 
Samstag and Judge William. N. Cohen. 

A feature of the campaign will be an 
exhibition of the work done in the many 
institutions og the Federation, at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, for four days com- 
mencing tomorrow.

BUDGETS COMPARED 


State Controller’s Records Re- 
veal Great Saving Effected by: 
Present Governor. 


CLEARS CAMPAIGN ISSUE 


Upward Trend of Government 
Costs Checked for First 
Time in Many Years. 


CAPITAL OUTLAYS GROW 


Miller’s Last Budget Shows Decrease 
of $6,944,476 From His First in 
Department Allowances. 


Official figures from the records. of 
the State Controller's office, showing the 
financial operations of the State Gov- 
ernment during the Administration of 
Governor Miller and that of his prede- 
cessor, Alfred E. Smith, are presented 
herewith by THE Times. The financial 
showing made by the two Administra- 
tions has become an outstanding issue of 
the State campaign and the controversy 
over this. question has formed the red 
thread running through all the early 
campaign utterances of Governor Miller, 
whom the Republicans have nominated 
for a second term, and of ex-Governor 
Smith, the Democratic candidate for the 
high office he filled with distinction dur- 
Ing 1919 and 1920, 

To the extent that statistics in the 
State Controller’s office permit, the fig- 
ures which appear with this article in 
tabular form or otherwise show appro- 
priations made, revenues levied, money 
sperm and the surplus in the State Treas- 
ury at the end of each fiscal year of 
the Smith Administration and of the 
Miller Administration as far ag it’ has 
gone. 

The figures displayed bear out in con- 
vincing fashion the contention of Gov- 
ernor Miller that he not only has. ful- 
filled a pledge he made to the voters, 
when he was a candidate for his pres- 
ent‘office, two years ago, that he would 
not permit the expenditures for the 
maintenance of the State departments to 
g0 above the level at which he found 
them when taking over the government, 
but that he actually has effected im- 
portant reductions in the cost of .the 
State administration; with @ correspond-: 
ing saving to th®-taxpayers im ithe lévy 
of imposts for State-purpeses..: 


Trend Toward Economy. 

The trend towat economy and a low- 
ering of the hitherto steadily increasing 
cost of the Stdte Government became 
pronounced from the very moment Gov- « 
ernor Miller assumed office, as shown 
by a survey not only of the appropria- 
tions in budgets made under his super- 
vision, but of the actual expenditures for 
administrative purposes since he has 
been in office. There has been, also, » 
decrease in the revenues collected, as 
demonstrated by the tabulated figures. 
A reduction of about $10,000,000 in the 
cost of the State Government and of ap- 
proximately $12,000,000' in taxes i 
shown by the figures. 

In attempting a financial survey of 
any Administration at Albany one dif- 
ficulty is encountered. The fiscal year, 
under the system of accounting estab- 
lished by the Legislature, runs from 
July 1 to June 30 and thus ts not co- 
terminous with the calendar vear and 
with the terms of Governors and other 
elective State officials, which run for 
two calendar years. The annual bal- 
ance sheets and othef fiscal reports is- 
sued by the State Controller, of course, 
cover operations for the ti8cal year. 

While the accounting system now in 
force may possess certain advantages 
and may have been dictated by expedi- 
ency, it is fraught with one marked 
disadvantage of which Chief Executives 
of the State have complained. For 
the first six months of his term a Gov- 
ernor can exert but little influence on 
the fiscal affairs of his Administra- 
tion. In In efféct his hands are tied be- 
cause his Administration is operating 
under a budget established by another 
Administration and he is bound by ap- 
propriations and financial undertakings 
initiated before he assumed office. 

Administrative officials, appointed for 
terms which more frequently than not 
ovetiap the ternr of a Governor, can go 
on disbursing the funds appropriated for 
their department, although the appro-- 
priations may be excessive if the prev- 
ious Administration has been given to a 
spendthrift policy. Except for what 
moral pressure he may be in a position 
to bring to bear, a Governor pledged to 
economy and determined to live up to 
his pledge is virtually powerless: under 
the circumstances to check departmental 
extravagance during that early perio\y 
of his Administration. 


Shew How the System Works, 


The tables giving actual expenditures 
during the Admimistrations of Governor 
Miller and Governor Smith while sharp- 
ly reflecting the downward trend in the 
cost of government under Miller and 
the upward trend under his predecessor. 
Governor Smith, also afford a vivid il- 
lustration of how the prevailing system 
works out in practice. 

Pledged to the greatest measure of 
economy consistent with the proper econ-” 
duct of the Administration, Governer 
Miller when he assumed office on Jan. 
1, 1921, found the State Gove t 
operating under a budget approved” by 
his predecessor, Governor Smith, which 
was the biggest in the history of the 
State. It provided appropriations aggre- 
gating $145,219,006 for the fiseal year 
endipg on Juve 30 of that year, or si 
months after Governor Miller took of- 
fice. Of this total, $61,415,039 was for > 
salaries and other expenditures of the 
administrative departments. The re?” 
mainder had been appropriated té meat. 
contributions to the sinking fund and 
other fixed charges and for capital dut- — 
lays of one character or another,, 

While even with such Uberal appre- 
priations at their disposal some

ment heads exceeded their allowances 80 
that deficiency appropriations had to be 
provided **after Governor Miller had 
taken office, to enablé them. to carry 
on their functions in & normal way to 
the end of the fiscal year, not all the 
money appropriated during the last year 
of Governor Smith's Administration was 
spent. The table of expenditures for the 
fiscal year shows a total of $135,608,174, 
or $9,611,782 less than what had been 
appropriated. 


Saving Due te Changes. 


Most of this saving was due to 
changes initiated by Governor Miller in 
the program for highway construction 
and in the abandonment of a $38,000,000 
project for the building of a military 
hospital, but there was an actual saving 
also in the cost of running the State de- 


partments aggregating $3,254,853. There 
“are no figures in the Controller's office 
segregated in a manner that would ren- 
der them evailable in an atternpt to de- 
termine in what measure Governor Mil- 
ler might deserve credit for the unex- 
pended balance. 

It is a matter of record, however, that 
!n his first annual message to the re 
islature the Governor admonished heads 
of the administrative State departments 
over whom he could exercise control 
that they must run their departments 
within the appropriations made_ for 
them under pain of summary dismissal. 
Perhaps some of the officials gave heed 
to this stern note of warning sounded by 
the new Chief Executive of the State 
Government. 

Expenditurés for the next fiscal year— 
ended on June 30 last and the first 
during which the State Government op- 
erated under a Miller-made budget—ag- 
gregated $126,669,178, of $8,939,002 less 
than expenditures under the last budget 
approved by his prédecessor. Of this 
reduction $5,210,154* represented savings 
in the cost of running the State depart- 





& lowering of the cost of Administration 
der Governor Miller-—is even mora 
sharply reflectéd by the figures giving 
the amount of /appropriations in the 
budgets over which each exercised con-~ 
trol through the veto power exercised 
by Governors. The tables in which 
those figures are embodied. carry the 
survey of the fiscal affairs of the Mil- 
ler Administration one step onward to 
the last budget of his present term, in 
which appropriations were made for the 
eurrent fiscal year. 

In the first budget approved by Gov- 
érnor Smith the grand ‘total appropri- 
ated was $95,840,983. In his second 
budget the grand total was $145,219,906, 
an increase of»$40,378,923, the greatest. 
both in amount and percentage, that can 
be found im the records of the State 
Controller's office. 


Millor’s First Budget. 


In the first budget over which Gov- 
ernor Miller exercised control the grarid 
total was $145,798,092, or approximately

FAKE RABBIS ELIMINATED 


Head of Church Must Authenticate 
Applications or Designate 
Some Official. 


New regulations recently promulgated 
from the Tréasury Department and now 
operative regarding the manufacture, 
salé and distribution of ‘sacramental 
wine, will prove helpful both to the 
prohibition enforcement agents and the 
handlers of such wines who Ilve up to 
the law, in the opinion of local prohi- 
bition officials. WHile the new rules 
are more stringent and leave fewer loop- 
holes for abuses they will operate to 
the advantage of the legitimate manu- 
facturers and dealers, for the reason 
that the Government can assume a more 
liberal attitude in passing upon their 
applications for wine withdrawals 
fake rabbis will be largely vilminated, 
the officials believe. 

An oftivigl said yesterday that one 
of the. most important changes in the 
regulations provides that a rabbi can- 
mot store wines for his congregation 
other than gt hig home. | Heretofore 
they have béen permitted to store the 
wines anywhere.the permit happened to 
call for. Frequently the wine was 
s.ored, officiais say, in rooms connected 
With saloons and restaurans. ‘Ihe rab- 
binical permit Would be pasted on the 
door, as required, and whe na raid was 
made, folluwing the serving of wiae, the 
owner would point to the permit on the 
door and say the wine beionged to the 
rabbi whose name appeared on tne 
paper. Perhaps there would be another 
entrance to the wine room and inva- 
riably the agents ‘woul dpe checxed.

Evidence is adduced to 
that there was plentiful material for a 
war in the Europe of 1914, as everybody 
knew at the time;. but the Germans are 
not convincing in’what they say about 
the actual occurrences which made the 
possibility a reality. Our documentary 
information as to what went on in the 
last weeks of 1914 is not so full as it 
might be, but there is a gocd deal of it 
—enough to warrant a judgment which 
is not likely to be overthrown by later 
disclosures. 

Whatever the strength of “the ele- 
ments in Germany which wanted war for 
commercial or political reasons, or which 
preferred to trust to military force in 
which Germany admittedly’ excelled, 
rather than to diplomacy in which Ger- 
many’s weakness was obvious, for the 
attainment of the national ends, it can 


hardly be doubted that the crime of the | 


German Government was greatly aggra- 
vated by its incompetence. To cite a 
parallel from the statutes of this State, 
it is assault in the second degree to 
point a loaded weapon at somebody with 
whom you are arguing; but if you pull 
the trigger and shoot him it immediate- 
ly becomes felonious assault in the first 
_degree. The Germans willed only a sec- 
ond-degree assault, but when their bluff 
failed to scare off the Russians they 
knew no other way out than to pull the 
trigger. Thus what began as an effort 
to repeat, on a larger scale, the diplo- 
matic triumph of 1909 Ied to a war 
which apparently nobody in the German 
Government positively wanted at the out- 
set, but of the successful outcome of 
which they were so confident that they 
decided to take a chance. 

From the evidence now at hand, the 
®ne man who must bear the guilt of the 
war above all others is Count BERCH- 
TOLD, the Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, and with him his supporters 
and instigators such as General CONRAD 
VON HOETZENDORFF and Count ForGACH. 
They were sure that the big brother in 
Berlin would protect them; as an irri- 
tated German statesman wrote during 
the crisis, they were busily rattling an- 
other man’s saber. The famous Russian 
mobilization gave the Germans a useful 
excuse for home consumption, but it did 
not make war inevitable. It was ap- 
parently the outcome of hurry, excite- 
ment and alarm which in turn operated 
on other hurried, excited and alarmed 
personages in Berlin who thought that 
the simplest way out was to leave the 
decision to the German Army. But the 
great fault of the Germans was not then. 
but earlier, when Kaiser and Chancellor, 
having ascertained that the army and 
navy were ready, and having convinced 
themselves that Russia and France were 
too weak to offer resistance, told the 
Austrians to go the limit and be sure 
that Germany would back them up. 

Very little appears from WILLIAM’s 
own narrative as to his personal share 
in all this, but the German documents 
already published show that during all 
the decisive period he was prodding the 
Austrians on, and assuring them when 
they showed signs of weakening that he 
would see them through. Whether or 
not war was inevitable on July 31, it 
could certainly have been avoided at any 
time up to July 28, and without sacrific- 
ing the great diplomatic victory for the

WiuiAM himself thought so when. he 
first read the reply, but immediately 
afterward concluded that the Austrian 
Army must have a “satisfaction of 
honor.” On that day, July 27, he had 
a better opportunity even than he had 
had on July 5 to keep the Austrians 
within bounds. He had the opportunity 
and the power, but did not use it. If 
he had said No, there would have been 
no war. 





REPEALING LAWS. 


According to Washington telegrams, 
the President hopes that Congress may 
so do its work in the short session as to 
give the country a year’s rest from new 
legislation. Only a single improvement 
of the plan can be suggested, and it is 
given in a hint from the Antipodes. The 
Department of Commerce is informed 
from New South Wales that the new 
Government’s program is the repeal of 
old laws which have worked badly. First 
on the list is the ending of the Board 
of Trade’s wage-fixing functions, and 
reducing wages which have been fixed 
above the capacity of the industry to 
pay. Next to go is the Fair-Rents Court, 
which really raised rents. The Housing 
Board is to quit, because the houses 
which it provided cannot be let at the 
rents which the cost of construction 
makes necessary.. For the profiteering 
law there will be substituted a statute 
aimed in particular at price-fixing agree- 
ments. Finally, the new Government 
proposes to sell the State industries es- 
tablished by the preceding Labor Gov- 
ernment, except only those working for 
the supply of governmental needs. 

“History is bunk,” we are told on 
high industrial authority. More ele- 
gantly expressed, the idea is that from 
history we learn that we learn nothing 
from history. That is particularly true 
regarding the making of laws. Each 
era must learn for itself the folly of 
hasty enactments. One generation has 
to repeal the laws of its predecessor. In 


Buckie’s “ History of Civilization ” it is 
set down: 
Every great reform which has_ been 


effected has consisted not in doing some- 
thing new, but in undoing something old. 


The most valuable additions made to 
legislation have been enactments destruc- 
tive of previous legislation; and the best 


laws which have been passed have been 


those by which some former laws have 
been repealed. 
That is especially applicable to 


statutes, and is least true of unwritten 
common law. Statutes seeking to revo- 
lutionize common law are hard to en- 
force or to maintain. When the Sher- 
man law was a revolutionary statute it 
earned ill-will. Since its interpretation 
by the rule of reason, deduced from mer- 
chant practice, it has grown in strength. 
It would be futile to repeal it, because it 
is now expressive of the Federal common 
law, which would survive even if the 
statute should be repealed. 

It would be easy to name acts which 
are objectionable because they are for 
groups. The laws should either be made 
universal or be repealed. 


THE CENTENARIANS. 


Bona fide centenarians are common 
enough in the United States. But it is 
one thing to claim one hundred years 
and another to prove it. Census cen- 
tenarians do not always qualify. In 
1910 there were said to be 3,555 persons 
in the United States “one hundred years 
and over,” a gain of fifty-one since 1900. 
There was this note of warning in the 
returns: “ By no means have all those 
“who report themselves as 100 years or 

reached that age.” In 
the enumerators were imposed 
upon. A further gain may be expected, 
however, in the Abstract of 1920; for 
the conclusion has been given out that

Mr. STEWART 
was born on Fulton Street, New York, 
when rabbits could be shot in the vicinity 
of Wall Street and wild ducks along the 
waterfront. Mr. CoLeE was a United 
States Senator from California during 
the Administration, of ABRAHAM LIN- 
COLN, with whom he was on intimate 
terms. Mr. CoLEe heard the Gettysburg 
address. He is exceeded in vigor only by 
WituiAM GALLOP of England, who recent- 
ly, at the age of 108, asked to be dis- 
charged from a “home” to get a job 
and begin life over again. 

When Wesleyan claimed ex-Senator 
COLE as the oldest alumnus, the Univer- 
sity of Vermont produced the Rev. 
GEoRCE G. Rice of the class of ’45, 103 in 
September. Mrs. Mary L. LIMBERGER of 
Pine Bluff, Ark., went to the polls on 
Aug. 8, at the age of 108, to vote a 
primary ticket with the name of her 
great-grandson on it. In June DANIEL 
H. GARTON, a farmer, of Bridgeton, 
N. J., celebrated his one hundredth birth- 
day, surrounded by his children, grand- 
children, great-grandchildren and a 
great-great-grandchild of 2 years. Mr. 
GARTON, as usual, split wood, fed a flock 
of fifty chickens and carried water from 
the well. He was in the habit of rising 
at 7 and retiring at 7, the “ Lord’s 
time,’ not daylight-saving. There is 
hardly a county in the forty-eight States 
that does not boast a centenarian. 
Among the genuine Mr, BARR SPANGLER, 
bank president, of Marietta, Pa., should 
not be overlooked. When he reached his 
hundred he decided to “ ease up.a little,” 
retiring from a merchandising business, 
but cleaving to his bank. 

Mr. STEWART’S advice about growing 
old gracefully might be compressed into 
one word: Moderation. Mr. SPANGLER 
of Marietta: Two meals a day, plenty of 
work and little medicine—no tobacco. 
However, others who have passed the

This lady 
never worries and “hates gossip.” She 
has always refused to eat canned goods, 
except her own. AvGUST RHODE, when 
he entered the select circle at Freeport, 
Ill, on Aug. 10, gave this advice:

“both ends; banish worry, eat plain food, 
“and get plenty of sleep.” He had 
smoked for eighty-eight years. Dr. STE-

the easy chair, eating little meat, drink- 
ing lots of milk and getting plenty of 
sleep.

THE SHORT-STORY ART. 

For a year or two back the mag- 
azines have been complaining of a dearth 
of good short stories. Yet during the 
same period there have been more lec- 
tures and books about the art of short- 
story writing than ever before. It is 
the theme of favorite courses in schools 
and colleges. More than one manual on 
the subject has been published. Literally 
thousands of American boys and girls 
have been instructed in the elements, the 
anatomy, the inner rationale and entire 
secret of the short story. They ‘have had 
explained to them the due order of “ hu- 
man interest” and “conflict” and 
“suspense”? and climax in the short 
story. Yet the evidence seems to be that, 
in spite of all the labor and learning 
thus expended upon it, this particularly 
American literary product, as we have 
been fond of calling it, has been declin- 
ing in quality. 

This has certainly not come about 
through any lack of lecturing to aspir- 
ing writers. Perhaps they have discov- 
ered that they are childrén of an age 
that lectures, not creates. Perhaps there 
is more of accident and good fortune in 
the writing of an entertaining short 
story than the professors admit. One 
of their books of solemn instruction in 
the art has been brought out in England, 
and we are sorry to notice that it is 
taken by critics there with a certain 
levity. It is regarded as a sign that 
Americans, having become so formidably 
efficient in tennis and golf, are now pro- 
posing to apply the same methods of 
exhausting study and endless practice 
The rules, says one 
really made to he 
It is much more jolly to go 
His advice is:

NEW ORGANS OF OPINION. 


The political anatomist of the future 
will have to take account of some new 
organs of public opinion. They were 
not catalogued by Bryce. It is true that 
the press remains the most indispensable 
vehicle for the dissemination of news and 
the discussion of political topics. The 
“stump ” has distinctly shrunk in politi- 
cal importance. Even the “ interviews ” 
of the past have been largely superseded 
by the press agents’ carefully worded 
circulars. But we have now the radio 
mechanism for broadcasting the utter- 
ances of the political speaker. The ora- 
tor’s sounding-board has been’ so im- 
proved as to carry his voice for an in- 
definite distance. Yet the number who 
can be trusted to use the new megaphone 
is apparently limited. The WJZ station 
at Newark is put at the’service of only 
Gubernatorial or Senatorial candidates 
in New York and New Jersey. 

A mechanical invention which is play- 
ing an even greater political réle is the 
movie film. Its possibilities were thrust 
on public attention when the Post- 
master General left the Cabinet to 
preside over the financial destinies of 
the cinema industry. The screen is a 
serviceable instrument for catching the 
trend of current opinion. The response 
which its pictures elicit makes it a sort 
of gigantic stethoscope for the alert poli- 
tician. A cartoor carries its story more 
quickly than an argument. 

The scientific political analyst will do 
well to note another new means of 
creating and spreading political opinion. 
It.is found in the chain of good-fellow- 
ship clubs now existing in every civic 


centre. The out-and-out political or- 
ganization has outworn its utility as a 
generator of ideas or enthusiasm. But 
the weekly or fortnightly luncheon of

the “booster” club is a favorite seed- 
plot of some of our most astute poli- 
ticians. Here Satan disguised as 
angel of light, disclaiming politics and 
talking as “a plain business man,” sug- 
gests the necessity of a protective tariff 
for Texas or of a ship subsidy for Okla- 
homa. However much Mr. SINCLAIR 
LEWIS may deride the cultural level and 
outlook of these modern guilds, it ought 
not to escape a student of politics that 
this bundle of “live wires’ may be used 
to transmit suggestion and induce auto- 
intoxication of the body politic. The old 
order surely changes. 





“ LABBY ” AS S OFFICESEEKER. 

The late Sir €LGERNON WEST was-a 
type of those private secretaries of high 
English officials that are a peculiarly 
English product. For generations a pri- 
vate secretaryship has been a first step 
toward a political career. Earl BALFouR 
began his as private secretary to. his 
uncle, the Marquis of SALISBURY. WEST 
may be said to have been a private sec- 
retary all his life. He never sought high 





office. He was assistant secretary to 
Sir CHARLES Woop and the Duke of Som- 
ERSET, secretary to the former at the 


India Office, then private secretary to 
Mr. GLADSTONE from his first Govern- 
ment in 1868 till his death. As well as 
the “aristocratic cdhnections,” long 
deemed suitable to the post, he had the 
tact, the discretion, intelligence and 
knowledge of men always necessary to 
it; and an unswerving devotion to his 
chief. They were always together; and 
in Mr. GLADSTONE’S last 
WEST’s 


him the “ Deputy Prime Minister.” 

His “ Private Diary,” lately published, 
contains many lights upon a considerable 
period of British political history. The 
hostilities there révealed between the 
then JOHN MORLEY and Lord ROSEBERY 
on the one side and Sjr WILLIAM Har- 
COURT on the other were more or 
familiar before. Sir WILLIAM, with great 
talents, had a biting wit and an insolence 
of manner, too often visible in the House 
of Commons, and, in the Cabinet, almost 
intolerable. His tongue and his manner 
cost him the Premiership. Almost a 
legend of anecdotes has gathered about 
that great bulk of a man; and Sir AL- 
GERNON only adds new material to the 
accepted version of a vivid and stormy 
career 
perament. 
to find HENRY LABOUCHERE, so long, in 
Parliament and in Truth, the uncompro- 
mising assailant of pretty much every- 
body and everything, the cynical and 
highly gifted patrician radical, the critic 
of ‘all Governments and of most policies, 
trying, so to speak, to realize on his 
“ nuisance value ”? 

Every member of Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL’S little party of four got an

“ power of making himself disagreeable, 
“if he retained his seat below the gang- 
way.” On the other hand, the pro- 
prietor and editor of Truth would have 
been a curious igure in a Cabinet, and 
it would have béen hard to form a Cab- 
inet most of whose members he had not 
jabbed sharply'at one time or another.

AW OM AN OF INDIA. 


A woman of varied accomplishments, 
sterling character and public usefulness 
of a high order recently died in India, 
the Maji Sahiba, mother of Bahadur 
JUNG, ruler of Bharatpur. If she had 
been a member of a European royal 
family, or an American woman promi- 
nently engaged in philanthropic and edu- 
cational work, she would have had an 
international fame for her services. The 
Maji Sahiba had a wisdom unusual in 
either men or women, and possessed re- 
markable executive ability. She had no 
spare time except for good works. She 
was a severe self-disciplinarian, but tol- 
erant of the frailties of others. Left 
widowed, with an infant son, she under- 
took his education as future ruler of 
Bharatpur.. But she looked beyond him 
to his subjects. She wrote books on the 
care of the young and on the treatment 
of women. Holding fast to the best tra- 
ditions of her race, she wished to’ per- 
petuate them by an anthology of folk- 
songs which she edited. The games of 
the past that were worth treasuring she 
revived. Every year she wrote a book 
abéut her son’s reign. She proposed and 
carried through many reforms, but she 
kept “the old things, too,” when their 
influence was wholesome. This: tribute 
has been paid to the Dowager Princess 
of Bharatpur: 


Her best memorial is the Bharatpur that 


some of us have the joy of knowing—a 
State in which you are living, so to speak, 
in the pages of the most beautifully illumi- 
nated picture book, at the time of the Fes- 
tival of the Horse, or of other great festi- 
vals; agd yet a State in which you find 
all ‘that the present age has to teach of 
thought for the welfare of the subject. 
When the Maji Sahiba attended the 


Conference of Princes at Delhi she gave 
little attention to the pageantry of the 
Her concern was the welfare 
of the independent States: she distrib- 
uted a circular letter asking the opinion 
of the conference on “the best way to 
educate our sons.” 
too modern for this Indian lady to inter- 
est herself in. Visiting England, she 
took her son to the industrial cities and 
walked the factories with him. Before 
returning to India he passed an exami- 
nation for a motor mechanic’s certifi- 
cate. Years afterward she had her 
grandson instructed in the science of 
aviation.

I have been reading some of the memoirs 
of the ex-Kaiser, now being published in 
THe Times.

Davis in his review this morning overlooked 
or intentionally failed to comment upon an 
obscure little passage which struck me as 
the most illuminating that I have seen. The 
author, in commenting upon the opposition 
which he had encountered from the English 
at the inception of German ambition for ex- 
pansion in China, uses the following expres- 
sion: ‘‘I complained of the treatment re- 
ceived from the English Government, which 
everywhere opposed German wishes, even 
such as were justified.’’ 

What an interesting light this throws upon 
the author’s point of view! Here is the head 
and leader of German culture, the expounder 
of national and international morality, and 
the one who claims to have devoted his life 
to the preservtion of peace in Europe, ‘natvely 
complaining that the English opposed not 
only the German wishes which were unjusti- 
fied, but those which were justified as well. 

I sometimes wonder to what! extent the 
world is still being made the victim of the 
type of statesmanship and diplomacy—the 
product largely of former generations—which 
is exposed by the philosophy embodied in 
this statement of the ex-Kaiser. 8.

By way of com- 
pensation, he now happens to be more vio- 
lently attacked than ever’ because of one 
of the best things he ever did. He put out 
the fire that Poincaré and Trotzky started, 
thereby saving a great deal of endangered 
property; and England begrudges him the 
cost of the fire extinguisher. 





This episode has some bearing on the demo- 
cratic control of foreign policy, which has 
succeeded the direct primary and the refer- 
endum and recall as the magic formula by 
which we shall be saved. The British Em- 
pire is a large, complicated and ‘delicate in- 
stitution. Whatever one may think of the 
methods by which it is created, it is doubt- 
ful if its collapse would be of advantage to 
very many of the peoples included in it; and 
least of all to the people of Great Britain. 
But the masses of that people display either 
a considerable disregard for imperial inter- 
ests, or, what amounts to the same thing, 
an entire lack of understanding of the meth- 
ods by which they must be safeguarded. And 
it is noticeable that some-of the people who 
most bitterly attacked Sir Edward Grey for 
failing to localize a war are just as bitter 
at Lloyd George, who succeeded in localiz- 
ing @ war. 





Nor have recent instances of democratic 
control of American foreign policy been very 
encouraging, though the results have been 
somewhat aggravated by the tendency of our 
politicians to follow the least intelligent frac- 
tion of public opinion when that opinion was 
divided. For example, the interallied debts. 
Whatever could or should be done about 
them—and the two questions are not neces- 
sarily the same—it may be doubted if much 
can be done under the restrictions imposed 
by Congress. And the Washington confer- 
ence, though this was not so much a case 
of democratic control as of the beating up 
of democratic support for a policy previously 
determined, showed that the public can easily 
be aroused to do away with the weapons 
of war, but has no particular interest in the 
removal of the causes of war.

As one used to say last year, the first trillion 
miles is the hardest. 





Besides, these progressive discoveriés ought 
to lead to less awe of the universe, because 
of the encouraging possibility that maybe it 
isn’t there. Light from its suburbs now 
reaching the earth started 400,000 years ago. 
For all we know, then, the greater part 
of the universe may have been abolished as 
a typographical error long before Mr. Wells’s 
friend, Old Man Neanderthal, came, down 
from the trees and began to scratch beside 
the fire. 





And if it should turn out that we have been 
awed by something that doesn’t exist, it 
wouldn't be the first time. David Hume had 
the right idea—once let Man get it through 
his head that nothing exists, not even him- 
self, and he will be able to emote with 


fluency and contemplate with some ease.

“THE PATHOS OF SMYRNA. 


Meeting the Problem of of the Starving. and 
Destitute of That Unhappy Land. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems superfluous to add ane more to 
the many appeals for help that are coming 
to us by air, sea and land for the sorely 
afflicted people of the Near East. When I 
venture to do so it is because I personally 
wish to fulfill an obligation which I took 
upon me on the eve of my departure from 
Smyrna in 1914. I know of no time more 
opportune than the present one. I shook 
hands with an old Armenian priest; he was 
of the real patriarchal type with a long white 
flowing beard. When I told him I was going 
to Mew York his eyes were shining. Through 
an interpreter he told me that he had heard 
a great deal about New York from his son, 
who one time was a policeman in New York 
City. *“We are very grateful,"’ he said, 
“for all the American people did for us in 
the past; I do not know what is going to 
happen to us next. but I am sure they will 
I promised him to deliver 
his message when the opportunity would 
offer itself. Here then it is, while we are 
confronted with one of the greatest tragedies 
in the history of the Near Hast—the con- 
flagration and massacre of Smyrna. The 
old priest may be dead, but his voice was 
the voice of the Armenian people and of all 
the Christian population of the Near East: 
they are believing in the heart of the Amer- 
ican people. 

Among the recollections of Smyrna there 
is one that stands out clearly in my mind. 
I walked through one of the biggest hospi- 
tals; the greatest part of it was according to 
present-day principles of hygiene and sani- 
tation; Europeon nurses had charge. But 
there was one wing far removed from this 
where no outsider was allowed to enter.’ I 
managed to get admission. I entered a long 
hall with on both sides corresponding rooms. 
I failed to find one Window; there was 
neither air nor light. A square hole above 
each door protected by iron bars was the 
thing nearest to a window. On the floor were 
crusts of bread and a drinking cup. In the 
darkness, which was almost complete, I saw 
an object moving on a couch and became 
aware that*here was a human being; in the 
next room the same condition, in the next 
one the same. I cannot remember ever 
having seen anything so revolting. * What 
could be the crime of these creatures thet 
they were there? My companion explained 
they were in a far advanced state of tuber- 
culosis or_other incurable conditions. |They 
were cast in a dungeon to die. It was the 
old pagan way to deal with misery: putting 
it out of sight and then regarding the prob- 
lem as solved, 

It is a fair representation of the plight of 
the Christian population in the Near East at 
the present time. In one of the churches in 
Smyrna I often read the inscription on the 
wall, the words of St. John the Divine to 
the Church of Smyrna many centuries ago: 
‘“‘Fear not the things thou art about to 
suffer; be faithful until death and I will 
give to thee the crown of life.’’ 

The crown of life we have not to dispose 
of, but to the sustenance of these people we 
all can contribute. Cable messages from the 
Near East Relief workers say 400,000 people 
are in need of food and clothing; and the 
ground is a breeding ground for pestilence. 
We are spending huge sums for building and 
improving hospitals for the incurables, be- 
cause we are a Christian nation and believe 
in the Golden Rule. 

What shall we do with the problem of the 
starving and destitute people of Smyrna? 
Shall we give it the place it is entitled to as 
a human problem? Or-shall we let it die in 
a little dark corner of our hearts? - Winter 
is near at hand; and our gifts, however 
small, might contribute to clothing a shiver- 
ing mother or feeding a starving babe; might 
shed a ray of light in a situation of dark-

Columbus, his younger son, and Barto-

With the Italians, Spanish, Portu- 
Suese, Jews and Armenians all claiming 
Columbus, the controversy about the 
discoverer of America is keener today, 
430 years later, than it has been’in any 
of the intervening years. 

The purposes of the voyage of Colum- 
bus are also burning subjects of con- 
troversy. Columbus was seeking only 
islands a short distance from the Cape 
Verde Island and had no notion of find- 
ing a new continent, or the coast of 
Asia, according to the American diplo- 
mat Henry Vignaud, one of the fore- 
most Columbian students, who shortly 
before his death published the final re- 
Sults of more than sixty years of re-| 
search on the subject. After discover- | 
ing America, Columbus invented the | 
theory that he had always intended to | 
discover it, according to Vignaud, and

Columbus Once “a Nusiance.’’ 


‘The Admiral’s glory is entirely pos- 
thumous; -his contemporaries found him 
a difficult and impracticable person who 
made himself a nuisance by his inces- 
sant complaints and his extravagant 
pretensions. After his death his name 
sunk almost into oblivion, but long after 
Ferdinand set himself to preserve the 
full story of his father’s achievements ! 
and to rescue his memory from the slurs | 
that had been cast upon it. The original 
Spanish version of this book was writ- 
ten about 1539 and was never published 
and has completely disappeared. It is 
known to us only in an italian version.”’ 

Regarding the accounts of the noble 
birth of Columbus, his education, his re- 
lationship with noted Admirals, in the 
old accounts of Columbus, Newton says: 

“The story was accepted with little 
question until the nineteenth century, 
when fresh investigations were under- 
taxen. At last, among the papers of 
the notaries of Genoa and the neighbor- 
ing town of Savona, the.true story of 
the family of Columbus was revealed by 
a series of unimpeachable documentary 
extracts relating to their legal actions 
over a long series of years. It may be 
summarized briefly and it will be seen 
that it completely explodes the. extrava- 
gant claims cited above.”’ 

After giving detail of the proofs of the 
Italian birth of Columbus, Mr. Newton 
discusses the work of Vignaud on the 
real purpose of the voyage of Columbus, 
and continues: 

“The €xpedition of 1492 had for its 
sole object the discovery of new islands 
in the Atlantic beyond the Cape Verde 
Islands, and according to the evidence 
of a member of the Commission to 
which Columbus’s proposals were sub- 
mitted for examination by Queen 
Isabella, they dealt only with the dis- 
covery of such islands. 


Aimed to Discover Islands. 


‘“‘'This evidence is confirmed by all 
those who took part in the expedition 
and all writers of the time until Her- 
rera, who published his works many 
years after. The contract between the 
Catholic Kings and Columbus makes no 
mention of the Indies and when they 
rewarded him for his services, they ©x- 
pressiy stated that it was for his dis- 
covery of new islands. Columbus him- 
self never mentioned Asia or the Indies 
before his return, but he always state 
that he wished to search for the islan‘s 
which he knew existed beyond the At- 
lantic.”’ 

His reasons for ‘‘ knowing "’ that such 
islar’ds existed may be found, it is said, 


lin a report that some navigator, known 


to Columbus had been shipwrecked and 
cast up on islands in the Atlantic. 


‘The story of the search for the 
|Indes,”” says Newton, ‘‘ was_ invented 
after the new islands were discovered 


and the scientific reasoning employed to 
support the practicability of the western 
route to Asia and the Spice Islands was 
only put together in 1493 or 1494, and 
then not upon the basis of wide learn- 
ing, but solely upon such facts as could 
be culled from one or two works of 
cosmography that had been published in 
he earlier years of the fifteenth cen- 
Such is the case for the prosecu- 
tion, and it is supported by an almost 
embarassing amount of evidence.”’

FABRIC TRIMMINGS LEAD. |PRT K'TRT) SELLING 


“Sausage Rolls’’ Return to Favor, 
With Other Tubings Liked. 


Trimmings made of materials continue 
to dominate the millinery mode, accord- 
ing to the current bulletin of the Retail 
Millinery Association of America, despite 
fact that choux-are disappearing. 


Draping remains very strongly in favor, 
;}and along with this inclination the thick 


| “sausage rolls" that appeared in the 


| late Spring are reviving. 

* Other fitted tubing novelties of vary- 
ing sizes are also seen,” the bulletin 
|} continues. “‘ These cords join to make 
}entire brims, either of spreading or 
|cuffing inelinations. They also braid 
themselves into tire brims, or shrink in- 
b small crépe loops for a brim. Then, 
|} too, they make entire hats of the new 
| beehive type. 
| ‘These rolls combine well with drape 
trims of metal cloth or of Paisley or of 
jcrépe in contrasting color. In fact they 
|; are very prolific in their variety. For 
| these and the drape trims long-headed

Among Latin-American countries Ar- 
| gentina ranks second as a market for 
paper and paper products made in the 
United States. elt is surpassed only by 


Cuba, but the latter country has been 
|regarded as part of the American do- 
| mestic market, and efforts to develop it 
| have been intensive. It is believed that 
if a corresponding effort to increase the 
trade with Argentina in this class of 
merchandise were put forth {it would re- 
sult in making that country one of the 
|} best customers, as, from the amount of 
paper consumed, it presents more possi- 
| bilities than any of the Letin-American 


nations. 

Newsprint is the principal kind of 
paper imported into Argentina, which 
has a total annual consumption of 40,000 
metric tons, practically all of which is 
imported. Most of this is consumed in 
the Federal District. and Province of 
Buenos Alres. 
| The next paper in demand is known 
|as ‘‘ papel para obras.’’ This is a ma- 
i chine finish with a high or supercalen- 
| dered book surface. It is sized for writ- 
ing purposes,-so that it can be used for 
either printing or writing. Papers made 
in the United States with a litho finish 
| and supercalendered are similar to this, 
but they would probably. require a 
slightly harder sizing. Practically all 
grades of machine finish and supercal- 
endered paper, hard sized for writing, 
would find a market. The local mills 
in Argentina make some very good 
grades, but the production is not suffi- 
| cient to meet the demand.

States to Karachi necessitates the trans- 
shipment of large quantities of freight 
at both British ports and Bombay, des- 
|tined to Karachi. On account of this 
transshipment the utmost care must. be 
taken in the packing of goods, for poor 
packing means loss of time, money and 
a market and delay in obtaining re- 
placements and repairs on account of 
breakage. Part of the German export- 
er’s appeal to the trade in India is 
packing that permits delivery of goods 
to the importer at Karachi in excellent 
condition. 

“The Karachi Chamber of Commerce 
complains that American exporters fail 
to stamp their export goods with the 
country of origin, which is in violation 
of the customs laws of India, and every 
violation of the law brings the imposi- 
tion of a fine. Importers of American 
textiles, -welry and tools have paid 
fines in several instances because of un- 
marked goods and lack of attention to 
details of this kind will work a distinct 
injury to our trade.’’

S a conscientious reviewer, I 
have always felt it to be my/ 


duty to study an author's E| 
} 


ace before reading his book, 

because this has often told 
me. what he thought about his own 
work. Of late, I have been impelled 
to go further back and to scan care- 
fully the blurb on the jacket, be- 
cause this revealed to me what the 
publisher thought about the book, or 
at least what he wanted me to be- 
lieve he thought. Hereafter I shall 
be forced te consider with equal at- 
tention the dedication, because this 
may haply shed light upon the 
author’s state of mind. I have found 
Mr. Thomas’s dedicatory letter both 
interesting and illuminating. As a 
man is known by the company he 
keeps, so an author stands disclosed 
by those to whom he dedicates his 
books. 

In this familiar epistle Mr. Thomas 
inscribes his autobiography. to a 
good friend of his who, as it hap- 
pens, is also a good friend of mine. 
This dedicatee is, even as I am, a 
book-reviewer; and Mr. Thomas 
makes no secret of his hope that the 
welcome compliment he has thus 
paid to the friend will tempt the 
bookreviewer to give his book ‘‘a 
good send off.” 


There is a story of General 
Custer at the head of a marching 
column on our American plains 
one day in the middle seventies. 
He suddenly threw up his hand 
after the manner of Western com- 
manders, gave a signal and moved 
sharply ‘‘ column right’’ over a 
rod or so, then resumed direction. 
Every pair of troopers, reaching 
the first angle, peered eagerly for- 
ward to see what had deflected the 
march. In the dried brush was 
the nest of a meadow lark. The 
bird was frightened and had flown; 
but the nest had four eggs in it. 

At the head of the marching 
column of reviewers your gesture 
has all the authority that Custer’s 
had with those troopers, and you 
have the same sympathetic appre- 
hension of possibilities. Many 
readers will immediately infer the 
low and defenseless character of 
my hopes and incubations. * * * 
And some critics are as gentle as 
cavalrymen. 

i submit that this puts the dedica- 
tee in an exceedingiy awkward pre- 
dicament, if he is a truly conscien- 
tious reviewer (and such I believe 
myself to be). It seems to me that 
Mr. Thomas might have gone about 
this business a little more cautiously, 
more surreptitiously, so to speak. 
As it is, he has spread the net in 


sight of the bird; and I have reason 
to believe that the reviewer is a 
downy old bird, not to be caught 
with a pinch of sugar. On the other 
hand, it must be admitted that there 
is nothing underhand about Mr.

common; we share many of each 
other’s opinions and ‘prejudices; we 
were both born on the banks of the 

Mississippi, and unless my memory 
is at fault, I happened to be in St. 
Louis on the Jan. 8, 1857, when 
Mr. Thomas made his first appear- 
ance. Moreover, we are both Amer- 
icans of the old-stock; and I have 
relished this autobiography especially 
because it is the record of a career 
which seems to me charecteristically 
American in its vartety and im its 
vicissitudes. Mr. Thomas is the dean 
of American dramatists; and at the 
end of this chronicle of his adven- 
tures amd experiences there is a com- 
plete catalogue of the plays he has 
produced, more than three-score of 
them, of which half a dozen abide 
among the outstanding successes of 
the American stage. Yet this sin- 
pie and sincere story of his life 
makes it plain that he has in hia 
time played many parts outside the 
theatre, and that he has been an ob- 
servant spectator of many men and 
many events which were dramatic, 
although unrelated to the art of 
acting. 

First of all, he was just a boy, liv- 
ing in the troublous time of the 
Civil War. His father was a friend 
of Abraham Lincoln, taking part in 
the organization of the Republican 
Party; and when the war broke out 
he raised a company which helped 
to keep Missouri in the Union. In 
1863-5 Mr. Thomas’s father man- 
aged a theatre in New Orleans in 
partnership with Ben De Bar; and 
he, the friend of Lincoln, was an 
even more intimate friend of John 
) Wilkes Booth. 

No passage in this book is mere 
| striking than that describing the 
| consequences of Lincoln’s assassina- 

tion by Booth. It was Frank P. 
| Blair whose influence brought about 
| the appointment of the eleven-year- 
old Augustus as a page in the Mis- 
souri Legislature. It was another 
friend of the elder Thomas who was 
able, two years later, to have the 
page boy promoted from the capiptal 
of Missouri to the capital of the 
United States. 

No experience of Augustus Thomas 
was more useful to him than his 
service in the House of Representa- 
tives and no chapter in this book 
has more value as a historical docu- 


again: 

The statesmen of that day were 
the successful soldiers of the 
earlier part of the same decade. 
In that historic Congress of re- 
construction there were more than 
a dozen faces with which I was 
aiready familiar by their portraits 
in the heavy album that stood on 
the little oval marble-topped table 
in the place of honor in grand- 
mother’s parior. Among those 
whom Ii soon* identified were Gen- 
erals Banks, Logan, Butler, 
Schenck, Garfield and Slocum. 


The page boy from Missouri had 
already acquired a knack of carica- 
ture; and a sketch of his, depicting 
Ben Butler reclining in a silver 
spoon, unfortunately fell into the 
hands of the member from Massa- 
chusetts. The juvenile artist was 
told to remain after the House ad- 
journed.

“General, this is the boy whe has 
been making those caricatures.’’ 


The General laid down his pen, 
looked up either at me or the door- 
keeper—he was very crosseyed— 
and, after an intimidating pause, 
rose to his feet. I watched both 
men. I won't pretend to interpret 
what passed between them. 

The silence was broken by Gen- 
eral Butler saying, ‘“‘Go to the 
cloakroom and bring me my hat 
and cloak.’’* 

His cloak was a military cape, 
not so large as some I knew; the 
hat was of the kind subsequently 
called the Hancock, because Gen- 
eral Hancock wore it long after it 
had been abandoned by others; a 
high, soft crown, with a stiff, 
sharp, uncurved brim of felt. The 
gentleman from Massachusetts took 
his hat, regarded me calmly for a 
mament, blew out his soft cheeks 
with a sudden puff, as John Drew 
does when making a comedy point, 
and then dropped the hat over my 
head with the brim resting on my 
shoulders. I can still revive the 
reeking bergamot with which it 
was redolent.

ROUGH-HEWN. By Dorothy Can- 
field. Harcourt, Brace € Co. $2. 


ROBABLY the most strongly 
marked characteristic of Mrs. 
Fisher’s novels is her interest 
in the common life of average 
men and women. Out of this 

interest she has distilled the distinc- 
tive qualities of her writing, the 
qualities which lend it both force 
and charm and a certain mature 
seriousness of outlook. Waat these 
qualities are is to be discovered as 
readily in ‘“‘ Rough-Hewn"’ as in 
“The Brimming Cup,” “‘ The Bent 
Twig ” or their predecessors. 

There is, for example, her abiding 
preoccupation with human relations 
in their normal course, with funda- 
mental emotions in their normal ex- 
pression. She has a feeling for the 
dignity of human experience, and 
it is the common humanity of her 
characters rather than their indi- 
viduality which interests her as an 
artist. However sharply she has 
drawn them, however true they are 
to the logic of their own existence, 
her characters are always in a meas- 
ure true to type; they are the type 
of folk in whom we recognize our- 
selves. In “‘ Rough-Hewn ” this is 
especially and deliberately the case, 
since the novel is essentially a study 
of character in genesis, the story of 
the childhood, youth and maturity 
of a man and a woman and of their 
attempts to orient themselves in life, 
to achieve some degree of control 
over their own destinies. 

The man, Neale Crittenden, Is the 
product of an average American 
family; he is, in the opening chap-

childhood and early youth Mrs. 
Fisher has given us a picture of 
family life, of the atmosphere of a 
typical American home unexcelled 
jn its truthfulness and poignancy by 
any recent novel. It is a picture 
drawn from memory with exquisite 
felicity; without sentimentality but 
with tremendous affection she has 
created the effect of life in terms 
of the emotional response of a boy 
and his parents to each other and 
to their home. Neale’s father and 
mother are very much in love with 
each other and devoted to their 
child; his mother, with the same 
magnificent intuition which lies at 
the roots of her love for her hus- 
band, understands and fosters the 
spirit of her son. Just as Neale ac- 
cepts his parents as people upon 
whom he may count, so he accepts 
his home as an enduring and perma- 
nent place of refuge, protective and 
enfolding and exceedingly responsive 
to his needs. With remarkable in- 
sight Mrs. Fisher has suggested the 
inner life of the modest household 
on Union Hill above Hoboken, of 
the boy’s half-conscious desire for 
privacy, of his dislike of having his 
emotions on public view, even be- 
fore his parents, of the fine tact 
which the parents exhibit in respect- 
ing the individuality of the child 
from his eartiest youth. Without 
thinking about it, but taking it very 
much for granted, Neale’s first as- 
sociations are entirely with his 
home; his earliest and most enduring 
loyalties are bound up in the life of 
the family: It is only in his early 
manhood that he learns at what 


his parents willingly subordinated 
the one passionately cherished hope 
of their own lives. 

We meet Neale first ag a young- 
ster playing on the streets of Union 
Hill; and because it immediately 
suggests the dominant attitude of 
the novel I quote the opening lines 
of the book which introduce him. 

In the Spring of 1893 Strindberg 
thad just published ‘‘ A Fool's Con- 
fession,"" D’Annunzio was em- 
ploying all the multicolored glory 
of his style to prove ‘* The 

Triumph of Death’’; Hardy was 

sombrely mixing on his palette the 
twilight grays and blacks and 
mourning purples of ‘‘ Jude the 

Obscure ’’; Nordau, gnashine his 
teeth, was bellowing ‘* Decadent ’’ 

at his contemporaries, who 

smirked a complacent acceptance 
of the epithet, * * * and all un- 
conscious of the futility and 
sordidness of the world Neale Crit- 
tenden swaggered along Central 

Avenue, brandishing his shinny 

stick. 


We follow Neale through boyhood, 
into youth and a preparatory school 
which trains his memory but neglects 
to teach him to think. His career 
in school is that of the average boy, 
an alternation of robust athletic 
training with a driving grind at un- 
inspired lessons; he makes his own 
discoveries of poetry and beauty in 
a normal and usual fashion, by being 
driven to books through sheer lack 
of any other occupation. And he un- 
consciously evolves certain notions 
about life, about the necessity of 
playing squarely, of good team-work,

and short-lived periodical. He took 
part in many amateur performances 
He got a job as freight clerk in a 
railroad office. He learned how to 
box and how to debate. He read 
and recited poetry. He went to the 
theatre as often as he could, and he 
has here set down his vivid recollec- 
tions of the galaxy of stars which 
ituminated the American theatre 
fifty years ago—Jefferson, Owens 
and Florence, Davenport, Murdoch 
and Booth, and the rest, famous 
then and now fading from memory. 
He became a member of the Knights 
of Labor (although not yet of age), 
and, because of his knowledge of 
parliamentary law, he way elected 
Master Workman of his Assembly. 
In time he was appointed Assistant 
Treasurer of Pope’s Theatre. He 
went on the stage as an actor; but 
this first venture had a fly-by-night 
brevity. Of course, he soon went out 
with another company, playing ai! 
sorts of parts and helping to patch 
up all sorts of plays. 

His first success as a playwright 
was with a dramatization of 
* Editha’s Burglan,’’ a one-act piay 
which he expanded later for Maurice 
Barrymore. In 1885 he became 
reporter on a St. Louis daily, and 
this job was directly beneficial to the 
future dramatist: 

When younger men have asked 
me what to do to fit themselves to 
write plays I have advised three 
pursuits: The study of good 
modern plays, both on the stage 
and printed; acting professionally 
for a while; reporting on a metro 
politan newspaper. The first two 
occupations explain their own re- 
lation to the business of playmak- 
ing. The reason for reporting is 
not so obvious; but the reporter 
learns news values, and the cli- 
matic situation for a play would 
be almost always a first-page 
story in a newspaper office. He 
also learns dialogue from his in- 
terviews and he learns character 
drawing in his daily work. 

It was because Mr. Thomas in his 
youth had seen life from many 
angles that he was able in his ma- 
turity to put life into his plays 
Walter Bagehot once went so far as 
to declare that, the trouble with 
most books is that their authors 
don’t know anything except how to 
write; they have seen little and done 
nothing. This is also Mr. Thomas’s 
opinion: 

As a rule the public is not inter- 
eated in a man who has written 
from books, and to write from life 
requires that some time should be 
spent in living it If there is 
somewhat in that statement that 
is depressing it is more than off- 
set by the fact that hardly any- 

thing happens to a man or woman 
during this probationary wait that 
is not directly or indirectly ser- 
viceable in the playhouse. Every- 
thing is fish that comes to that 
pond. 


I have outlined the story of Mr. 
Thomas's boyhood and youth and 
early manhood, and I find that I 
have left myself little space to deal 
with his later life after he had estab- 
lished his reputation as a dramatist. 
For that part of his career the reader 
must go to his own account, brisk 
in the telling, rich in anecdote, abun- 
dant in recollections of actors and 
actresses, and unfailingly fascinating 
by reason of the author's own 
pungent personality. In the second 
half of the book there is a gallery 
of deftly etched portraits of celeb- 
rities, and yet the most artistically 
delineated character is that of the 
author himself, all unconscious of his 
self-portraiture. 

The autobiographies of the drama- 
tists fill a five-foot shelf in my col- 
lection—Colman, Cumberland, Rey- 
nolds, Dibdin, Holcroft, Dunlap. 
Planché, to catalogue only a few. 
And no one of them all is more read- 
able or more valuable than the 
‘* Print of My Remembrance.” It is 
a book to be recommended to all 
playgoers, to all students of the art 
of playmaking, to al! aspiring play- 
wrights. The only fault I can find 
with it—and I see no necessity for 
finding any—is that it does not in- 
clude in an appendix the prefaces 
Mr. Thomas has written for half a 
dozen of his plays, prefaces in which 
he analyzed his processes in com- 
posing them, as Bronson Howard 
did in his “ Autobiography of a 
Play" and as Corneille did in his

Here is how the French Ambassa- 


dor sums up Rasputin: 

I have often heard the question 
discussed as to whether Rasputin 
is sincere in his claim of posses- 
sing supernatural gifts, or whether 
he is at bottom no more than an 
impostor and charlatan. And al- 
most always I found opinion di- 
vided, for the *‘ staretz"’ is full of 
contrasts, incoherencies, peculiari- 
ties 

As for me, I do not doubt of his 
absolute sincerity. He could not 
possibly exert such a fascination 
people were he not person- 
ally convinced of his extraordinary 
gifts. His own faith in his mystic 
power is the principal factor in 
the influence which he exerts. He 
himself is the first to be duped 
by his verbiage and practices; the 
most that can be said on the other 


over 


side is that he adds a bit of the 
methods of a quack. * * * 
And, after all, how could Ras- 
putin fail to believe that an ex- 
ceptional power emanates from 
him? Every day he finds proofs 


of it in the credulity of those 
about him. Whenever, in order 
to impose his whims upon the Em- 
press, he pretends to be inspired 
by God, the immediate obedience 
which she yields him proves to 
him the truth of his claim. Thus 
the reciprocally exert suggestion 
upon each other. 


Referring to the differences be- 
tween the ascendenmcy of the red 
monk over the Czarina and the in- 
fluence exerted by him over the 
Czar, M. Paléologue writes: 

Alexandra Feodorovna (the Czar- 
ina) lives, in so far as Rasputin 
is concerned, in a sort of hypnotic 
trance. No matter what opinion 
he expresses, what wish he formu- 
lates, she acquiesces and obeys at 
once; the ideas suggested to her 
by him implant themselves in her 
brain without arousing the slight- 
est opposition 

With the Czar, however, this 
submission is far less passive, far 
less complete. He believes, to be 
sure, that Gregory is a “* Bojy 
tchelloviek,” a “ man of God,"’ but 


he preserves, nevertheless, in his 
relations with him, a good part 
of his freedom of judgment; 
never does he yield to Rasputin 
immediately 

This relative independence as- 
serts itself especially when the 
‘ starete” meddies in political 
mattera. On such occasions Nich- 
olas Il. becomes silent and re- 
served; he eludes embarrassing 
questions he postpones decisive 
answers; in every case, he never 


submits without long internal de- 
bate, in which his own judgment 
often prevails 

3ut in moral and religious mat- 
ters the Emperor is deeply influ- 
enced by Rasputin and draws 
from him much strength and 
calm. 

On one occasion, says M. Paléo- 
logue, the Czar expressed himself 
thus to an afde-de-camp concerning 
Rasputin : 


I cannot explain why Prince Or- 
loff was so bitter against Raspu- 
tin; he never ceased speaking ili 
of him and repeating that my 
friendship with Rasputin was of 
evil omen. The opposite is true. 
Why, whenever I feel worried or 
doubtful, whenever something has 
gone wrong, all I need do is talk 
five minutes with Gregory in order 
to feel fortified and reassured im- 
mediately. He slways tells me 
what I stand in need of hearing. 
And I feel the effect of his good 
words for weeks afterward.

Even as far back as September, 
1915, the Ambassador notes in his 
diary that he had received informa- 
tion that Lenin and his defeatist 
propaganda were making great head- 
way among the better educated ele- 
ments of the working class. 

As the Summer of 1916 drew to 
ward its end, the Russia of the 
Czars showed more and more clearly 
that its collapse was at hand. 
Gloom and ugly forebodings became 
more and more the keynote of the 
French Ambassador’s diary.

The shadow of Rasputin fell ever 
more darkly over Imperial Russia's 
agony.

HIS, certainly the finest of | 
Miss Alice~Brown’s novels, is | 
a powerful and incisive study | 
of character under the im-j| 
pact of circumstance. It is} 
a curtousty subtle book which, | 
although contriving an effect of ex- 
treme simplicity, is none the less; 
deeply reoted in a complicated pat- | 
tern of human nature at odds with | 
itself and its environment. ** Old | 
Crow ” is likely .o be greatly — 
as a story of New Engiand life. But 
recognition of its authenticity to} 
New England should not exclude | 
from our consideration the greater! 
significance of its relevance to} 
human experience everywhere. 

In at least one of its elements 
** Old Crow ” has the accent of truth 
to experience in its most broadly 
generalized aspect. This element is 
the poetic and moving story of Tira. 
The figure of Tira, as Miss Brown 
has conceived her, is one of the 
eternally tragic figures of literature, 
the natively pure woman whose 
beauty makes men desire her and 
‘who is inevitably destroyed by the 
passion which she has aroused. Tira 
is a New England Tess of the D’Ur- 
bervilles or Rose Bernd; she is in- 
tegrally a product of New England 
as Tess is of Wessex or Rose of 
Silesia, but, like them, she is a 
universal type, and her tragedy, 
modified as it is by the complicity 
of her environment, has the effect 
of an enduring statement concern- 
ing human relations If Miss 
Brown’s treatment of the theme 
moves us as poetry, it moves us 
also as drama. There is brilliant, 
poignant characterization of the 
three men whose relationship to Tira 
determines her fate—Eugene Martin, 
whose lust betrayed her and who 
haunts her with inexorable malig- 
nity, her husband, Israel Tenney, 
and John Raven who protects her 
body and fosters her spirit. 

In creating the character of Israel 
Tenney, Miss Brown has probed 
searchingly into the soil of New 
Engiand. Tenney is the final term 
of a long ancestry of physically 
driven: and emotionally starved 
farmers. whose feeling was released 
in a religious fanaticism whose chief 
characteristic was its cruelty. He} 
is weak, passionate, exalted by the} 
stern doctrine of his faith, and a 
streak of madness corrupts his 
spirit. With exquisite insight Miss 
Brown reveals the progressive dis- 
integration of his character, his 
doubts as to the parentage of his 
child, his brooding jealousy and fits 
of violence, bis balked animal pas- 
sion expressing itself in religious 
frenzy, his ultimate collapse into 
ferocity and his remorse. Tenney 
is such a figure as might conceiva- 
bly be found on some lonely New 
Hampshire farm, tortured equally by 
life and by faith, isolated among men 
by the very intensity of his repres- 
sion.

and of her husband from himself, in| 
to him, 
uncontaminated by her increasing 
contempt, Miss Brown has distilled 
all the austerity and all the pathos 
that a poet Uke Robert Frost has 
taught us to see beneath the sur- 
face of countryside life in New Eng-/ 
land. And she has used much art| 
in her telling of the story. Only a 
capable artist would have deter- 
mined that we should learn of Ten- 
ney’s murder of his child from his} 
own lips, and only such an artist 
would have found it inevitable that 
Tira should go to her death clinging 
to the lie that she had accidentally | 
suffocated her baby. } 

The story of Tira, although it is/ 
the most significant and profoundly | 
moving element in the novel, is only 
contributory to the main theme as/j 
Miss Brown has written it. That} 
main theme is a man’s search for} 
God and his discovery of a reading 
of life. John Raven, middle-aged 
and wealthy, returns from Red 
Cross work in France to find a] 
world unchanged by heroism or! 
tragedy. Out of his disillusion 
comes the project of retiring from 
his active connections with society 
and seeking peace on his old oem | 
in the New Hampshire hills. How 
this project focuses upon him not | 
only the forces of heredity but the 
fundamental oppositions existent in 
his own character, and how the con- 
verging of these influences enables 
him to recapture his control over 
experience is the specific concern of 
the novel. There is a magnificent 
technique to be observed in the way 
in which Miss Brown has carried 
her story backward as well as for- 
ward into life. She shows Raven 
under the compulsion of two people, 
& man and a woman, both of whom 
have died before the opening of the 
story, both of whom, nevertheless, 
have an existence as real as that of 
any characters who enter into it. 
Anne Hamilton who befriended him 
in youth, whose exquisite gentility 
exhausted his gratitude when she 
found herself unable to capture his 
love, attempts to chain John Raven 
to her after death as she had dur- 
ing her life. The relations between 
Anne and John Raven are handled 
with beautiful irony, and there is a 
great deal of dissective insight in 
Miss Brown's analysis of Raven’s 
response to the ubiquitous kindnesses 
through which Anne’s egoiam found 
expression, to the crowning irony of 
her bequest, to the gradually dawn- 
ing realization that he can secure an 
enduring freedom from her. In the 
story of the dead man who so great- 
ly influences John Raven, his hermit 
uncle, nicknamed * Old Crow” by 
the neighboring farmers, is the par- 
sliel of Raven’s own stor,. And 
Raven, tike his disillusioned and ag- |} 
nostic uncle, achieves faith through 
the belief of another in him. 

If it were necessary to compare 
the mood and the quality of Miss

Like the mjoyntaineers of Tennes- 
see, the wemanfelk of the dwellers 
in the Great Marsh trayei little, ex- 
cept to the Saturday night bailes on 
the shrimp. platforms, or to the 
home of some neighbor, possibly 
twenty miles away. When the 
women do get an opportunity to 
leave their homes for a journey to 
the home of some relative ip one of 
the towns, they travel ‘aiways by 
packet or by the passenger-carry- 
ing motor boats, which also ply on 
more or less regulas schedules 
through the marsh. 

The men, however, do not like the 
packet, and when they are called 
by some business to the cities, they 
make their own way in their own 
boats, the more fortunate ones in 
mutor craft; those who do not own 
such pretegtious boats, in their 
skiffs, or even in their pirogues 
and the Indian in his birchbark 
canoe was never one-half so clever 
as Jean or Alec or Alphonse in his 
pirogue.

dreds of tons of shrimp are boiled 
and dried each year for shipment to 
China and Japan and for limited sale 
in the United States. It is the rule 
of these platforms that every Satur- 
day night they shall be swept clean 
of all the dried shrimp, for not a 
man in the marsh will work on Sun- 
day. In passing, it might be said 
that he will not work any other day 
if there is bacon, cornmeal and salt 
in the house. On at least one of 
these platforms—which are often 30¢ 
feet long by 100 feet wide, built of 
rough but close-laid planking, out 
over water often 20 feet deep—there 
is a dance every Saturday night, 
“ cep'in’ w’en de rain he falls.’’ 
Like children to a Maypole, these 
grown-up youngsters of the marsh 
flock to the shrimp platform desig- 
nated for the dance, in their motor 
boats they come, bringing ail their 
families, from grandfather and 
grandmother to the latest, baby, 
through winding bayous, down nar- 
row streams and across snallow 
lakes, bearing food for the family for 
the trip and for the night on the 
shrimp platform. Then dis‘ance 
means nothing to the man of the 
marsh, for, in order to the 
largest crowds possible, invitations 
had been given to ali the world at 
the last dance the previous Saturday 
night, and, by word of mouth, this 
invitation has been carried often i100 
miles from the platform on which the 
next dance is to be held. . Scattered 
as the cabins of these marsi dwellers 
are, it seems to me that the average 
of their trips on Saturday after- 
noons, and sometimés all day Satur- 
day, in order to reach the platform 
on time, must be rather more than 
twenty-five milgs, ranging from five 
to seventy-five or a hundred miles.

OTHING that is devised 
man remains the same.

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“Who Gave

Namer”

S an innocent hystander, have 
you never attended a chris- 
tening where you wished that 
somebody, braver than your- 
self, would rise in might and 

protest the name or names—N or M 
—foisted upon that poor little child? 
No wonder the babe weeps; it is 
meet and right for him so to do. 


The bestowal of foolish names 
upon the young and helpless has 
ever been a failing of parents. 
Worthy old Archbishop Peckham, 
who obit way back in 1202 A. D., 
thought it expedient to issue a 
Warning that ‘* Minister shall take 
care not to permit wanton names 


to be giver to children baptized; and 
it otherwise it be done, same shall 
be changed by the Bishop at con- 
firmation.'" What would his Wor- 
ship have said, I wonder, had he sat 
{in judgment in the case of Governor 
Hogg of Texas, who called one twin 
daughter ** Ima,”’ the other, 
“ Ura’'? But one never hears that 
the girls themselves took any ex- 
ception in later years; probably be- 
cause they were tvo thankfu! in the 
Possession of a papa with a sense 
of humor. 

** Name,”’ defines the dictionary, 
** One or more words to distinguish 
a particular individual.”’ Early in 
the history of the world it was 
recognized as a convenient thing to 
have some sort of label attached to 
one’s self. Genesis tells us 
Adam oocupied his bachelor days in 
naming the animals as they passed 
by~—the Hairy Mammoth, the Sabre- 
Tooth Tiger, the Woolly Rhinoceros, 
and all the rest But seemingly the 
task wearied him, for, married, he 
neglected to bestow any name at «lil 
upon his helpmeet until after their 
expulsion from Eden I find my- 
self wondering how they managed 
in the interim; probably, en téte-d- 
téte with Eve in the garden, Adam 
addressed her familiarly and fore- 
handedly as “ Mama’; and, talking 
about her to the animals, spoke of 
his wife us ‘‘ She "'; thereby estab- 
lishing a precedent that all succeed- 
ing generations of Adams have fol- 
lowed. 


By the Common Law of England 
a person's legal name consists of 
one Christian name and one sur- 
name, with the -exception of mem- 


bers of the royal families, who sign 
by their baptismal names only. But 
of these latter, such a muchness is 
supplied by the royal sponsors in 
baptism that no little Prince or 
Princess need long harbor resent- 
ment at not being likewise ‘‘ Smith "’ 
or “‘ Jones,’’ like common little chil- 
dren are. . 

A Christian name—this is snitched 
bodily from the encyclopedia, where 
you could Jook it up just as well as 
I—the name given to a person on 
baptism into.the Church dates back 
to the early history of the Church. 
Possibly the practice of giving a 
name on baptism was imitated from 
the prior Jewish custom of giving 
name at circumcision. 
During the reign of Henry V. (1413- 
1433), pursuant to the so-called 
Statute of Additions, many persons 
who had not previously adopted sur- 
names became known by the name 
of their occupation, place of resi- 
dence or other characteristic. 
George, the Smith, became George 
Smith; John of Wessington became 
John Wessington. A century later, 
by. the time of Good Queen. Bess, 
everybody nice or not so nice wus 
expected to bear some .sort of sur- 
name. 

According to long-established An- 
glo-Saxon law and custom a wife 
bears the surname of her husband; 
children, of their father. Last

While the 
Common “Law of England has always 
permitted a man to change his hame 
in good faith and for an honest pur- 
pose, without further ado, in order 
that legal sanction may be obtained 
for the new name, and establish the 
latter as a matter of public record, 
many jurisdictions provide for court 
proceedings. According to the New 
York law, such a petition for change 
of‘name should state the name, age 
and residence of the person, the 
name he wishes to assume, and, it 
seems, also whether he is married, 
whether there are any judgments 
against him, and whether there is 
any commercial paper outstanding 
in the old name. After the pro- 
cedure has beén complied with ‘‘ the 
petitioner shall on and after the day 
specified for that purpose in the 
order be known by the name which 
he is thereby authorized to assume, 
and by no other name.’’ 

The case of Smith vs. United 
States Casualty Company (197 N. 
X¥, 420) decided once for all that our 
statutes’ providing for legal pro- 
cedure in changing one’s name are 
merely permissive, not mandatory, 
and that the old common law rule 
still holds, permitting a man to 
change his name at will.

In one application for change of 
name that came up in the City 
Court the petitioner asked meekly 
enough to curtail his patronymic, 
which ended in ‘' owsky,’” to one 
shorter, and, he argued, less diffi- 
cult to pronounce.

Another time, when a. young 
woman sought for authority to 
adopt the surname which her 
brothers, with whom she made her 
home, had already legally assumed, 
the Court said ‘‘ No,’’ and gra- 
tuitously threw in the suggestion 
that the best way for a woman to 
change her name was to get mar- 
ried. 

One young volunteer in our service 
during the World War was denied 
the privilege of cutting off. the Ger- 
man-flavored ‘‘ baum" from his 
name, because, forsooth, said the 
Court, his commendable conduct 
under his country’s flag was bound 
to reflect honor upon any name he 
bore. 

What happens to the disgruntled 
applicants who have been turned 
away from the courtroom, motion 
denied? For such there still re- 
mains recourse to the practice of the 
old common law. If they are firm in 
their aspirations to become Pilan- 
tagenets or Vanderplunks, let them 
get some new calling cards, change 
the monogram on the limousine, and 
enter their sons at Harvard under 
the new name.

The ear- 
liest pieces in the collection were 
woven in Flanders at the beginning 
of the fifteenth century; the latest 
at the beginning of the. nineteenth 
in Russia.

There is no record of any exhibi- 
tion of tapestries which equaled this 
one in its completeness and quality. 
The nearest approach was the 
famous Brussels exhibition of 1910. 
But the Brussels exhibition included 
only Flemish tapestries. It is doubt- 
ful whether a selection of tapestries 
from the Louvre, South Kensington 
and the Kaiser Frederich collections 
would cover the field so completely. 
There are special collections of ex- 
ceptional merit, such as the Gothic 
tapestries in the Cathedral of An- 
gers, the Early Renaissance pieces 
in the Prado, and the Flemish seven- 
teenth and French eighteenth cent- 
ury pieces in the Austrian State col- 
lection. But the complete develop- 
ment of the art of tapestry weaving 
is betterr epresented today in San 
Francisco than anywhere else. 
There the work of France, of Filan- 
ders, of Switzerland, of Engiand, 
Spain and Russia is unfolded in a 
geries of tapestries almost a half 
mile long.

By a 
painstaking search of contemporary

In an extensive introduction Dr. 
Ackerman has justified the exhibi- 
tion’s special emphasis on Gothic 
tapestries, which, she argued, is 
tho greatest tapestry of all time not 
merely because it inherited from 
Gothic architecture and allied influ- 
ences a superb decorative tradition, 
but because the quality and spirit of 
the age coincided with the esthetic 
and material conditions of the art 
itself.

tion. According to Dr. Ackerman, 
‘* it is Mat and so does not violate 
the structural straightness of the 
wall by bulging out in high model- 
ing. Moreover, it gives a broad, 
strong effect that can carry well 
across a considerable space. Finally, 
it permits both of adaptation in atti- 
tude and gesture to the needs of the 
story and of the easy, flowing lines 
that can reshape themselves to the 
changing folds of a textile, a 
quirement of fundamental impor- 
tance in tapestry. Sithouette is thus 
the basis" Uf sound tapestry design. 
It reached its most perfect develop- 
ment in Gothic tapestry, because 
tapestry, like all the other arts of 
design in the Middle Ages, was de- 
rived from architecture and at its 
inception controlled by it. The 
original conception of the graphic 
arta was the delineation on a flat 
surface of sculpture * * * 680 
the painted figures were heavily 
outlined silhouettes in a few broad 
planes with the poise and restraint 
essential to sculpture. These early 
statuesque figures, familiar in the 
primitive manuscript illuminations 
and stained-glass windows, had by 
the time tapestries reached their 
zenith been modified by a fast- | 
awakening naturalism.

tide was ebbing slowly when a sec- 
ond inrush from the East, incident | 
to the Fall of Constantinopie. in 
1453, lifted it again. The art of tap- 
estry was especially sensitive to this 
second Byzantine influence. The in-/| 
dustry was at its height, the demand 
prodigious, the prices paid enormous, 
the workers highly skilled. Tapestry 
was ready to assimilate any relevant 
contribution. It took from the By- | 
zantine some of the formality, the 
thickness of elaborate drapery, the 
conventionalizations of types and the 
rigidity of drawing that had para- 
lyzed the art of Byzantium, but that 
in tapestry enhanced the architec- 
tural character and so constituted a 
real addition to the style. The ten-

The catalogue is indispensable to 
any one interested in tapestries. It 
is superbly printed and well illus- 
trated. A novel and interesting 
feature tg the map drawn by Arthur 
Upham Pope. It is executed in 
strict Gothic style with the city flags 
and coats of arms of the main tapes- 
try-producing centres, the cities 
drawn in silhouette, with caravels 
and sea monsters and other quaint 
devicés that help to convey some- 
thing of the spirit of the time. 

The exhibition and the catalogue 
constitute an impressive demonstra- 
tion of the artistic importance of 
tapestries in general and Gothic 
tapestries in particular. Here all 
can see visible proof of what the 
wise have long known, that in Gothic 
tapestries we find a perfect realiza- 
tion of the possibilities of the ma- 
terial medium, a _ well-nigh com- 
plete fulfillment of the ideals inher- 
ent In the art itself, that has rarely 
been equaled in the whole history of 
man’s esthetic endeavors.

George Gray Barnard, who 
asked: ‘* Why cannot we of the New 
World, the new epoch, grasp the fact 
that one of our own children comes 
endowed with the sacred fire of in- 
tuition, holding forth to us, not the 
copies of dying Greek art or dead 
Rome, but the living laws within the 
human body?" 

A nature less assertive than was 
the subject of all these personal re- 
sponses to her appeal might have 
withered under the sheer weight of 
artistic responsibility. Miss Duncan 
wanted to tell the world and teach it. 
“If the Crown Prince of Ger- 
many,” she exclaimed not long since, 
“ had learned before his sixth year 
to dance to the music of Beethoven's 
* Ode to Joy,’ instead of being per- 
mitted to play with toy soldiers, the 
World War might have been 
averted.’' That war found the cancer 
back in Europe, where her school 
near Paris was converted into a ha» 
pital. Last year the plieht of the 
Russian people aroused her sym- 
pathy, and she—characteristically 
and literally—flew there. to intro- 
dueed her dancing as & wenmare work 
among the children of Mqacow, 

A thousand children were placed 
under her tutelage by the Soviet 
Government, some of wham. from 7 
to 14 years old, were recently an- 
nounced to accompany her present 
“ Farewell " American tour. In order 
to avoid legal entanglements in tak- 
ing them across two continents, Miss 
Duncan was officially made their 
guardian. A surprising fact waa that 
four of these children were born in 
America and lived here until the 
overthrow of the late Caar, when 
their parents saw the opportunity to 
return to Ruasiqa without fear of po- 
litical persecution, Two others of the 
dancer’s new protégés were born in 
Germany, the rest in Russia. ‘‘ Here, 
in the melting pot of developing 
minds,” she said, “ will simmer the 
best instincts of sturdy nations and 
races, to which, when their material 
growth is again on the increase, 
their representatives now full-grown 
shall return to revitalize the arts.”

the war. The explanation is, of 
course, the rise in price The vol-j| 
ume of goods is still smaller. But 
summing up the whole situation, 
we are left with the surprising fact 
that despite all her trouble Britain 
is now lending money abroad at the 
rate of $1,000,000,000 a year. It is| 
an exported investment of capital al- 
most equal to that of the United 
States herself. If figures mean any- 
thing, this figure means that as a 
nation as well as a Government 
Britain is again saving money and 
replacing resources. While taxation 
has increased, so have the higher 
incomes. In 1914 the number of 
persons receiving more than $25,000 | 
and less than $50,000 a year was 
9,020. Last year it was 15,904. 
For incomes between $50,000 and 
$500,000 a year the number in 1914 
was 4,908. Last year it was 9,426. 
Above $500,000 doilars the number 
of incomes in 1914 was 80, while last 
year it was 169. For some of this 
growth in large incomes the infia- 
tion of currency, now arrested, has 
been to some extent responsible, bul 
with the sovereign almost back to 
gold it does not suggest bankruptcy.

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MUSIC IN FOREIGN LANDS 


ITH much enthusiastic comment, 

y y Vienna newspapers report the 
receipt by the Austrian Theatre 
Association of the prodigious sum of 78,- 
000,000 crowns, which at the time was 
the exchange value of $1,000, as a gift 
from two of its members, Dr. Schipper 
and Rudolf Bandler, opera singers then 
on tour in South America. The donors 
merely stipulated that their gift should 


be used to help take care of the needy 
members of the association and their 
families. 





A recent report, which said that Frau 
Cosima, Wagner was. seriously ill in 
Baireuth, is denied in correspondence 
from Munich.

| PLAN SAFER AIRPLANES 


the present time there are said to 
| A ws approximately 1,400 airplanes 

flying in the United States for 
eivillan passenger and freight carrying. 
During the month of August there are 
probably more airplanes in the air at 
fone time than at any other season of 
the year, according to the Chairman of 
| the Aeronautics Executive Organization. 
j/It, therefore, is understandable that 
| there should be more accidents during 
that season. An authority on flying has 
recently given out the following figures 
Co its commercial development: 








‘‘ During the year 1921 there were 
twenty-five established aircraft com- 
panies operating from 500 to 600 two 


| and three place machines; 130,736 flights 
were made, covering 2,907,245 miles and 
carrying 122,512 passengers. There were 
in all only twenty-four 
which three were due to stunting, which 
should be forbidden; two to carelessness 
on the ficld which could have been 
avoided and one to storm. Not a single 
person, padinger or pilot, lost his life 
In straight commercial flying. With 
Federal regulation, controlling stunting 
and enforcing proper field policing and 
protection, it is believed certain that 
most of these fatalities would have been 
avoided. 

‘*At the very top of the list of gov- 
ernmental needs we place Federal ex- 
amination and licensing of pilots. Dur- 
ing the war more than 17,000 young men 
were trained to fly. The knack of flying 
cannot be retained perpetually without 
practice, nor can it be maintained at a 
high degree of competency without reg- 
ular examination on a common standard 
of all flying throughout the United 
States. The same is true of aerial navi- 
gators. Both pilot and navigator (many 
times they are identical) are of equal 
importance in safeguarding the travel- 
ers by air.’’ 

Proposals for regulations which would 
minimize aircraft accidents are, as 
brought out by certain aeronautical in- 
vestigators: 

Federal rather than State laws; estab- 
lishment of a number of important 
fields in key cities under the direction 
of the local Chamber of Commerce. each 
one with an inspector; checking of each 
plane as it starts off Sr lands and thor- 
ough inspection of aircraft.and pilot; 
clear marking of flelds; broadcasting by 
radio across the country of weather con- 
ditions; posting of weather bulletins on 
rach field; erection of night beacons, 
‘nd strict Licensing.

About twenty miles below Sandy Hook 
one is greeted with a beautiful sight, a 
veritable Saragossa sea—four miles of 
exceedingly wonderful coloring — oil, 
sludge, tar and bilge water resting on 
the ocean. It is steadily increasing and 
defiles everything it touches.

to fish, wild fowl, health and sanitation. | 


In many instances it creates a fire 
hazard of momentous proportions. Shell 
food and fish, as well es wild fowl, are 
destroyed to such an extent that in some 
localities the health authorities will not 


permit this sort of food to be taken from |

CHAPTER X. 
THE OUTBREAK OF WAR 


FTER the arrival of the news of 
the assassination of my friend, 
the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, 
I gave up going to Kiel for the 
Tegatta week and went back 

home, since I intended to go to Vienna 
for his funeral, But I was asked from 
there to give up this plan. Later I 
heard that. one of the reasons for this 
Was consideration for my personal safe- 
ty; to this I naturally would have paid 
no attention. 

Greatly worried on account of the turn 
which matters might now take, I de- 
cided to give up my intended journey to 
Norway and remain at home. The Im- 
perial Chancellor and the Foreign Office 
held a view contrary to mine and 


wished me to undertake the journey, as 


they considered that it would have a 
quieting effect on all Europe. Fora 
long time I argued against going away 
from my country at a time when the 
future was so unsettled, but Imperial 
Chancellor von Bethmann told me, in 
short and concise terms, that if I were 
now to give up my travel plans, which 
were already widely known, this would 
make the situation appear more serious 
than it had been up to that moment

Admiral von-Tirpitz’s tremendous suc-

The clear world- 
vision acquired by him as a traveled 
sailor, well-acquainted with foreign 
parts, qualified Tirpitz to make quick 
decisions, which his fiery temperament 
wished to see translated promptly into 
action. . 

The opposition and slowness of offi- 
cialdom irritated him greatly. <A certain 
tendency to distrust, perhaps strength- 
ened by many an experience, often mis- 
led him to harbor suspicion—sometimes 
justified, sometimes not—against indi- 
viduals. This caused a strong tinge of 
reserve in Tirpitz’s ‘character and 
*““hampered. the joyful workings of the 
heart " in others. He was also capable 
of bringing to. bear new views on a mat- 
ter with great decision, when, after re- 
newed reflection or study of new facts, 
he had aitered his previous view. This 
made working with him not always ex- 
actly agreeable. or easy. The tremen- 
dous results of his achievements, of 


which he was justly proud, gave him a 
consclousneag of the. power of his per- 


war, for which I might be held respon-

Upon my arrival at Potsdam I found | 
the Chancellor and the Foreign Office | 
in conflict with the Chief of the General 
Siai™ since Genera! von Moltke was of 
the opinion that war was sure to break 
out, whereas the other two stuck firmly | 
to their view that things would not get 
to such a bad pass, that there would be 
gome way of avoiding war, provided I 
did not order mobilizatieon.

“For Automobiles Costing More Than $2,000, British Owners Prefer 
a4 Home-Made Vehicles, Says Sir William Letts— 
Surprised at Number of Cars Here. 
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ye WILLIAM L?rs, who ac- 
mitted at the St. Regis Hotel last 
week that he had been actively 
identified with the British auto- | 
mobile industry since 1899, has| 
been.making a tour of inspection of | 
motor conditions in this country, in ad- 
dition to attending as a delegate from 
the British Sulgrave Institution the va- 
rious dinners and other functions given | 
by the American and English members 
of the Sulgrave Institution. His voyage 
home late this month will complete his | 
twenty-second round trip to America, | 
and practically all of those visits were 
undertaken to study automotive condi- 
tions here and note the constant changes 
of progress in the American industry. 

“* Every time I come over here,’’. said 
Bir William, ‘‘I am impressed at the 
number of cars, not only in the cities, 
but in the country sections as well. You 
Americans have gone far ahead of us in 
Tecognizing the utility value of the motor 
Vehicle. I have been surprised on this 
visit, as never before, at the numbcr 
of cars in use. In all of the large cities 
fn which I have been, the absence of 
horses on the streets is a most strik- 
fing feature. ~In the principal business 
thoroughfares of New York City a horse | 
fs a rarity. It is not so in London, 
where, notwithstanding the steady in- | 
erease in motor vehicles, horses are | 
still numerous.”

|Comments on the Other Side of the Question of Reported 
Discourtesies to Tourists and Overcharges 
Against Their Pocketbooks. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times; 

I have read with surprise and regret 
the reports of returned travelers that 
have beens published in recent issues of 
Tue New York-Trws, to the effect 
that Americans in Europe are treated 
with insolence, and are overcharged at 
hotels and kt the Passton Play at Ober- 
ammergau,. 1 visited Europe this Sum- 
mer in. order to attend certain confer- 
ences to which I.was a delegate. My 
duties took me to England,. Belgium, 
Germany, Denmark and Sweden. Bvery- 
where we were treated with perfect 
courtesy and. consideration. This. was 
true not only in the conferences with 
the leading Christian men of Hurope 
but on trains, streets, and in shops and 
hotels. Not a trace of discourtesy was 
mafiifested anywhere. 

Arriving at Munich after midnight, the 
hotel manager not only courteously ex- 
pressed regret that my telegram for a 
room had not been received and that 
travelers for Oberammergau had com- 
pletely filled his rooms, but he actually 
spent nearly half an hour at the tele- 
phone in our behalf, calling up hotel 
after hotel until he finally secured ac- 
commodations for us, and then he di- 
rected his porter to see that we and 
our luggage were taken there, As for 
Swedes, of whose “" insolence”’ 
your correspondents sharply complains, 
I can only say that during our three- 
weeks’ stay in Sweden we experienced 


a kindliness and abundance of hospi-| 
tality that will always be a delightful | 


memory. I wonder whether there was 
something in the manner of the com- 
plaining travelers to account for the 
treatment of which they complain. 
any rate, it is most unjust and deeply 
regrettable at this time of international 
delicacy to give America the impression 
that an American visitor in Kurope, 
who conducts himself as a gentleman

That this process is actually going on 
under the direction of the Iinter-racial 
Commission is brought out clearly in 
your article on ‘' Kace Co-operation,” 
and instances can be duplicated many 
times and in every State in the South. It 
might interest your readers to note a 
few of these. 

At the call of Governor Morrow, three 
years ago we held our first State Inter- 
racial Conference in Louisville. Dele- 
ates, white and colored, were present 
rom every section of the State. The 
spirit of unrest, suspicion and bitterness 
on the part of the colored people was 
the outstanding characteristic..of the 
conference. A year ago the second State 
Inter-racial Conference was held. This 
conference was characterized by an ab- 
sence of bitterness and suspicion on the 
part of the colored people. This change 
of attitude can be accounted for by the 
fact that during the year the negroes 
of Kentucky kad come in contact with 
their white friends around the confer- 
ence table, had thrashed out their dif- 
ferences, had seen the Inter-racial Com- 
mission actually at work, securing for 
them better schools, justice in the 
courts, better traveling facilities on rail- 


roads, better treatment by the public 
oe improvement along industrial 
ines, and had been surprised as well 


as gratified to find so many open-mind- 
ed, friendly, kindly disposed white peo- 
ple wro were anxious to. co-operate 
with them in removing the handicaps 
uhder which they suffer and to secure 
for them justice and fair play... The 
Commission on Inter-racial Co-operation 
in Kentucky has through the year now 
closing continued to grow in the con- 
fidence of the colored people, and has 
further reduced-the spirit of unrest and 
suspicion. 

Warren County is the largest straw- 
berry-growing county in the State. The 
Strawberry Shinpers’ Association of this 
county for’ years had. steadfastly ° ré- 
fused: to admit colored people, and col- 
ored farmers were, therefore, debarred 


from the privileges of the association 
and were, as a result, unable to engage 
Through 
the influence of the Inter-racial Com- 
mittee for Warren County, the Straw- 
berry Shippers’ Association last Winter 
threw down the bars and admitted col- 
ored people to its membership. As a 
result a large number of colored farm- 
have entered the strawberry indus- 
try. 

The Superintendént of Public Instruc- 
tion is a member of the Kentucky Inter- 
racial Commission and hag constantly 
sought the co-operation of the commis- 


sion in improving the condition of the 
colored people along educational lines. 
As a result, a colored man has been 
appointed Supervisor of negro high 
schools :and Assistant Supervisor of 
rural high schools; the Normal and In- 


dustrial Institute for colored people, lo- 
eated at Frankfort, is being so re- 
organized as to be given college rank; 
plans are being worked out by which 


the colored high schools of the State, 
meeting the required standard, are to 
be accredited by the State so that col- 


ored graduates from these high schools 
seeking admission into colleges and unl- 
versities that accept colored people will 
be admitted without examination; the 
Department of Education has asked the 
co-operation of the Inter-racial Com- 
mission in an effort to establish a sec- 
ond Teachers College for negroes, to be 


located in the western soction of the 
State. 
The Inter-racial Committee for Jef- 


ferson County, in co-operation with. the 
editor .of The Louisville Evening Post 
and others, has secured a promise from 
the Board of Water Works of the City 
of Louisville for the building of a 
swimming pool for colored people as 
adequate and complete as the one al- 
ready built for whité people: In the 
conference with the Board of Water 
Works, where. this matter was presented. 
repr esentative white people insisted that 
this was one _ of the things the board 
could not afford not to do. It was 
brought out further that justice was 
the--basis of good-will and mutual un- 
derstanding. | The colored ‘members of 
the committee were surprised and great- 
ly. encouraged at the. manifest spirit of 
justice and fair play on the part of 
their white neighbors. 

An. unexpected door has been opened 
for the presentation of.the work of the 
Inter-racial Commissoin. to thé white 
colleges of the State ‘by. the Director of 
the commission,’ who is hitiself a negro.

;}misuse of nature’s stored resources 
fully three-quarters of our food produc- 


tion is derived through soil deteriora- 
tion. Thousands of ranches in the West 
are seeded for the one crop and take 
what the harvest yields, nothing being 
replaced. Fully 60 per cent. of farming 
operations are: under the tenant system, 
which cannot be otherwise than destruc- 
tive, as it requires. two ownerships and 
division of crops.. The owner. demands 
a profit, the tenant has to live in many 
instances on one-third, but generally on 
a half share. Between .them a few 
years of such treatment is very visible 
in its effect. Our present rights ‘of pri- 
vate ownership and personal liberty 
|} operate as a ban looking to any con- 
| structive control of those operators who 
| believe in getting their revenue regard- 
jless of any safeguarding of the natural 
rights of coming humanity.

To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Owing to the shortage, both hard and 
soft coal and coke will be distributed 
in small lots, under the general super- 
vision of the various Coal Commission- 
ers, and non-essential industries will 
not be furnished with coal if there is a 
serious shortage. With inadequate coal, 
there will be a shortage of steel, brick, 
food and many other commodities, with 
the corresponding unemployment of 
thousands of\men. For this reason, if 
for no other, 
do his utmost to save coal and thereby 
tend to reduce. the distress that fol- 
ea the shutting down of industries.’ 
| Where there is a large waste, as in the 
ordinary burning of coal, there is a 
great chance for economy. United States 
Government experts admit there is 4 
waste of about 40 per cent, in the 
average heating plant, in homes, stores 
and apartments. 

The vital point is, first, to get as 
many heat units as possible out of each 
pound of coal, and, second, to see that 
these heat units are transferred to the 
heating surface of the heater with as 
little loss as possible. 

The first object can be obtained in the 
ordinary heating plant only by the ad- 
dition of an efficient device for more 
| completely. utilizing the heat units con- 
tained in the coal gas, usually wasted; 
the second by keeping the heat-absorb- 
ing surfaces free from soot or dirt, as 
they act as insulators. ‘ Much In addi- 
tion can also be done by careful firing. 
No specific instruction, ‘however, can be 
properly. given as to the method of 
handling all fires, as the various draft 
and other conditions will necessitate 
modifications for individual plants. 
| Also this season it is likely that many 
thouseholders will have to use some soft 
coal or coke, which requires. different 
methods of firing from hard coal and 
with which they are not familiar. 

A few general suggestions may be of 
value. Whether using hard coal, soft 
coal or coke, see that your plant is in 
first-class condition, that it is (if possi- 
ble) equipped with a means of burning 
the waste gases containing heat units 
wand -that the flue pipe and heat-ab- 
sorbing surfaces of the heaters are 
|} clean and kept clean. 

With hard coal, keep the drafts open 
until the fire is well started, and hot 
air or steam or hot water is being 
plentifully supplfed, then put on a thick 
bed of fresh coal. Leave the drafts 
open a few moments to allow excess gas 
to go up the chimney, and then close the 
dampers off or as nearly off as draft 
conditions will permit. 

It is a fallacy to believe that fuel will 


be conserved by having only a little fire 
jin the firepot. There should be a good 
| foundation of glowing coals, covered 
with coais about even with the bottom 
| of the fire door. ‘Then, with proper 
| damper control; and the thorough util- 
|ization of .the-heat units, -both in the 
;}carbon of the coal itself and in the 
| gases thrown off by the coal, there will 
| be adequate and satisfactory heat, anc 
| the minimum of coal used. 

Soft coal may be used with good re- 
sults in the average heating plant. It 
throws off more gas than hard coal and 
| requires more air to produce good re- 
sults. Do not carry so thick a fuel bed 
as with hard coal and do not spread 
fresh fuel over the entire surface. of 
the fire. Before putting on a fresh 
charge of coal, always push a Httle of 
the glowing coal to the rear of the 
firepot,-and leave them uncovered: at 
that point, so that the gases from the 
fresh coal can easily ignite. With these 
few exceptions, the- fire is handled 
much the. same as with hard coal. 

Coke cannot’ be burned in the game 
way as hard or soft coal, _but. with 
|} proper handling can generally be used 
; with satisfaction. In order to have a 
| coke fire last a long time and develop 
las much heat, approximately as many 
| pounds of coke must be fired as of hard 
coal. ‘The volume of coke, however, will 
be much greater than that of anthracite, | 
and usually the firepot will have to be

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Honeycomb Coil Set. 


ONEYCOMB coils, so named be- 

cause the winding: of. the, wire re- 

sembles honeycomb, serve the 
game purpose as any other type of: in- 
ductance, but differ from the coils gen- 
erally used-in-radio by’ having a fixed 
value... That. is, instead of having taps, 
switches or sliders to vary the amount 
of wire in«the circuit, these coils are 
provided with a plug, which fits into a 
receptacle, placing: the total inductance 
in the circuit. Condensers are used in 
series or. in paralle] with the coils to 
accomplish accurate adjustment and 
tuning. : 

If it is the desire of the operator to 
receive stations transmitting: on- higher 
wave lengths, beyond the range of the 
coils and condensers, larger. coils must 
be .substituted. The size of honeycomb 
coils to be used depends upon the nat- 
ural wave length of the antenna, which 
can be approximately calculated for a 
single wire antenna by adding the total 
length of the antenna proper, legd-in, 
ground ‘wire, and multiply the sum by 
4.2. Divide the result by 3.048. é 

It is true that vario-coupler and vario- 
meter combinations give greater pre- 
cision than honeycomb coils for short- 
wave reception,, up to about 800 meters. 
The radio: enthusiast who wishes to hear 
both long and short waves will. find the 
honeycomb .coils very satisfactory, but 
some’ tuning accuracy will have to be 
sacrificed on short waves. For high 
| wave lengths the honeycomb coil ar- 
rangement can ‘be loaded quickly by 
substituting larger coils. Duo-lateral 
coils differ from the early honeycomb 
type in that the wires are laid directly 
above one another, but arc arranged so 
the parallel wires fall in between one 
another instead of being directly. be- 
low or above each other. Such coils 
have extremely low distributed capacity 
|and very low dielectric loss. Figure 1 is

The elimination of in- 
terference nine times out of tan rests 
with the receiving opérator, who if 
skilled if the technique of tuning and 
adjusting. the coupling covld without 
the least trouble exclude all undesired 
or concerts from producing a 
sound in the phones. 

Practically all radio receiving sets. are 
of the two-circuit type, that is, they con- 
sist of a primary and a secondary cir- 
cuit, both of which have a coil of wire 
known. as inductance. These coils have 
no direct electrical connection with each 
other, but the distance which separates 
the coils determines to a great degree 
the amount of: energy transferred from 
the primary to the secondary circuft. 
The regulation of the distance between 
the coils is known as coupling. In the 
case of a loose coupler the coupling is 
controlled by sliding the secondary in 
and out of the primary coll. The coup- 
ling of the vario-coupler is regulated by 
rotating the secondary within the pri- 
mary.. When spiderweb or honeycomb 
coils are used, the coupling is controlled | 
by moving..one cofl nearer or further | 
from the other or by placing them -at 
different angles. 

When -an operator speaks of the de- 
gree of coupling he means how far apart 
or at what angles the ‘primary and 
secondary coils are placed in relation 
to each’ other. There are two kinds of 
coupling, close and loose. The soupling 
is said to be close when the. <wo -coils 
are as close together as porsible. Close 
coupling affords .a larger transfer. of 
energy from the primary or open circuit, 
to the secondary or closed circuit, and 
the two circuits are not necessarily in 
resonance, Close coupling is: used to 
listen in on many different wave 
lengths at*the same time without read- 
justment to any particular wave. Thus 
it can be easily understood that close 
or tight coupling producés maximum in- 
terference, because a number of stations 
not on the same wave length, can be 
heard. For that reason (operators just 
listehing in use close coupling in order 
to pick up. distress-calls or any other 
meéssages -which might be directed to 
them. , 

When loose coupling is in effect the 
coils are separated and there is a smal! 
transfer of energy from the primary to 
the secondary, except at the wave length 
to which the set is tuned. The circuits 
must be in exact resonance, which, 


means that the wave length of the pri- 
mary cireuit-.and the ‘secondary are 
vgual--in. other words, the frequency or) 
number of vibrations of radio impulsca ! 


& second is the same in both cirouits. 
Loose’ coupling is used for accurate tun- 
ing to eliminate interference, for if skill- 
fully handled it will allow only one sta- 
tion on a. certain wave length to be 
heard with little, if any, decrease in 
signal strength. ; ; 

Coupling may. be direct, fnductive .or 
capacitative. ~ Direct coupling is ob- 
tained when the primary and secondary 
circults are connected directly together. 
The ordinary tuning coil serves te ijlus- 
trate direct coupling. When ind*mtive 
coupling is employed the energy is teans- 
ferred from the primary to the second- 
ary -circult by means, of- a magnetic 
field. . This: is called induction, The 
loose coupler and vario-coupler serve as 
examples. of inductive coupling. <A set 
is said to have capacitative coupling 
when the ‘primary and secondary cir- 
cuits are.coupled or joined by con- 
densers, usually of. the variable. type. 
The coupling is varied by adjusting the 
condensers... Small capacity represents 
loose coupling and ah increase in capac- 
ity is equivalent to close coupling. 

Coupling is far more important than 
amplification as far.as increased receiv- 
ing range and signal intensity are con- 
cerned; because the present difficulties 
are due to interference instead of lack 
of signal strength. By. skillfully adjust- 
ing the coupling distant stations which, 
due to their remoteness, may be thou- 
sands of times weaker than near-by sta- 
tions, may be tuned in.. Then the ampli- 
fier. plays its part in amplifying the sig- 
nals to greater audibility. 


Questions and Answers. 


Question—(1) What is the best mineral 
to use in acrystal. detector? (2) Will it 
cover the same range in radiophone re- 
ception as it will spark signals?—EPD. 
Answer—(1) Galena ranks highest for 
sensitivity as a detector. (2) The aver- 
age range of a crystal set for broadcast 
reception is about twénty-five miles, but 
during the Winter months the range 
may be surprisingly increased.

Question—Please explain the differ- 
ence between a regenerative and non-re- 
generative receiver.—W. P. Answer-- 
Regeneration means leading the incom- 
ing signal back through the receiving 
transformer, a vario-coupler or loose 
coupler, after it has passed through the 
detector. Generally a coll of wire, 
known as the tickler, is inserted in 
the plate circuit and its

The maxti- 
mum seating capacity of this group of 
388 theatres is therefore about 200,000. 
The average theatre of the next class 
seats over 1,000, and since there are 200 
of them they will accommodate 250,000. 
The average seating capacity of tre rege 
ular theatres, including the large ones, 
may be taken as over 1,000. The 100 
theatres of this size, therefore, accom- 
modate about 100,000. The grand total 
seating capacity of all these theatres in 
New York, including the smailest movies, 
the combination houses and the regular 
theatres, is about 500,000.

New Extension WIIl Give Better 
Service to Thousands and Add 
to Realty Values. 





Yomorrow morning operation will be- 


the Eastern. Parkway subway from 
Pennsylvania Avenue, the present ter- 
Wiinus of operation, to the end of the 
line at New Lots Avenue. With the 
beginning of this service the last of 
the Interborough lines, as laid out in 


the dual subway contracts, will be in 
service. 


Until all of the details of the .work 
called for by the contracts for the ex- 
tension are finished the extension will 
be used for shuttle trains. That this 
mew bit of rapid transit is to be placed 
in service now is due to the urging of 
the Transit Commission that operation 
should not be delayed an hour after 
operation was possible with safety. The 
Interborough Company finally consented 
to install a shuttle. service without wait- 
ing for through service, which could not 
be begun until the work of constructidn 
Was completed and new schedules pre- 
pared. By using shuttle trains service 
on the extension is advanced at least a 
month. 


General Lincoln C. Andrews, Chief 
HExecutive Officer of the Transit Com- 
mission, expressed warm appreciation of 
the manner in which the Interborough 
had joined -with the commission in 
iy ge extension in instant opera- 

on. e said that the extension would 
increase by ten minutes the time re- 
quired by the Interborough trains in 
making round trips and that this would 
require sweeping changes in all of the 
achedules. 

General Andrews also called attention 
te the help the extension would be ‘in 
the development of the section pierced 
by it. Reference was made to the long 
delay in gem | the extension in run- 
ning shape, and it was explained that 
this delay was due to the refusal of 
the Board of Estimate to promptly ap- 
Prove a number of the minor contracts. 

The extension increases the length of 
the Eastern Parkway line by two-thirds 
of a mile and brings into close touch 
with the city’s rapid transit system 
many thousands of citizens. 

An unofficial statement by the Transit 
Commission says that the commission 
has been pressing the Interborough for 
apeety. operation over the remainder of 
the ivonia Avenue line. Then the 
statement reads: 

‘The controlling factor in the opera- 
tion is the signal tower being built by 
the city at ew Lots Avenue. ~This 
tower controls the train movements at 
the terminal cross-overs 
the entrances to the lay-up yard adja- 
cent to New Lots Avenue. While the 
tower is not completed it is now suffi- 
eclertly advanced to permit shuttle ser- 
vice from Pennsylvania Avenue to New 
its Avenue. 

“The schedule of shuttle operation 
will be so arranged as to make close 
connections between the shuttle and 
main line services. This service is, of 
course, only a temporary expedient, de- 
signed to give the maximum of service 
obtainable at the earliest date possible. 
When the signal tower is completed and 
the company has installed all of its 
work, which -it has agreed to complete 
during the shuttle operation, it will be 


possible to install full service in both 


directions. 

“The new stations will be used for 
the first time on Monday. These arse 
located at Van Siclen Avenue and at 
the terminus, New Lots Avenue. The 
distance between Pennsylvania Avenue 
and New Lots Avenue is about two- 
thirds of a mile, and Van Siclen Avenue 
station is approximately midway be- 
tween the two points. The added ser- 


vice will proye a great benefit to thou- | 
sands of passengers who daily have had | 


to walk this distance of two-thirds of 
a mile in both directions, as there is no 
other railroad line near by.’’ 

The statement also refers to the de- 
lays in the work due to the tardy action 
of the Board of Estimate. This com- 
ment runs:

September Constraction 
Contracts in New York City 


Contracts awarded in the five 
boroughs of New York City dur- 
ing September amounted to $34,- 
117,300, according to the F. W. 
Dodge Company. This figure is 23 
per cent. under that of the preced- 
Ing month and 42 per cent. under 
that of September, 1921, when the 
amotint of construction started was 
unusually large for this season of 
the year. There is\normally a fall- 
ing off in September. 

Residential construction started 
last month exceeded that started in 
August by 387 per cent., amounting 
to $20,368,100, more than half the 
total construction started during 
the month. Business“ buildings in 
September amounted to $6,825,100, or 
20 per cent. of the month’s total. 

Total construction started during 
the first nine months of this year, 
amounting to $415,900,500, was 59 
per cent. greater than for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, and 6 
per cent. greater than the entire 
amount started in 1921.

MOVING DAY FIGURES. 


Changes Shown by Number of Gas 
Meters Locked and Unlocked. 


That the Manhattanite and the Bronx- 
ite with their families were pretty gen- 
erally on the move during the last few 
days of September and the first three 
days of this month is shown by the 
phenomenally large number. of gas 
meters that were requested to be locked 
and unloeked by the Consolidated Gas 
Company and its affiliated gas com- 
panies which supply the two boroughs 
—Manhattan and the Bronx. 

During the last days of September and 
including the first three days of October, 
there were requests made by users of 
gas in Manhattan and the Bronx for 
the locking and unlocking of 46,725 gas 
meters. The ordinary number of meters 
locked and unlocked each month aver- 
ages between 650 and 750. This enor- 
mous increase on the last ‘“‘moving day,’’ 
of approximately 46,000. gas meters, 
confirms the belief that there was an 


abnormal number of families changing 
living quarters this year. 

It required the day and night and 
Sunday services of 387 trained gas com- 
pany men to read these 46,725 meters 
and lock and unlock them, as that figure 
was an increase of 15,483 oven the 
‘*moving time’’ figure of 1921, when 
the gas meters read, locked and. un- 
locked totaled 31,242. 

The meters that had to be given at- 
tention during the ‘‘ moving'’’ period, 
it is estimated, involved the comfort of 
at least a quarter of a million individu- 
als. During thé moving days in the 
Fall of 1920 the total number of gas 
meters involved was only 23,951 or 22,- 
ad less than required attention this 

all, . 

A further analysis of the gas com- 
any’s figures makes it possible to sete 
n what parts of the city the greatest 
amount. of ‘‘moving’’ agitation was 
felt. Between 110th Street and the Har- 
lem River, west of Fifth Avenue, the 
Consolidated Gas Company’s office sat 
Amsterdam Avenue and 154th Street 
read, locked and unlocked no less than 
6,941 gas meters, as against 3,267 meters 
a@ year ago. .The next largest removal 
centre was in the territory between 
Twenty-third and 110th Streets, west of 
Fifth Avenue. The Consolidated Gas 
Company's office at 212 West Fifty- 
seventh Street covering that territory 
read, locked and tnlocked 6,746 meters 
this year, as against 4,563 last year. 

Between Fourteenth and Seventy-ninth 
Streets on the east side, the Consolf- 
dated Gas Company’s office in Irving 
Place read, locked and unlocked 5,692 
meters this year, as compared with 3,096 
last year. North of Seyenty-ninth 
Street, east of Fifth Avenue to the Har- 
lem River, the gags office at 114th Street 
and Third Avenue read, locked and un- 
locked 5,288 gas meters, as compared 
with 4,074 last Fall. The Consolidated 
Gas Company's office at 157 Hester 
Street, covering the territory below 
Fourteenth Street to the Battery, 
handled 2,386 meters this year, as com- 
pared with 1,837 in 1921. 

In the Bronx (Twenty-third Ward) the 
Central Union Gas Company in that ter- 
ritory read, locked and unlocked 3,437 
meters this. season, as against 2,585 a 
year ago, while the Northern Union Gas 
Company, which covers the remainder 
of the Borough of the Bronx, handled 
7,249 meters this year, as compared with 
$8,595 in 1921. 

A further analysis of the figures 
would indicate that Manhattan and the 
Bronx lost none of their population to 
any of -the suburbs, but that the fam- 
flies moving this year either shiftea 
from one part or another of Manhattan 
or the Bronx or moved from one sec- 
tion to another in the two boroughs 
mentioned, or perhaps simply chan 
apartments in the building in which 
they had. been living, ;

More than any other form of building, 
the homes of a nation reflect that na- 
tion’s personality, its degree of enlight- 
enment, its position in the scheme of 
icivilization. A single home reflects the 
taste and the character of its individual 
owner; homes in the mass reflect the 
composite ideals of a people. 

In foreign nations there have been de- 
veloped through the centuries distinc- 
tive types of home architecture. Such 
;expressions as’ ‘‘a typical English 
home” or ‘‘a typical Italian villa’’ or 
‘*a typical Swiss chalet’’ call up vivid 
mental pictures of national types of ar- 
| chitecture. ; 

In this country we have up to the 
present failed to develop what might be 
called a national style, a style which 
would presuppose a national community 
of thoughts, names, and ‘4eals. 

It would hardly be practical for us to 
jturn to native sources and model our 
modern dwellings upon the wigwams of 
the earliest Americans. The nearest ap- 
proach to this lies in reseniblance be- 
tween the modern apartment house and 
the aboriginal cliff dwellings of New 
Mexico. Our widely scattered areas and 
our descent from many diverse stocks 
make a standard type of home nearly 
impossible to conceive. 

Yet, whether we prefer to follow the 
Colonial style of our original colonies 
or the adaptation of the Spanish ‘ mis- 
sion, there are certain fundamentals In 
which our homes are growing similar. 
If we dismiss the matter of external ap- 
pearance and turn to considerations of 
jequipment, we find» American home- 
builders more and more iff agreement. 

The practical problems of building are 
at the bottom’ much the same for éach 
average citizen. Amd never before the 
present time have so, many of these 
average citizens been cope dering these 
problems. 

We are facing today in America ‘a 
great shortage of homes. At thie sarn 
time, we have a steadily increasing 
number of family heads who realiz-: the 
value of owning a home, a value by no 
means computed in dollars un: cents 
alone, Home building is “now being 
more broadly considered and discussed 
in this country than at any previous 
period in its history. : 

The advertising world informs us that 
a tidal wave of building construction is 
sweeping our country from end to end 
If what one reads or hears may be be- 
lieved, every one, rich man or ‘poor man, 
is rehousing himself. 














Every one seems to be building a new | 


house or remodéling and renovating the 
one he now has. There is an intensive 
striving to be up to date. It is easy to 
see that within the last ten years there 
has been brought about a tremendous 
change and improvement in housing 
conditions, a change which is still ac+ 
tively at work. 

Further, every detail of house plan- 
ning, construction, finish, manner of 
decoration and furnishing is being ana- 
lyzed, exploited, and spread before the 
eager public in all the public's periodi- 
cals. Much of this Hberal advice is 
good, much {is of questionable value. 

It is perhaps truer in architecture than 
in any other art that a little knowledge 
is a dangerous thing. Few people study 
the principles and practice of this art 
to such a point that they become ade- 
quately capable of practicing it. Now

In considering the building of houses, 
it is interesting to remember that the 
first human habitations were caves, then 
huts, mere shelters from the elements. 
Division of common spaces into separate 
compartments marked the advance of 
civilization. Man gradually learned to 
make a distinction between a kitchen 
and a bedroom. 


It was not long before houses had 
roofs, chimneys, walls pierced with open- 
ings, and one or more floors, which, af- 
ter all, are the. basic elements of any 
house today. But the art of distribution 
and spécial arrangements of rooms made 
certain headway as generations succeed- 
ed each other. It was in the eighteenth 
century that the human habitation as it 
is understood today was finally evolved. 

Then it was that the plan became a 
serious study of logical placing and in- 
tercommunication, a separating of the 
public or reception spaces from the pri- 
vate or living.spaces of the house. It is

today the number, size, and arrange- 


ment of rooms that determine the 
shape and mass of a house. And this} 
resultant envelope in turn suggests the 
logical treatment for the exterior, the 
style we show to our neighbors. 

Low,* rambling structures cannot be 
handled in the same manner that for- 


mal, high, or more symmetrical compo- 
sitions are treated. If, however, a house 
is small and has only a few rooms ar- 
ranged in a rectangular plan, 
any architectural can be applied 
to it.

what is being done today in the design 
of the average modest one-family house. 
As was mentioned earlier, living re- 
quirements, if not fashioned in house- 


fronts, have become pretty much stand- 


ardized in every part of our country. 
There is a nation-wide demand at the 
present time for what is popularly 


known as the seven or nine-room house. 
We must make 
climates and for the varying building 
materials obtainable. 

It is possible. however, to build houses 
suited to the weather of Maine or Mis- 
sissippi, and constructed of whatever 
material is locally most available, all of 
which will be based practically upon the 


same fundamental plan. Further, with 
this simple basic plan, the wall openings 
may vary in size, or the roofs may vary 
in pitch—in short, we may still express 
ourselves through applying the widest 
range of styles to its exterior.

| Drocess today than it was a generation 
}ago. Not only ve costs of labor ant 
| material become *higher, but our presént 
| standard of living demands an intricate | 
| mechanical equipment, in the shape of} 
| systems for heating, plumbing and light- 
| ing. Often the cost of this is one-quar- 
ter the total cost of the house. 

{ To consider in order, however, the 
| steps toward the creation of a house, | 
| we must first of all discuss the selec- | 
| tion of a site. Here we have a two-fold 
| problem, physical and social. We must 
| consider, for example, the nature of the 
ground selected. Solid rock ledge di- 
rectly below the surface of the soil is 
impractical because of .the expense o 
excavation of rock. Then, the plot should 
have some natural means of drainage. 
| The presence of a spring in a small plot 
|}of ground often causes considerablé 
Bo ey and expense in obtaining a dry 
cellar. 

Other physical factors the city home 
| builder must consider are location upon 
a paved street and connections with 
sewer, water, gas and electricity, all of 
which are important contributions to 
comfort, health and economy. ‘ 

The social aspect of site selection espe- 
cially concerns any one desiring to live 
in the suburbs of a large city. In this 
ease the preferable location is naturally 
some neighborhood settled or being set- 
tled by people of congenial tastes, and 
not too remote from transportation, 
school, church or shopping facilities. 
Thetime, trouble and expense of travel- 
ing between one’s home and these es- 
sentials, or to one’s place of employ- 
ment should be carefully considered. 

Also, to insure satisfaction, the site 
should be large enough to give the house 
a proper setting, both with respect to 
the plot of ground itself and with re- 
spect to the houses aionee: A small | 
house, in particular, shuuld be of a de- 
sign suited to the plot, and its location 
in relation to exposures and highways 
must be considered. Shall it be on the 
north or south side of a street? This 
depends chiefly upon the owner’s choice, 
whether he will place his important 
rooms in the front or the rear. A dwell- 
ing on the south side of a street, for 
example, will be cool and shady in the 
front and bright and sunny in the rear. 

Let us consider now the house itself. 
Since the initial cost is directly de- 
pendent upon its size and its specific 
location, study should be given to the 
definite amount of room required, the 
amount of capital available for invest- 
ment, and the amount of upkeep charges 
capable of being assumed, 

After the price of the property and 
its necessary improvement has been de- 
ducted from the total budget allowance, 
the remaining amount available for the 
house itself should be divided by the 
probable cost per cubic foot. This, of 
course, varies with the community and 
the type of house desired. 

Such a reckoning makes clear the vol- 
ume in cubic feet of building that can 
be planned. Within this fixed lmit, 
the arrangement, size and number of 
rooms obtainable should be thoroughly 
studied. In all cases the wise home- 
builder should be governed by the vol- 
umé@ his capital permits rather than by 
e preconceived idea of his living needs. 

If he adheres to this principle he will 
avoid many of: the usual disappoint- 
ments and tragedies of exceeding his} 
budget. Where it is impos&jble to obtain 
the number of rooms desired within the 
given cubage, it is always better to 
|eliminate one or more rooms than to 
| build rooms of small or impractical size. 
To obtain some idea of desirable sizes, 
ihe should make comparisons with rooms 
with which he is familiar, with rooms in 
which he has lived, 

These simple problems, always studied 
by an architect, should le readily within 
the grasp of the average man who would 
create a home for himself. These are 
some of the fundamental considerations 
in home building. 

Simplicity and sanity are their quall- 
ties. Every home should be composed 
of the fewest elements oe wehaek there 
should be always a straightforward plan 
to make convenience’ the chief objective, 
to reduce living requirements to th} 
| most direct and labor-saving effort. If 
we build more sensibly we will live 
more sensibly. ’ 

The great need in the United States 
today is for more permanent homes of 
| lasting qualities of construction. Our 
children should begin to continue living 
in the homes of their fathers and to 
carry on the traditions learned in their 
home life. When we build our homes 
wisely we are building that foundation 
of future civilization, @ stabilized fam- 
ily life. ; :

Woman Walks Eleven Miles 
A Day Doing Housework 


An experiment conducted recently 
at Cornell University in connection 
with the ‘‘ Better Homes in Ameri- 
ca’’ movement resulted in some in- 
teresting discoveries on the distance 
@ woman walks in the course of her 
ordinary household duties in an aver- 
age private house. In checking up 
by. means of a pedometer it was 
found that a housewife walked about 
eleven miles a-day doing house clean- 
ing, working in the.kitchen and laun- 
dry and caring for the baby. 

By introducing a tea cart to reduce 
the number of trips incident te carry- 
ing food, dishes and other household 
articles it was found that the house- 
keeper’s pedometer registered a dis- 
tance of only five and three-quarters 
miles for the day, or about half the 
distance traveled when the conveyer 
was not used. : 

The figures representa saving of 
four miles a day in dining room and 
kitchen work and a mile and a quar- 
ter a day in the nursery. 











GERMAN RENTS HELD DOWN. 


Under New Law Tenants Pay Only 
About Seven Times Prewar Rates. 


Although the exchange value of the 
German paper mark has fallen until it 
is only about one six-hundredths of what 
it-was before the World War began, 700 
of these marks will pay the rent of a 
Berlin apartment that rented for 100 
arks ($23.80) on July 1, 1914. This 
phenomenon is due to the workings of 
the new national rent law which nomi- 
nally went into effect on July 1 last and 
was applied by the Berlin authorities 
on Oct. 1. 

The rent law: provides that the local au- 
thorities are to take the rent paid on July 
1, 1914, subtract from it a certain per- 
centage as allowance for fixed charges, 
such as interest, &c., on the property, 
thus arriving at the ‘‘ basic peace time 
rent,’’ and then-proceed to add a per- 
centage big enough to cover the land- 
lord’s extra expenses and leave him a 
“reasonable ’’ return. In ‘Berlin the 
Municipal Council fixed the basic rent 
at 80 per cent. of the pre-war rent, with 
further deductions for houses having 
central heat and warm water service, 
and added enough for all sorts of up- 
keep charges to bring the average rent 
up to about six times the old figure. 
Among the extra charges is a 100 per 
cent. tax on the peace time rent which 
goes to the city and State for the Gov- 
ernment building fund. 

In cases where the landlords or ten- 
ants are dissatisfied with the new rates 
the disputes are to be taken before local 
“housing bureaus’”’ for settlement. 


“F” DISTRICT IN ZONING. 


New Detached House Method Ex- 
plained by Edward M. Bassetts 


The E district in zoning has been ¢on- 
sidered the detached house residential 
district for villa homes. Large E dis- 
tricts were placed on the area maf iri 
the original zoning. These were mainly 
in Flatbush, Bay Ridge and Riverdale. 
During the past six years these dis- 
tricts have been very popular and suc- 
cessful. Their success has prompftéd 
many other localities to petition the 
Board of Estimate to alter the area map 
so as to place their land in the E dis- 
trict. Great additions to the E dis- 
tricts were made throughout Flatbush, 
Flatlands, Rockaway, Manhattan Beach, 


f New Utrecht, Richmond Hill, Glen Mor- 


ris and the Bronx. 


Recently the Board of Estimate made 
provision in the zoning resolution for a 
still more carefully restricted residen- 
tial district. This is shown as district 
F on the area zoning map. New houses 
in this kind of district must have side 
yards on each side of the house. Each 
of these side yards must bé at least five 
feet wide. Each house must have a 
front yard of at least fifteen feet. The 
portion of the lot that can be covered 
with a new building in the F district is 
approximately 15 per cent. less than is 
permitted in the E district. 

Although this new area district called 
F was designed to fill a demand felt 
by seashore districts that desired to 
prevent. the congested construction of 
bungalows, nevertheless it is available 
for every suburban part of Greater New 
York. Six years ago, when the zoning 
plan was adopted, it was unknown how 
far the courts would approve its vari- 
our provisions. Since then, however, 
zoning ordinances have met with em- 
phatic court approval, not only in this 
city and State, but throughout the

The New York Building Congress is 
initiating a program to reduce the cost of 
building by adding more seasons to thé 
industry, thereby eliminating both the 
rush periods when bonuses are frequent- 
ly paid and the periods of unemploy-. 
ment. A survey has just been completed™ 
analyzing the building situation. The 
findings are such that it is believed 
with the co-operation of all the ¢éle- 
ments contributing to the building in= ~ 
dustry a workable program can be put 
in operation that will be a material 
benefit to every phase of society from 
the. laborer to the investor. 

The congress conducted its investiga- 
tion over a period of four months and 
the findings cover twenty-nine distinct 
occupations as affected by the averag® 
employment variation of upward of 
150,000 workmen annually during thé 
Past ten years. 

Recognizing that the basic factors im 
the seasonal demand are Winter and 
weather conditions, opportunity for in« 
vestment, general business tendencies 
and emergency needs, attention is being 
focused on new construction subject te 
control. 

In summarizing its investigation the - 
congress firids that custom is réally the 
biggest influence in causing the peak 
loads on the demand for labor, espeo- 
ially during the renting seasons, Careful 
business foresighi is what is needed 
more than anything else to effect lower 
costs, with less waste, higher quality of 
workmanship and greater production, 
according to the reports. ‘

overcome, the misapprehension on 
part of tenants willing to “ aide 
their responsibility remains, 

Tenement House Commissioner ~— 
Mann in a statement setting forth 
understanding of the law printed in the 
official organ of the Real Estate Board 
of New York says: . 

“The law requires that an owner be 
held responsible for the cleanliness of 
a building although it is my view that % 
does not mean that the owner himaclg 
must actually do it, but he, howeye® 
must see that it is done. i 

“In this connection I would suggest 
that the landlord demand that the tem 
ant living in the apartment and having 
control of- it, clean it up, and if the 
tenant fails to do it then the landlord, 
in my judgment, may go to the courts 
and have the tenant dispossed as an ute 
desirable tenant whose uncleanly habits 
in maintaining such an unsanitary com 
dition in the apartment, are a menace 
to the health of the other occupants of 
the house. 

“I don’t believe efther the tenemen’ 
house or health laws can be construed 
or interpreted so as to require the owne 
er of a tenement houge to clean 
walls and ceilings within the apartm 
occupied by the tenant, nor do I believe 
the courts would hold tha 
under the law of the landlord to ad 
tually be compelled to go into 
apartment and clean it up.

Housing Expert, Here for Con- 
ference, Talks About City 
Planning. 


ITODAY’S CHIEF PROBLEMS [| 


Relation of Peoples and Nations ang 
Conditions of Life in Modern 
Cities, Says Mr. Unwin. 


A thorough study of the system of 
town planning that prevails in New York 
is being made by Raymond Unwin, Chief 
Architect for the British Government on 
Housing and Town Planning, who is 
here for a conference at the Russell 
Sage Foundation. Mr. Unwin is inter- 
nationally known as an expert, and he 
has suggestions/to offer as to how New 
York might expand and relieve the con- 
gestion’ of the tenement districts. 

“Two problems stand out today promi- 
nent alike for importance and urgency,”’ 
he said in a recent interview. ‘‘ The 
first arises from the relation of peoples 
and nations to one another; the second 
from the condition of life in the great 
modern city. Unless we can solve the 
first problem, by permanently establish- 
ing the influence of reason in regard to 
our relations, and bringing them under 
the control of international law, we 
seem likelv to be able to spare from the 
preoccupations of mutwal suspicions and 
self-defence little attention and less re- 
sources for dealing with the second 
problem, aggravated as it is by the re- 
duced standard of life, of education and 
of culture which men’s folly has already 
forced upon them. 

‘The course of civilization has been 
@riving a rapidly increasing proportion 
of mankind to live in large towns; and 
the conviction has been spreading for 
some time that the progress of human 
society is being arrested and its sta- 
bility is being undermined because we 
have hitherto failéd adequately to pro- 
vide for, or properly to control, the vast 
aggregations of humanity in-our great 
towns. The extent of modern industry, 
the concentration of commerce and the 
Gevelopment of new transportation fa- 
cilities have at once produced and made 
Possible these vast agglomerations and 
all civilized countries are alike suffer- 
ing from this urban congestion and the 
failure to deal with it.” 


' Mr. Unwin pointed out that his ob- 
servations are based on the study of dif- 
ferent conditions from those prevailing 
here. At bottom the problem is the 
ame, however, and the objects are the 
ealth and well-being of the community 
at large, he believes. 

‘“‘ There are some who think that city 
planning consists in playing with streets 
pnd parkways, zones and buildings 

locks, and weaving them into pretty 


: peeren on a sheet of paper,” said Mr. 


nwin.. “The paper and the pattern 
have their place, all in good time; but 
eur conception of city planning goes far 
beyond these. It is concerned with the 
town as a whole, its form and the dis- 
tribution of its parts; and not only with 
the whole town but with its environ- 
ment, with the proper allocation of the 
surrounding lands to those purposes for 
which each section is be’t adapted, and 
fin the fulfilment of which each can 
make the greatest contribution to the 
@conomic prosperity, the health, wealth 
and happiness of the expanding city 
and its whole community. 


Use to the Best Advantage. 


“This involves a clear recognition of 
the absolute right of the growing city 
community to see that the land around, 
ever which it must expand, shall be 
used, and if need be, reserved for use 
for those purposes which will 


best conduce to the good of the whole 
city. Your real estate owners already 
recognize in some directions that they 
cannot reap the_full advantage from 
their own plots unless the prosperity 

nd the character of the neighboring 
fanas can also be maintained. Hence 

eir ready support of "ag zoning regu- 
lations. But they will need to recog- 
nize that this truth admits of wider 
applications; that the share which they 
may ultimately obtain in the prosperity 
ef the whole community, which will be 
promoted by the well regulated and 

roperlvy planned development of all its 
ands, will far exceed any more proxi- 
mate gains which they may secure by 
a selfish and short-sighted development 
of their individual plots. 

‘“‘As business men they must recog- 
nize the importance of securing a right 
use for each area in and around the 
town. They must see that certain lands 
often level and comparatively near to 
rivers, docks, canals and main railway 
routes, age best fitted for the main in- 
dustries 6n which the prosperity of the 
town depends.’’ 

For the greatest efficiency, grouping 
of residences and industrial buildings 
should be the rule, Mr. Unwin pointed 
out. In a growing community these 

eas, must expand and should be able 

© expand without SEVIAG to buy up and 
pull down expensive buildings that 
hould never have been erected in these 
ocations, he added. Such areas should 
reserved for theif more important 
function and used meantime for such 
purposes as will not create a serious 
obstruction or involve a heavy loss when 
their time comes to be utilized for com- 
merce. 

‘* We propose to establish zoning on 
gomewhat different lines,” said Mr. 
Unwin, “ establishing first a predomi- 
mant character and main use for each 
e@rea, industrial, commercial or residen- 
tial; allowing all buildings which are 
quite consistent with the predominant 
use, but excluding those inconsistent, 
except with the permission of the city 

lanning authority and subject to con- 

itions. Our zoning, like our town plan- 
ning, will be carried out in stages, the 
main lines of development and. com- 
munication being dealt with in the first 
stage, the more detailed location and 
complete planning at a.subsequent stage, 
as the land becomes ripe for use. 

‘* The field to be covered ar city plan- 

ing is extensive. Its basis must be 
fundamental. Your city should be the 

ome of a great community, the shel- 
ter of their private life, the platform on 
which their public activities are staged. 
Groups more or less extensive get to- 
ether, depending for their existence on 
fre support of one or another of the 
special interests which compete for 
profit or influence in the mass; of or- 
anic structure, of communal city life, 
ow little can we find! 


Confusion and More Confusion. 
“As is the life, so is the outward 


form. Industrial, commercial and resi- 


dential districts and buildings are jum- 
bled together, each struggling to expand 
at the expense of amether; and in this 
confused environment the people are 
rushing backward and forward over the 
whole city, having no place to which 
they properly belong. Superficially fas- 
cinated by the bustle of much going on, 
the changing panorama of interest and 
a@ muititude of cheap distractions pre- 
vent the citizens from realizihg the 
ugliness and squalor of too many of 
their homes and the triviallty of the at- 
tractions. 

‘*We have experienced something of 
this nature in Europe. We have seen 
the helplessness of these. overgrown 
cities in face of transport failure, fam- 
fine or @want of fuel. In city building 
nothing is gained by crowding. In the 
great towns every man must have room 
to live, room to work, room to. play. 
This is the first requisite of our new 
city plan, first for health, first for ef- 
ficiency, first for pleasure, first for 
beauty. Secure this and all else becomes 
possible. Grasp at all else without this 
and failure must follow. 

**Is this a hard saying fer congested 
New York? Let me tell you of London 
which has a population of around 9,000,- 
000, It is long since its vast area has 
absorbed its matural increase of popu- 
lation. For ts enty years: or more its 
actual mumbers have been steadily de-

This done the second aim should 
be to localize their lives. 


TRAPPERS EXPECT BIG HAUL 


Adirondacks Men Predict Even Bet- 
ter Season Than Last Year. 


SARANAC LAKH, N. Y., Oct. 1%.— 
Predictions were made today that the 
trapping season, which opens Nov. 10, 
will bring an even larger return than 
last year, when more.than $1,000,000 
was realied from the pelts of the fur- 
bearing animals of. the Adirondacks. 
This is due to market conditions which 
have resulted in an increase of from 
10 to 25 per cent: in the prices of furs 


and the fact that the number of ani- 
mals in the woods is unusually large. 
One of the largest fur dealers in the 
State today advised the trappers to get 
busy the moment the law is off. 8 
said he would buv every prime felt 
brought to him ahd would pay better 
prices than have been paid in a num- 


ber of years. 
The principal fur-bearing animals 


which can be legally trapped in the 
woods after Nev. 10 are fox, mink, otter, 
fisher, skunk, ermine, raccoon and 
muskrat. It was reported some time 
ago that the otter were disappearing, 
but woodsmen declare that such is -not 
the case. 


BILLIONS FOR BUILDING 


But They Are In Paper Marks at 
the Rate of 2,500 for $1. 


In order to enable the various German 
building associations and municipalities 
to finish the dwelling houses now under 
way, the Supervisory Committee of the 
Reichstag on Sept. 13 approved an ap- 
propriation of 3,000,000,000 marks (about 
$1,200,000 at preseht- exchange rates) to 
be divided among the State Govern- 
gents and distributed in the form of 
loans bearing 7 per cent. interest and 
due Sept. 30, 1923. 

According to statements made at the 
hearing by representatives of the Na- 
tional Labor Ministry and reported in 
the Berlin Vorwidrts, the hundreds of 
millions of marks previously appropriat- 
ed to relieve the housing shortage had 
been only a drop in, the bucket and 
thousands of houses begun this year 
were at a standstill for lack of funds. 
When the money from the new ‘' build- 
ing tax,’’ which is 100 per cent. of the 
peace-time rents, begins to come in it 
is expected that building will be resumed 
on a larger scale. :

Students of newspaper making are | 
cenfident that in the next decade facil- 
dties- for ‘news-gathering will have ad- 
vanced more rapidly than in the last 
ten ‘years, sald Senator Medill McCor- 
mick recently during the course of an 


address to the students or the Medill 
School of Journalism at Northwestern 
University. 

‘* The mechanical facilities for news- 
gathering, the physical publication of 
newspapers, the means of daily distri- 
bution,’*. ‘Senator McCormick _ said, 
*‘“have undergone a great development 
during the past ten years. There is .no 
student’ of newspaper making who 
doubts that during the next ten-years 
the improvement in the physical.col- 
lection, publication and distribution »of 
news will continue more rapidly than 
before. . 

‘It is inevitable that the majority 
ef newspaper workers, moved by the 
common impulse of humanity, should 
think in technical terms analogous’to 
those: of manufacturers and of pur- 
veyors of transport and communication. 
Your mechanical’ specialists, your in- 
dustrial organizers of cheap mass pro- 
duction, during the last half generation 
have become definitely the emulators 
of the Cunards,: the Harrimans and the 
Carnegies, 

“If the exigency of the modern news- 
paper making has compelled the indus- 
rial development to which I have al- 
luded, certainly the infinitive variety 
of recreation, diversion and diluted dis- 
sipation offered the ‘public at minimum 
cost, and under conditions of! maximum 
accessibility, has driven the newspaper 
maker continually to devise new.gchemes 
to| amuse and divert his public and to 
arrest its tired, and sometimes dazzled 

tention. I think that we all recog? 
nize in Nick Carter and Peck’s Bad Boy 
the undisputed forbears of Andy Gump, 
William S. Hart, Charlie Chaplin ana 
John McCutcheon’s ‘ Heir at Large.’ 

“ Precisely as they develop the tech- 
nique of mass manufacturing at mini!- 
mum. cost, precisely as they met the 
competition of the theatre and the 
cinematograph, the illustrated review, 
the fiction magazine and -the comic 
weekly, so now the newspaper makers 
must supply the public with an intelli- 
gent, and what more, an informed 
account of national and international 
politics, concurrently with an informed 
and intelligent commentary thereon. 

‘““The newspaper which fails to re- 
spond to this demand will suffer the 
loss of that indefinable public con#i- 
dence, a diminution of that imponder- 
able prestige, which always has dis- 
tinguished certain long-lived and 7 
profitable newspapers from others whti¢ 
at best, for a few years only, have 
achieved wide circulation and large! 
profits, It was inevitable that this de- 
velopment should take place, just as 
inevitable as that American newspapers, 
which had neglected foreign affairs, 
should make gqod that neglect later by 
pe emeegas | too man correspondents 
abroad and by devoting to their dis- 
patches space which should have been 
allotted to the consideration of foreign 
news and foreign problems, not by news 
writers in Asia or in, Europe, but by 
those in Washington or New York. 

‘I know very well that some who 
cherish the cult of the amusing and 
the exciting will contradict me. When 
I was a@ working newspaperman, there 
were no traditions which prevented our 
exciting the popular interest or supply- 
ing the popular demand for amusement. 
If sonretimes there were others who led 
the way, we made haste to catch up, 
We were not satisfied with our own in- 
vention, any more than we were bound 
by convention. Even then we studfed 
newspapers, Western and Eastern, 
European and American; we traveled, 
eagerly inquiring from~one newspaper 
office to another. Therefore, I make 
bold to assert with. confidence that we 
are about to witness a much greater 
appreciation of political correspondence 
and the closer correlation of the work 
of the Washington staff with that of the 
men who are abroad. 

“I hear Old Timer say that this 
means the abandonment of modern 
news-writing, only to return to the 
semi-editorial sort of thing which in 
the old days was written in Washington 
from. motives of economy, and mailed 
because: we could not afford an ade- 
quate news report by wire. I will not 
argue the matter. I am satisfied to 
beg the question by instancing the fact 
that today the most highly paid writers 
in Washington are those whose news 
and commingled comment is syndicated 
everywhere in the United States. 

“The best educated and best in- 
formed correspondents, who write some- 
thing more than a mere narrative of 
each day’s events, are those who are 
most widely read and most highly paid. 
We want informed consideration of the 
news sent us by the trained and edu- 
cated man who. writes it.’
